THE WORLD’S FAIR 

AS RKK!f THROUOn A PAIR OF .VKWTOIf 


If one ia interested in any special de- 
paitm<;nt he will probably find himself 
lingering long over the exhibits con- 
tained in that department here, aDd he 
will be sure to gather many fresh sug- 
gestions from what he sees. The Fair 
thus becomes a great object lesson to a 
large number. Of course the majority 
not being specialists wander here and 
there and find more enjoyment than in- 
struction from their hasty look at this 
vast array of fabrics and inventions, 
machinery and their products. 

The exhibits nowever, are capable of 
conveying a vast amount of instruction 
even to those who are not specialists. 
For example, in the Transportation 
building, there has been gathered to- 
gether whatever will illustrate the vari- 
ous methods by which men have 
travelled from place to place. Here are 
the rudest forms of conveyance, and 
here the most elaborate. The whole 
story of railroading is told in a most 
impressive way as you see the long 
array of engines and cars, proceeding 
from the little insignificant affairs of 
long ago, and ending in the magnificent 
train of Pullman cars and the engine 
known as “P99,” a great monster that 
towers up like an iron house on wheels. 

And so the story of road wagons is 
told with equally graphic power as you 
look at the many intervening steps from 
the lumbering ox cart to the light, cob- 
webby buggy with its pneumatic tire. 

It is probable that a feeling almost of 
awe comes over one as he enters the 
Electricity buildiDg. The practical ap- 
plication of this subtle and mysterious 
agent, which we call electricity, has 
been so recent that we hardly under- 
stand it yet not to look on with a sur- 
prise, not uumixed with dread. The 
building devoted to electrical work is so 
large that it almost tells you before you 
enter it, that now you are to see a great 
storehouse of modern wonders. 

And so you find great whirling 
machines, revolving lights, brilliant 
colors, and a bewildering array of things 
with whose uses you probably are en- 
tirely unfamiliar. 

You find this newly harnessed agent 
doing ail kinds of work, from driving 
heavy engines, down to the most deli- 
cate illumination of a surgeon’s knife 
while performing an operation upon che 
human body. How many uses it 
serves! It is hard to draw up a list of 
the various applications which have been 
actually made, up to date, to say nothing 
of the experimental processes which are 
likely to increase the number in the 
near future. 

You wilt go up and down the building 
that stores these electrical exhibits and 
when yon can tear yourself away it will 
be with a great increase of wonder and 
admiration. 

The Art building will invite you to a 
highly interesting exhibit of paintings, 
drawings, architecture and sculpture. 
It can hardly be called a surpassingly 
grand display, for it is not up to some 
of the foreign galleries, and there are 
not many things of such excellence that 
they would be classed as unique. 

However it has a good collection of 
pictures and statuary, and considering 
»ll the difficulties in the way of getting 
together the materials for the exhibition 
it is well worthy the occasion. 

Pictures and statuary are unlike 
machinery and fabrics. They can hard- 
ly be transported, and kept iu a tempor- 
ary building 

There are some productions of un- 
doubted excellence aud there are very 
many of more than average worth, so 
that you lind yourself greatly delighted 
with the Art building and drawn to it 
again and agaiu. When you get tired of 
lookiug at other things you will find 
these productions of brush and pencil 
and chisel all the more interesting, aud 
so your visits to this department will 
probably be fnquent. 

If any one wants to know what are the 
ten best things iu all tne Fair, it would 
be hard for every one to agree upon the 
same list, but probably theie might be

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WEALTH AND THE TOM HO X H F, A LTH 

[Joso.ih Wood In Seedtime, London ] 

In the propaganda of socialism noth- 
ing seems to mo more important than to 
get people to seo and acknowledge the 
indebtedness of the individual to the 
community; that, there would ho no 
wealth but for the commonwealth; that 
the main element in property is not per- 
sonal but social. It is only in fellowship 
and combination that proporty is ac- 
quired. The social life is the only 
answer, in fact, which meets the 
individual's desire to live. It may seem 
for a moment that the world of labor is 
just a world of toiling units, eaoh bear- 
ing the burden of its own life. But this 
is only a fragment of the truth. Never 
in any past which history brings within 
view has the individual ever laborod to 
aupport his own lifo by himself alone. 
As soon as industrial and economic life 
begin to have any history at all, wo are 
following forms of combination between 
man and mau, which daily become more 
intricate and complex. No progress, no 
wealth, no accumulated RtoreR, no lifo, in 
fact, is possible except in fellowship. 
The duty to live is the duty to labor, and 
this becomes the duty to live in mutual 
helpfulness with others In the light of 
this idea, what becomes of private pro- 
perty? How much of that which a mau 
calls his own is really his own, and ^how 
much is the creation of purely social 
forces? 

Certain it is that if we have any pri- 
vate property at all it is in our bodies — 
and yet we are told ‘‘we are not our 
own.” For we are not our own makers. 
We are what we are because we are 
filled by the ministry of past ages with 
all the fulness of humanity. Today we 
are fed in body, soul and spirit by the 
millions of human beings all ovei the 
wide world. Into the composition of 
our souls, into our affections, purposes 
and will, into our very inind and thought, 
the affections aud wills and minds of 
millions of mankind have entered, and 
we, so made and fed and living in all 
this world wide life, fulfil our destiuy in 
becoming in turn instruments to meet 
the needs and lives of others. 

Think how much is done for us; what 
we receive and absorb. Let our imagina- 
tion travel for a moment over the scenes 
where toil is now going on for us. to the 
far countries whence come our food sup- 
plies — all the world laid uudcr tribute; 
think of our sailors in their hard aud 
dangerous work; visit in fancy our 
miners, our factory- workers, our labor- 
ers in the East and the West, in the rice 
fields of India or in the wheat fields of 
California; think of all the myraid- head- 
ed service of this great city. It passes 
all imagination. Others are always 
working for us. We are always beiug 
ministered unto. Day by day, bour by 
Lour our indebtedness to the community 
increases. To the community wo owe 
everything. Or go back again over your 
own life. How many have toiled that 
you might become what you are — edu- 
cated, refined, the scholar, the genii • 
min. Think what has been ttie labor of 
creating tbe civiliziti m we unconscious 
ly mberi\ Which of us can repay to 
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the exisMug generation, still less to the 
world, tbe vast debt we owe? We talk 
about our right to our o*u! What is 
our own? We are bankrupts everyoue 
except by the grace of the community, 
and our one right is the right to serve. 

E ich for all can be our only motto, and 
private property becomes a mere con- 
vention. more or less convenient, hut a 
convention onlv, which society allows 
and which society can abolish without 
wronging any mau. 

Although it is a simple aud obvious 
fret that the social element in produc- 
tion is a hundred to oue compared witii 
the individual element, it is necessary to 
illustrate its winking. For this purpose 
no oetti r example can be fouud than our 
old frieud I\ugsou, the topical cotton- 
lord, whose portrait h is ueoii u doted foi 
us by Carlyle. Consider a day in the 
life of a mau like P.ugsoii. He comes 
down iu the morning aud finds on his 
breakfast table a newspaper, which gives 
lnm tidings from all over the world and 
which he eagerly consults, that he may 
kuow how the money maiket stands. 
Look at that priuteu page— price oue 
peuuy. Kemmuoer that there was a 
time when there were no books, no news- 
shoe s. u > papers, no writing, no alpha- 
bet. P.ugsou’s power to make m.mey 
lies laigely in that penny newspaper; 
without it lie would be a poor mau. But 
he did not invent the alphabet ; he did 
not in /eiit the printing machine; lie did 
not elaborate all the ai is by wnicb the 
.penny newspaper is possible. It is fair 
to say tiiat Without that morning sheet 
c'D his breaklast table Plugs in would be 
WOltb less by £50,1)00 than he is. lie has i 
received a maguitiaent gilt Irotu the past; 1 
10, 000 experime its have b.-eu made dur- ! 
iug the last thousand years before he 1 
c >u 1<1 have his morning newspaper. | 
To whom do tbe result of these experi- I 
rneiits belong? To society as a whole; to | 
civilizitiou; to the miltitu litioui com- 
munity. 

Having finished his breakfast Plugsou 
hurries oil' to catch the train for busi- 
ness, aud looking at the church cluck 
sees by it he is a minute late. Plugsou 
Lelieves in punctuality, and quickens his 
stride. Minutes are money! But iiow 
comes it that Plugsou is able so accurate- 
ly to in ii k the minutes? Dll he intent 
w atches and clocks? Tbut church clock 
sums un in itself a long series of efforts 
and failures, ami centuries of thought 
and labor, fr un the time when raeu took 
to marking the sun by sun dials, ou to 
the time wheu Galileo saw the censer 
swinging iu Pisa cathedral and con- 
ceived the idea of the pendulum, on 
again, through a score of inveutois, of 
workers, to our Dollands and Beusons. 
At what cost has this triumph of skill 
been won? Whose cost? Not Plugsou’t-. 
And yet how much of hi* wealth he 
owes to the convenience of clocks and 
watches; that is, to the accurate registra- 
tion of time. 

Plugsou just catches his train, aud iu 
30 minutes is lauded iu the city, having 
traveled 12 miles iu that short space of 
time. Is it any imuit of Piu 'sou’s that 
lie can fly over the ground at this speed? 
What does that. steam eugiue represent, 
which economizes his time atid adds so 
mu :li to his wealth? It represents an 
amount of thought, patience, experiment 
after expel imeiit, stretching back foi 
huudreds of years, almost inconceivable 
iu variety and extent. No oue mau in- 
vented tbe steam engine. Before I tie 
steam eugiue wus invented some oue bad 
to iuveut s;rews, nuts, bolts, tbe smelting 
of iron, the manufacture of steel; tbe 
laws of compression aud expulsion had 
to be discovered; mauy lives aud couut- 
less treasure were expended iu building 
up this wonderful fiery steed. Wbat a 
mighty movement aloug the ages is 
represented by tbe the steam eugiue! To 
whom does the steam eugiue belong, 
with its thousand inventions? Not to 


Pltigson, not to this generation; to socie- 
ty ns a whole. And the wealth we ac- 
quire through the steam engine is socie- 
ty’s gift to us; we did not make it all. 

Leaving the station, Plugsou stops out 
into the smoothly paved, well lit, care- 
fully swept and watered street. That 
street was once simply a mud lane be- 
tween rows of tumbledown cottages. 
What, a convenience it is to Plugson that 
he can walk in ease and safety alone the 
smooth pavement and well-kept road 
Who made that road? Whoso efforts 
laid down that cunning macadam? Who 
first thought of slightly arching the road 
that it should be kept well drained? The 
very streets of our town we did not pay 
for; previous generations have built them 
and left them to us for a legacy. Yet 
without such well-kept roads how would 
Plug on do his business, run with ease 
from his office to the Exchange, send his 
wagons swiftly aud safely on their 
errands? 

Si we might go through all the day in 
Plugson’s compauy, might see him writ- 
ing out checks, using the telegraph, 
eagerly opening the letters which have 
come by post, answering them by the 
aid of a typewriter, recovering a debt in 
the couuty court, giving orders through 
tho telephone and securing to himself his 
gains and fortune, not one tenth so much 
by his own brains, skill, knowledge, in- 
vention, muscles, nerves, activities, as by 
the forces and conquests of civilization 
which ho has received from the past, and 
which he is just clever euough to turn to 
his own account. Auu now tell me how 
much of his 1100,000 ho made himself? 
How much of it does ho owe to society? 

Niue tenth’s of any man's wealth is 
not of his own making at all, it is a 
social product, aud it is or the commu- 
nity to say how its piivate possession 
shall be regulated aud on what terms. 

This again is true of nine tenths of 
capital, that it is a social aud not an in- 
dividual creation. Where does capital 
come from? Who created it? The 
usual answer is capital is labor saved. It 
is nothing of the sort, except io a very 
small degree. Nineteen twentieths of 
capital is labor taxed. In assertiug that 
capital is the result of saviugs, we insin- 
uate that capitalists are a highly deserv- 
ing class of people indeed, since it is due 
to their selt-denyiug, wonderful “absti- 
nence” that we h ive any capital at all. 
This is perhaps the greatest of all the 
fallacies of the old political economy. 

Here is a man who begins life with the 
typical half crown aud at 50 years of age 
retires with a fortune of 4:50,000. T His 
now is so much capital which he invests! 
But how did he get it? At 20 years of 
age he foun/i himself working shoemaker, 
earning £2 a week. He lived ou £1 and 
saved £1, and at the fcud of five years 
found himself with a capital of £250. 
This he has saved and he deserves much 
credit for his abstiueuce. But mark you, 
this is all be ever does save, for now he 
changes his method and instead of sav- 
ing from his own earnings begins to tax 
the earnings of others. He takes five 
people into his employ— two girls, two 
b *ys and a man. He gives the boys and 
girls eicb 5s. a week, aud the aim 25s. a 
week, a total of £2 5s. But the profic of 
the work done by tbe live people 
amounts to £5. He ueed do no work 
himself except tbat of superintendence, 
and be will refceive more fpr his own 
portion than he did when he toiled all 
tbe week to earn £2 Now he receives 
£2 15s. But lie is better off n it beciuse 
he saves labor, but because he taxes 
labor. He need not save another penuy. 
Indeed he begins to spend. He lives iu a 
larger house, keeps servants, in time sets 
up a carriage, and by his method of tax- 
ing labor, every year extended, gradually 
accumulates £50,000. 

Given the possession of £50.000 gaiued 
in the way I have described, what does 
its owner do? He retires from business 
and 1 ves upon whit lie pleasantly and 
emplinmistically calls “his savings.” 
Well aud good.* But does he? Nothing 
of the sort. He proposes to oat his cake 
aud nave it too. He lives on interest. 
At five per cent, he receives £2,500 a 
year and at the end of 20 years has re 
ceived his £50 000 io aunuii payments. 
His capital is gone? Not so. It is there 


just the same, and he proposes to tie it 
up and leave it to his family iu such a 
way that they shall become a perpetual 
rent-charge of £2,500 on the community. 
B^cmse he was clever enough to amass 
£50,000 he purposes to tasteu his family 
upon the country for tbe next 200 years, 
or perhaps longer, as members of an Idle 
class who draw their living from the 
community. Now why, in justice, should 
50 families have to work harder than 
otherwise would be uecessary in order to 
keep this one family in' idleness and 
luxury for evsr and ever? For where 
does the interest on capital come from? 
Again it comes from the taxation of 
labor. Libor pays it; every farthiug of 
it! 

Let us press home the indebtedness of 
the individual to tbe community. Our 
wealth, our ordered world, our civiliza- 
tion. our freedom, our knowledge, have 
been bought with a great price. We are 
the result of that age-long coufiict, tne 
tears, the labors, tbe spiritual upheavals, 
the tremendous strain which make up 
the long roll of history. There is no pro- 
vince of human life iu which we are not 
reaping golden harvests which were 
sowu for us men of other generations. 
Our inventions, our just laws, our sys- 
tems, jurisprudence, our agricultural 
methods, all the things that contribute 
to tbe ease and safety of human life 
have been won for us by the desperate 
struggle, “the agony and bloody sweat” 
of a vast succession of obscure as well 
as ill istrious ancestors. For our virtue 
as well a« our. wealth, or our moral ideas 
as well as our material possessions, all 
are under infinite obligations to the past. 
We owe all that we value to the cotumu 
uity iu whose life we live and move aud 
have our be ng. What theu? Well, 
this, at least, that tho simple-minded 
disciples of olden time, of whom it is 
written, “Neither said any of them ‘hat 
aught of the things which he possessed 
wa> his own,’ had more insight iuto 
e lonomic truth than half the professors 
of that much inisuudurstoo i science.

from all countries, including the United 
States. It is to be held in the Palace of 
Industry and its am; *r'"s and will bo 
kept open for ci,;ht months. 

Then, three years afterw ;:rd, or in 1H07, 
the Turkish government is to hold a 
grand international exhibition in Con- 
stantinople, if things can bo got ready 
for it and if the Russians do not get 
down to tho Golden Horn by that time. 
It is reported from there thut Saltan 
Abdul Hatnid II, who is an enlightened 
and progressive monarch, desires that 
tho world shall be made acquainted wit h 
Turkey’s power, and that the Turks 
shall obtnin an understanding of tho re- 
sources of other countries, so that thus 
benefits may accruo to his own subjects 
and the rest of mankind. W o must hopo 
t :at this project will not bo interfered 
with. Tho Turkish exhibition in Con- 
stantinople will very certainly bo worth 
seeing, and it is but a short trip from 
this country to the Bosporus. 

After some other shows of lesser im- 
(•ortunce we shall arrive at the universal 
• xposition in Paris in tho yenr 1000, for 
which tho French government is already 
making preparations. That will pretty 
certainly attract visitors from all parts 
of the earth. 

In the course of time, or let us say 
very soon after the opening of the twen- 
tieth century, you will perhaps see an 
exhibition here in New York, compared 
with which all previous exhibitions will 
appear trivial.— New York Sun. 


A Touching Ceremony. 

Our Paris correspondent reports that 
a very touching ceremony took place re- 
cently at Battillyon the Franco-German 
frontier. A German contingent came 
to reclaim a handful of their dead of the 
Prussian guard, who fell in the war of 
1870. Their dead were delivered up to 
them and were carried with every mark 
of respect from the representatives of 
both armies to a monument on tho Ger- 
man side, within which they were to find 
their final rest. 

The French troops formed in hollow 
square, while German and French chap- 
lains delivered orations on the heroism 
of victors ami vanquished. The troops 
presented arms, and there camo a mo- 
ment of tho deepest significance when 
the German soldiers stood facing the 
French soldiers in the salute, and the 
German and the French generals in ad- 
vance stood looking right into ench oth- 
er's eyes. They had not seen each other 
so close with weapons in their hands 
since they parted from the death grip 
which cost France her provinces. This 
time of course they met and they parted 
ns friends, yet not without a grim sug- 
gestion of the possibility of their future 
meeting in the old character. — London 
News. 

II In Wedding Night Iu Jull. 

That amusing scene in tho “Chapeau 
dj* Paille d’Italie,”in which tho members 
of a wedding party are ignominiously 
lot tied up. is frequently repeated hero in 
real life. A journeyman painter and dec- 
orator, who had married a young woman 
employed as a fruit vender in tho Rue 
Clignancourt, was returning homo with 
his bride and friends when a band of noc- 
turnal prowlers delivered a determined 
attack on the party. The bridegroom 
was knocked down by the aggressors, ami 
the bride slipped and fell. The battle 
ragetl furiously in tho dark for several 
minutes, and tho arrival of the police, in- 
stead of settling matters in tho proper 
manner, ouly made them worse. In the 
general scuffle the real culprits escaiied, 
and, the police, exasperated by tho blows 
received by them, and not knowing who 
struck them in tho obscurity, arrest ed 
the bridegroom, and despite his protests 
carried him off to the lockup. There he 
had to pass the night and was ouly re- 
stored to his disconsolate better half the 
next morning. — Paris Letter. 


A Poet’* Life Tragedy. 

Tho English pajiers lately havo been 
full of a very romantic tragedy, which 
casts a lurid light on literary ambition, 
as tho victim was a poet. A Mr. Stoer 
ami his wife were found dead ina wood, 
and tho coroner’s jury found that tho 
man committed suicide after killing his 
wife. It appears thut the couple had re- 
solved to die together if fortune did uot 
mend. Tho girl wife camo from Ger- 
many for the purpose. It seems thut 
Mr. Stoer was a writer of |>oems and 
tragedies which did not meet with suc- 
cess. In a letter left for tho public ho 
says he was killed by “this so culled 
practical generation,” adding that “ge- 
nius witltou t means or influential friends, 
without worldly goods or selfish folk in- 
terested in promoting its welfare, per- 
ishes like a flower by tho wayside, seen 
by few, obsorved by none uml covered 
by the dust of passing ignoruuco and 
perversion.”

The Tax on State Banks. 

To tbe Editor of the Graphic: 

Before the Rebellion, all banks of 
issue were under control of the States. 
In some of them their banking laws were 
such bb to be easily abused, and were so 
to a degree that led to the phrase, Wild 
Cat Bauks, but the abuses bad iu tbe 
main led to the remedy, before tbe war 
It was the pretendfd excuse, but was 
not the real motive for disturbing tbe 
State Banks by a heavy tax on their 
issues, which proved so disastrous to tbe 
industry of the country. 

Uuder the amusing rapidity with 
which population and business increased, 
cuireucy bad to increase in a similar 
ratio and every year the Legislature of 
all tbe States bad appropriations for 
more batikimr capital, to provide that 
increase, which was au essential con- 
stitutional right of the people, and the 
only power of relief in their liandR. For 
Congress to enact a law, forbiding the 
States to grant bank chaiters, except on 
c >ndition of paying 10 per cent, on their 
1 sues is taking from the States that con- 
8 itu i tual power of relieving their citi- 
z ns. Iiowtver great the necessiiy, it 
never ought to have been enae'ed. and 
necessity calls for t- immediate repeal. 
Congress had no rigutful power to take 
it away or destroy it. 

There are those who see fit to argue 
the great damage to the country of le- 
pealiug that destructive tux oil their 
Bsues. 

But tho material prosperity of the 
country never increased more rapidly 
than during their reign. It was under 
their operation, including the Wild Cats, 
that the countiy gained strength to put 
down »he rebellion, and if allowed to 
continue would have prevented the ex- 
treat es of the present crisis. T II.

Tiik hurricane of Tuesday did great 
damage in Nowton, in stripping the 
trees of fruit. Orchards were a melan- 
choly sight after the blow*, as the ground 
was coverod with half grown winter ap- 
ples and pears, and very little fruit is 
left on tho trees. Many trees were 
broken down and iu driving aoout the 
city one saw largo trees broken cleau off, 
as though a cyclone had passed over 
them. The damage in Newton alone 
will probably amount to a thousand of 
dollars, and the loss in the country vis- 
ited by the hurricaue is said to mount up 
into tho millions. As a result of the 
two storms within a week, fruit wilj 
probably be scarce and high. 


A GOOD SHOWING. 

The t ix rate and the valuation of the 
city for 1S93 is uow announced, tho as- 
sessors have been delayed chiefly by the 
very thorough manner in which they 
have gone over the city, looking up 
values and searching for personal prop- 
erty and also by the fact that so many 
new members were placed on the board. 

The tax rate will be $14.80, an increase 
of only 20 cents over last year, and most 
people will feel relieved that it is not 
greater, owing to the extraordinary ex- 
penses for sewerage and other matters. 
The rate will compare very favorably 
with that of other suburban towns, who 
have anything near the public conve- 
niences that Newton possesses. 

Tables are also given this week show- 
ing the comparative growth of the city, 
and the valuations aud polls in the dif- 
ferent wards. It will be uoticed that 
the total of taxable polls shows a slight 
falling off, as usual, but this will be 
more than made good by the Board of 
Registrars. Ward five loses the largest 
number, and Wards six and seven lose 
slightly, tho other wards gaining. 

In real estate there is a total increase 
of nearly two millions, which is a healthy 
showiug- Ward six gains a large por- 
tion of this, whi :h rather justifies the 
assertion that has been often heard, that 
the valuation in Ward six was the low. 
est of any ward in the city. Wards one 
and seven were so highly assessed be- 
fore that there was not much cbauce for 
any large gain, but the other wards show 
a good increase. 

In personal property, there is a falling 
off of about halt a million, owing 
partly doubtless to the hard times, and 
partly that no large estates have been di- 
vided up the past year. The tables will 
make interesting reading. 


The passage ot the silver repeal bill 
by the House by such a lar re majority 
was very encouraging and gives hope of 
speedy relief. It is rather disappointing 
to find that the Senate is still heut on 
talking instead of getting down to busi- 
ness, but there seems to he very little 
doubt that the Senate will finally follow 
the example of the house and vote for 
repeal. The good effect of the bouse 
vote is already felt in business, and we 
read uow in the daily papers of as mauy 
mills'starling up as of those that shut 
down. A funny story of the preseut 
business crisis is told by a writer in the 
Waterbury (Conn.) American, who says 
he met a N«w Haven manufacturer the 
other day who was complaining wolully 
of the bard times. For a year now he 
has been ruuuing his factory full both 
night and day, and uow he is ruuuing it 
full days only, lie says be has enough 
good oiders ahead to keep him busy for 
borne mouths yet, but he is afraid that 
theu his ordeis may fall off. Hit case is 
truly pitiable, but the Contributor 
fancies he is a type of mauy who are 
making their complaints heard the loud- 
est. 


The only new thing about guberna- 
torial candidates this week is the discov- 
ery of the numbei of political diummers 
who are out alter Hart delegates. The 
central and western parts of the state 
are said to have been pretty well cov- 
ered, and the number of delegates this 
year is so largt, aud so many from the 
remote districts will probably he willing 
to pass over their credentials to someoue 
who can afford to go, that the Hart men 
nitty be able t j make a large showiug. 
Mr. Tillsbury continues to remain the 
popular favorite, though the Greeuhalge 
men dispute this and make great claims 
for the strength of their candidate. 
With such a three cornered fight, there 
are some who predict that there will be 
an inability to nominate aud that the 
choice will finally fall on Lieut. Governor 
Wolcott, lu many ways he would he an 
even stronger candidate than Mr. 
Pillsbury, as his course iu office has 
commended him to those who have fol- 
lowed affairs carefully, as a wise aud lib 
eral-miuded man, who is too much of a 
statesman to be a mere politician. 


On auotber page will be fouud an ar- 
ticle on socialism, from an English pa- 
per, which gives one a good idea of what 
is meant by socialism iu its best sense. 
The writer’s idea is that there would be 
no wealth but for the commonwealth, 
and he aims to show the indebtedness of 
the individual to the coinaiuuily. Look- 
ing at it in this light tuere is some 
justice iu the feeling that a rich man 
who has been able by our laws to amass 


Prof. John Bach McMaster, of the 
Uoiversity of Pennsylvania, has a very 
interesting article in the September 
Forum, on “A Century’s Struggle for 
Silver.” The aiticle is especially timely 
just now, wheu so much is said of the 
silver question, as it gives in brief the 
history of our national coinage, and the 
various acts which have been passed by 
Congress in regard to gold and silver, 
with the results that have followed, in- 
cluding tho present Sherman law, which 
is soon to he repealed. From the article 
can be seen the great fluctuations in the 
price of silver, which render it so un- 
trustworthy as a part of our national 
currency. 


The Vermont Episcopalians have 
elected Rev. Father Hall, formerly of the 
Mission church of St. John the Evange- 
list, as their bishop. If Father Hall ac- 
cepts he will be the third bishop of that 
diocese, and it is supposed that the Ver- 
mont church must have had some infor- 
mation of his views, and that the Cowley 
Fathers would release him from his 
vows. While in Boston Father Hall 
gained many devoted frieuds, aud his 
eloquence and energy would make him a 
great power in the Vermont church. 


The Waltham Free Press calls atten- 
tion to a serious question in regard to 
ordinances, which affects that and other 
cities. It says: 

‘•Newton is struggling with a building 
ordinance. A few arrests and lines 
where ordinances are violated are just as 
essential as a go id law. But as our 
local inspector of buildiuss says — what 
at e you going to do when the proper au- 
thorities take no actiou wheu a com- 
plaint is presented to them?’’ 


The uuceitainty of all mundaue 
tbiugs was again illustrated by Freder- 
ick H. Hovey’s defeat by Robert D. 
Wreuu, at Newport, in tho contest for 
championship of the United States. Mr. 
Wreuu is comparatively a new player, 
and the result of the contest was a great 
surprise to Mr. Hovey’s friends, but it is 
a great honor for Newton to have the 
second best tennis player. 


Tile editor of the Brookline Chronicle 
has been to Chicago, aud says iu his 
paper that as to extortion, such a thing 
is unknown there. Evidently the editor 
had a pass to everything. 

The Cambridge Tribune aud the 
Chronicle both came out for Mr. Hart for 
governor, last week, aud everyone is 
wonderiug how it happened. 

NEWTON’S VALUATION. 


qUITE AN INCREASE IS REAL, IIUT A DE- 
CREASE IS PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

The assessors of Newton completed 
their labors yesterday afternoon on the 
real aud personal valuation of that city. 
The announcement of the figures lias 
been delayed because of a large amount 
of extra work this year, iu part because 
of the introduction of sewerage, in- 
volving considerable statistical labor, 
aud owing to the changes iu tho board, 
several of the former assessors retiring 
with the inauguration ot the present city 
government, their places being filled by 
new men. 

Toe rate, was fixed at $14.80 per 
thousand, an increase of 20 cents 
over last year’s flumes. The rate 
is considered low iu view of the large 
eependitures for sewer and highway im- 
provements during the past 12 months, 
beside a lurge outlay lor uew school 
bui'diegs ahd other expenses connected 
with the public property, lire and police 
deptrtmenta. 

The ioorc isfl iu total valuation over 
last year is $1,400,331. The increase in 
real estate is $1,048,425. There has heeu

The case was brought under u 
statute of Colorado which prohibits un- 
just discrimination iu practically the 
same language as that employed iu the 
interstate commerce law.

nad the fire department been equipped 
I with apparatus for throwing ropes to 
1 great heights or distances, such as are 
carried by all life wiving stations, many 
I ives could have been saved from the 
flames at the cold storage fire. Every 
man who escaped alive did so by a flim- 
| sy rojH*. With a proper gun or cannon 
a rope or numbers of them could have 
been shot up over the tower and inado 
Cast by the imprisoned men. Tho ropes 
ran bo rendered noncombustible. No 
new or expensive machinery would bo 
required. At tho lifo saving station at 
Jackson park could have been found 
huge guns with endless coils of lifeline 
attached. The guns fire a heavy spear, 
which carries the lifeline out to wrecks, 
helpless boats and drowning men. Twen- 
ty such lifelines could have been fired rn 
still over the burning tower. Every shot 
►f the gnu would have saved the lifo of 
i brave fireman. 

With the high buildings in the busi- 
ness center such apparatus would bo 
most valuable and could be carried on 
every liose cart. Individuals imprisoned 
in the tenth story, cut off from all es- 
cape, could be saved. A lance could lie 
shot into the window anil the rope made 
fast. Nothing would be easier. If the 
gun. tlie lance and the rope are good to 
save lives at sea, why not use fireproof 
ropes to save men from death by fire? — 
Chicago Globe. 


An lmllnn Own* tlio Town. 

Bonner’s Ferry is puzzled. The citizens 
don't know whether they are at home or 
on Indian land. Until a few days ago 
they were not worried about Indian 
claims, but at present these form a very 
lively topic for discussion. 

The trouble was started by tho an- 
nouncement thnt the government had 
allotted 10 tracts of land to the 10 heirs 
of old Dick Fry, the pioneer settler at 
the ferry, who married a squaw. The 10 
allotments aggregate 680 acres, and one 
tract of 40 acres, claimed by Arthur Fry, 
includes the originnl town site. This has 
been indifferently known as Fry’s post- 
office and Bonner’s Ferry. It includes the 
hotel, the post office, a number of stores 
and many residences. Altogether it is 
claimed to be the most valuuble part of 
the town site. 

The people of Bonner’s Ferry do not 
know what to do. Some of them think 
the title can be overthrown. Others are 
inclined to think the Indian’s title inde- 
fensible and attempt a compromise. The 
fact that if this title is sound ho will not 
be able to dispose of the land for a quar- 
ter of a century adds perplexity to the 
case, although attorneys say there may 
be ways to remove that difficulty. — Spo- 
kano Chronicle. 


Attack on Missionary Work. 

American missionaries have been in 
trouble of late in Turkey, China and 
Japan. The Japan Herald makes tiie 
bitter charge that the “native Christian 
pastors have no scruples ubont appropri- 
ating the property of other people,” and 
goes on to say that "it is well the chari- 
table. although misguided, enthusiasts in 
America and Europe who furnish tho 
funds for the support of missionaries in 
China and Japan should know what has 
occurred." The Mail goes into specifica- 
tions of its accusations of gross dishon- 
esty. 

As to the brutal assuult by Turks 
upon Miss Anna Melton, a Presbyterian 
missionary in Amadiu, the facts of which 
have been printed, tho Presbyterian 
board of foreign missions and the state 
department of the United States are ex- 
changing communications, but it is not 
unlikely that tho diplomatic abyss of 
Constantinople will bury the whole topic.

Spoiling tlie Ail ministration Building. 

The beauty of the Administration 
building rotunda is being marred slowly 
but surely. First came a guidebook 
stand; then cigar and tobacco showcases 
obtained a footing, and last, but not 
least, is tho •alleged model of the 
treasury building at Washington, which 
is being constructed of pine, bluo cheeso 
cloth and Columbian half dollars. 

The wooden base on which the coins 
aro being glued is extremely iuartistic 
itself, but the mail who mado it evident- 
ly failed to take into consideration the 
size of tlie half dollars, nml the coins are 
being cut into all sorts of shapes and de- 
faced in every conceivable manner to 
mako them tit and hide the lumber. 

There are 5140 windows in the thing, 
and each window represents at least five 
mutilated coins, entailing a loss of $1,- 
700. To make all the edges and corners 
of the porticoes, verandas and cornices 
straight will necessitate the spoiling of 
2,000 more coins. 

The whole thing, from the coarse iron 
fence to the tin window frames, is an 
eyesore, and none is quicker to recog- 
nize this fact than the visitors from the 
country, for whose delectation the thing 
is being built.— Chicago Tribune.

QUARTET OF MILK 1 1IIEYES. 


IMPORTANT CAPTURE MADE 11Y THE 
NEWTON POLICE. 

The Newton police captured four milk 
thieves oarly Tuesday morning. They 
drove through West Newton about 1.30 
o’clock and acted In such a suspicious 
mauuer that their movements were 
watched closely.

SHADY NOOK FARM. 


LAKE WINNF.PRBAUKKK. 

Newfleld, Mo., Aug. 2d. 

This part of tho country has experi- 
enced a drought during the summer, 
which has boon exceedingly severe, more 
so than for several years past. 

This was broken Borne ten days ago 
and siuce then rain has come in abun- 
dance. 

Now and then there would he a few 
hours of sunlight, but it would not last 
and the clouds would shut down again 
with more rain. 

I had planned taking a short trip to 
Lake Winnepesaukee, thence on by boat 
to Alton Bay, which is noted for the 
yearly camp meeting gatherings of tho 
Advent denomination. 

Having mado satisfactory arrange- 
ments I waited for a favorable day, and 
on Friday, the twenty-fifth, my patience 
wm rewarded. 

I found a clear, beautiful morning, 
the air pure aud bracing and the dust 
well laid from the recent rains. 

The railroad station is four and a half 
miles away and a stage runs daily with 
the mails aud for the accommodation of 
passangers. 

So having au early breakfast I was 
soon en route for the lake’ 

The stage driver who is an old hand at 
the business amused me with many 
stories and anecdotes of his long service 
in thisline duriugour drive to the sta- 
tion. 

Presently the raouutaiu train bouud 
for the Huh came along and getting on 
board I was soon at Wolfboro Junction 
where carB were changed for Wolfboro 
and the Mount Washington’s wharf. 

1 had au hour to wait here before the 
steamer’s arrival so amused myself by- 
walking about the town. 

This is the former home of Mr. Brew- 
ster, the well known Boston hanker, re- 
cently deceased. 

He set a good example and lasting 
memorial for himself by giving a suffi- 
cient sum for a handsome public build- 
ing and also bequeathed money to found 
the Brewster Academy. 

The ffi st buil ling of this now train- 
ing school’ a handsome one of brick, has 
l-eceutly been fiuished aud now others are 
planned by the board of trustees. 

The tuition is free and with a nominal 
price for hoard enaled many a poor hut 
ambitious student to continue in his oi- 
lier efforts for au education and better 
fit tbemselves for life’s work iu tho fu- 
ture. 

Near by is situated the Kingswood Inn, 
formerly the Pavilion which is the 
largest hotel in tho place. 

On my way hack I stopped here to 
make some inquiries and entered into 
conversation with the clerk who proved 
to be a college student. 

He, like many others, was working his 
way through college by his owu efforts 
ana had secured this pleassut as well as 
profitable position during the summer 
months. 

Thanking him for the information I 
continued ray walk to the wliaif where 
presently the steamer Mount Washing- 
ton came on its way to Alton Bay. 

Goiug on board I was greeted by Capt- 
Wiggin and invited up into the piiot 
house where a fine view of the lake aud 
shore was obtaiued. 

Before reaching the B iy I decided to 
continue on around the lake returning 
later iu the afternoon. 

Presently the wharf isreachod and we 
are off again tot the round trip. 

We pass by many pretty little wooded 
islands, while here and there a choice bit 
of landscape is seen to please the eye. 

Fine residences aud hotels are being 
built along the shore, which will probab- 
ly ho eutirely covered iu time. 

A stop is made at Wolfboro again and 
theu on to Long Islaud aud Center Har- 
bor. 

Near the lake, aud connected by a 
plank walk is the new and handsome 
Sou ter House, which was built some 
years ago, to replace the old ODe des 
troyed by fire. 

Other hotels and boarding houses are 
near by while hack on the hills over the 
line in Moredeth is the haudsome sum- 
mer rosideuce of It. H. Cloustou, K-q , 
well kuown iu the Garden City. 

This part of the country was at oue 
time the favorite resort of die poet, 
Whittier, and the Whittier Piue is oue ol 
the objects of interest to see. 

From here wo continue ou to Tlu* 
Weirs, uoted for its camp meetings, and 
other aunualSgatlierings, aud then are off 
on the return trip. The water is as 
smooth as gl iss, unruffled save by the 
passage of the steamer, while in the 
broadest parts, land is scurcely disceru- 
able. We are enjoying the beautiful 
passing pauoram i.wlieu at a certain point 
near Long Island, notice is given out 
that a view of the White Mountains can 
he had. 

This proves correct aud presently a 
magnificent view of Mount Washington 
and several peaks of the Presidential 
runge are seen, through a break iu the 
lulls, rising over und far hack of the low 
ledges of Mouut Paugus 

Before the summer heat aud iu the 
late autuinu, snow is seen on the higlicr 
peaks, wlii> h at these times glitter iu the 
sunlight. With all the handsome views 
during the summer the finest is iu the 
autuinu season after the foliage begins 
to change on the hill and inouutaiu s des 
and in the valleys. 

The firs, spruces aud other trees of a 
similar nature retain their green, while 
the rest change to red aud yellow, giviug 
variety to the landscape coloring. 

As we approach Alton Bay, aciowd 
can ho discerned on the wharf awaiting 
our arrival an i soon we are on terra 
tlrnia agaiu. 

The camp meeting grounds are situat- 
ed ou the side of u hill extending hack 
from the wharf and railroad station, 
which is the termiuus of the Boston Jic 
Maiu aud Lake Shore lines. 

This latter road lias opened up the 
southern side of the lake, which is be- 
coming rapidly built upon, the houses 
being of a neat hut inexpensive kind. 

Ou the opposite shore is the tine es- 
tate of ex Alderman Kelly of Boston, 
aud hisfrieud, Mr. Fittou. 

These two geulleuieu tiave beautified 
their summer home aud are tuakiug 
other improvements yearly. A tluc boat 
house has heeu built where a steam 
launch is kept, and u broad path leads 
up to the house ou the hill beyoutl. 

The steam launch is the popular boat 
here and several are owued by clubs aud 
private parlies. 

Sunday is the last day of tho meetiug 
aud I find the hotel aud boardiug houses 
well tilled with those couitug l«j tho cios- 
iug exercises. 1 aui able to secure a 
room in oue of the large woodeu build- 
ings or teuts, as they call them, ou the 
square. This is of rough construction, 
woodeu partitions between the rooms, 
uud furniture o insisting of u hanging 
table nailed to the wull, a few chairs aud 


bedstead. The toilet facilities are not 
of the best or most, expensive, consist- 
ing of a tin wash rm si n and w<ter 
pitcher on a wooden shelf in a corner. 
Them is a small looking gl tss and 
hiacket lamp on the wall, and these wHi 
the bed complete the furnishings of the 
room. 

The large square is surrounded bv 
prety little cottages, snd from lo re * x 
r ,end the numerous streets and path* of 
the grounds. 

A short, distance west from the square 
is the tabernacle where the 1 irge meet 
ingsarn held. and near the sneakers stand 
is tbo house of some friends. 

Here I am cordially greeted and invit- 
ed to rest on the phzza, tho shade of the 
grove being a pleasant contrast to the 
heat of the square beyond. 

People are githeriug for the evening 
meeting and soon the large space is 
filled with a sea of faces. 

The speaker’s stand also fills with the 
more prominent elders and clergy of 1 lie* 
denomination and at six o’clock the 
m etlng is opened by song. 

This is followed by several notices 
and then the speaker, who pr ives to he 
a lady, is announced. 

She gives a long hut powerful sermon, 
which rs listened to with interest by the 
vast throng under the trees. 

Before she finishes, the evening 
shad jws gather and the lamps are light- 
ed. 

The exercises close with the impres- 
sive service used to welcome a new 
worker to the ranks, and cousists of 
prayer, the words of welcome and the 
charge. Where I sic the rays from the 
lantern Rhine on the young minister’s 
stiong intellectual face, which has a look 
of power and determination to do good 
work in his chosen calling. The whole 
scene impresses one strongly from the 
eager faces of the audience to those 
gathered around the young man ou the 
stand. This tabernacle for the worship 
of God has nothing hut nature’s handi- 
work for its decoration. 

The earth is the fl »or, the blue heaven 
the roof and unmeasured space the 
boundaries. 

It is a fitting place for religious wor- 
ship with all these beautiful works of 
God’s hand and is a proof of the exist- 
ance of God. Tho meeting is concluded 
by a hymu of praise aud theu the audi- 
ence slowly disperses, some to tlieir 
homes, while others attend the various 
small prayer meetings held in the tents. 

A large number go down to see the 
last traiu come iu and then walk on to 
the store and post office for the evening 
mail. The hotel is near by where music 
aud singing is being enj iyed by an 
audience ou the piazza and steps. 

The hour is late, quiet reigns, an I the 
grouuds are deserted. Iu the moruiug 
we are awakened by the hurtle and busy 
life about the store aud cafe near by. 

Liter, breakfast is served iu a sort of 
a picnic go as you please, ^rst come, first 
served fashion. The food is placed on 
the table and each one helps himself. 

Spoons are pewter, knives aud forks 
steel, and uapktus are conspicuous by 
their ahseuce. For the price of twenty- 
five cents, however, it is all veiy good, 
and makes a pleasant chauge and variety 
from home customs. 

I took the fust boat back to Wolfboro 
where a stop of several hours was 
necessary. 

These were passed in walking about 
the town, and at the proper time I took 
the train back to Wolfboro Junction on 
to East Wakefield station aud home, 
having had an enj »yahle trip.

THE WORLD’S FAIR 

AH HKKN THROUGH A PAIR OF NEWTON 
SPECTACLES. 

The reader will readily see that it ia 
not very difficult to spin out the atory of 
the Fair to an almost interminable length. 
The trouble is not in finding something 
to say about it, but in knowing where to 
■top. 

The writer will try to make an end of 
hia story in thin number, 

Perhaps the most interesting way of 
closing up will be to tell of Rone of the 
incidental features of the Fair. First of 
all then there are the Bpecial ceremonies 
connected with particular days. 

Each state, each nation, and mauy so- 
cieties and organizations have days as- 
signed them, and ho there are great 
assemblies on those days of persons 
immediately interested. I had the plea- 
sure of being present on the Russian, 
the Bohemian, the Scotch, tbe Virginia 
and Louisiana days. There were pro- 
cessions, speeches, music, receptions 
aud fire works. 

People came from all over the country 
to show their interest in some organiza- 
tion, and to take part in the exercises. 

There are Masonic, Temperance, Odd 
Fellows, aud all kinds of days besides 
those above specified, so that the calen- 
dar of appointments is now so crowded 
that two or three or more have to take 
the same day. 

You will always find in tbe daily Co- 
lumbian a programme of the proposed 
exercises, but tbe trouble will be iu see- 
ing the processiou or attending tbe meet- 
ing. 

Tickets are required in some cases. 
On the Russian day all tickets having 
been distiibuted the writer got in among 
the singers and flourished as a Russian 
Tenor, 

Oue of the pleasant features of that 
occasion was the playing of a piano 
which had an attachment for prolonging 
the vibrations of the strings. Tbe effect 
was that of an organ with all the rich- 
ness of the string quality. An entirely 
uew instrument was played that day. 

It seemed to consist of octaves of 
bells, beautifully modulated with a soft 
far away toue. There have been bell 
attachments to cabinet orgaus, but never 
auy of a satisfactory sort. This new in- 
strument, ihe Olestlce, is a great advance 
upon any attempt to use small bells. 

Turniug to another of the incidental 
features of tbe Faii-it is worth mention- 
ing tbe iuterest you will find in the great 
variety of people. It is a little world iD 
which flit before you the representatives 
of well nigh all r lie nations of the earth. 
You will find Europeans, Asiatics and 
Africans, and all the other subdivisions 
of mankind. 

The Turk with his fez. the Chinaman 
with his long plaited hair, tbe sprightly 
little^Jap, the stunted Laplander, the 
swarthy Nubian, the stout Dutchman, 
the bearded Russiau and mauy others 
meet you in the course of the day. You 
are uot struck with the great diversity 
but with tbe poiuts which all have in 
common. 

Of course the differences are great be- 
tween tbe Dahomey contingent aud tbe 
learned scientists who meet in commit- 
tee, but wlieu all are together and on the 
streets you are not startled by the differ- 
ences which seem there to be mainly of 
costume aud complexion. Somehow you 
realize the brotherhood of mau and the 
poiuts of likt-i ess are mauy between even 
the extremes. 

A third incidental feature is the baud 
playing at different points ou the grounds, 
aud in some of the buildings. 

You will hear music at almost all times 
of the day, and it makes a delightful 
feature, this being able to rest aud listen 
to a good baud at the same time. 

You will find thousands people seated 
for half an hour or longer, then moving 
on ret resiled, indeed it is almost a 
merciful provision having music so plen- 
tifully, lor if there were not this induce- 
ment to rest some would uot stop at all 
I from morning until night. 

Of the quality of the music there may 
| be different opinions but it is hard not to 
! praise tiie general excellence of tbe four 
I we bad in August, Gilmores’, the Chica- 
j go, the Cincinnati, aud tiie Ohio State 
I Bands. The latter had more “go” to 
! it than the others, but was not so exeel- 
! leut. Ohio people were very proud of 
| their baud aud crowded the state build- 
i ing to bear tbeir performances. Oue 
odd foatme which the baud introduced 
j occasionally was to stop playing tbe iu 
•trumeuts aud to finish out the melody 
{ with their voices. It was very “fetching.” 

Thomas and his symphony orchestra 
were iu full swing the early part of the 
nn ntb, but somehow the people did uot 
| take to the classic music they rendered, 
i The admission price, 50 cents, was too 
| high aud the utteuuauoe was rather 
small. 

{ Oue of the finest musical effects was 
I the reuderiugof vocal music on the lagoon 
i one night by some siugeis iu a row boat. 
They were near the beautiful electrical 
fountains and sang exquisitely. It was so 
i line that the illumination and the music 
1 made it seem well nigh uneaithly. No 
| one who heard it can ever forget that 
August uight and the siugiug at the 
i fountains, 

I The exhibitions given by the crews of 
the Life S.tviiigs Station are well worthy 
! of notice. Among their other 
performance is that of turniug their boat 
upside down while in the water, and 
i hen righting it. It looks like a very 
dangerous feat, but they do it so deftly 
that yon teel sine they will all come up 
again although they a. e out of sight for 
awhile iu the wutet uuder the boat. 

Other exhibitions are given by them 
from time to time, aud there is a regular 
swimming school kept hy a teacher of 
tiie art near the Uouvent. You shudder 
as you see the leaps they t ike from great 
heights, hut they come up ull right agaiu 
aud paddle about as comlortably as the 
, ducks iu the lagoon. 

Oue of the features that uo oue will 
ever forget is the display of tire works at 
uight ulong the lake trout. It is a great 
| thing to see 25000 or more people sittiug 
I down quietly wuitiug the exhibition to 
begiu and then it is still more interesting 
to watch their surprise aud pleasure as 
j oue display succeeds auother aud us the 
whole lake frout glows with the noli 
colors. 

There is a structure iu the water some 
i 400 feet from the shore, from which the 
I fire works are set off aud heuoe there is 
j au uuiuterrupted view from the side 
' walks and beach. 

The “Ohs”, aud “Look theres” and 
i< 6m thnta ‘ grew into a groat chorus, to 
, wind up with a cheer «•! delight 1 .is some 


particularly fine effect ia produced by th® 
colored fires. 

But of course among the incidental 
feat urea of the Fair the Midway Plaia- 
ance looms up prominently. It is inter- 
esting indeed but really one may well 
ask whether it would not be better either 
to drop it out altogether or to refine 
some of its objection -hie features and 
to make it part of the Fair itself. As it 
is now, it ii of the Fair and not of it, and 
there are many thing-4 which are hardly 
to be tolerated, as for example certain 
exhibit* of immodest dancing which the 
authorities have been trying to suppress, 
and the circns-like antics wnicb go on 
all day lay in a few of the exhibitions. 

While there is much of valne in the 
Midway fhere is a great deal that seems 
cheap and unworthy of so great an occa- 
sion as it the World’s Fair. However it 
helps to bring in money and that is what 
the managers yearn for v®ry earnestly. 
Their yearning for cash led them to the 
unlawful Sunday work with its disas- 
trous issue. 

Of course they feel tbe pressiig debt 
and want to come out square if auen a 
thing is possible; but they would have 
been nearer tbe mark if they had had 
verv little of tbe “Midway,” and if they 
bad considered more carefully tbe strong 
sentiment of the American people ia 
favor of keeping the Lord’s Day. 

Nothing that could have been done 
has so vindicated tbe day as the result of 
this attempt to keep the Fair open. 
Men may differ as to how Sunday is to 
be kept, but it has been conclusively 
shown that American people will not let 
the day be ignored. 

One may well stop and ask, “Wbat are 
likely to be some of the results of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition?” 

I venture to suggest the following 
answeis: 1st. The Discovery of America 
has been suitably commemorated and 
tbe achievements of Columbus fitly com- 
memorated. 2nd. The marvellous 
growth of our country his been exhibit- 
ed, especially in being able to bold this 
Fair in a city of a million people, not 
much more than 50 years settled. 3d. 
The progress of the mechanic arts 
especially in the application of electrici- 
ty, have been shown, and men have been 
able to see the great advance steadily 
made since the Exhibition of 1876* 
There are to day more and better 
machines, a greater variety of fabrics, 
and a wider out look for the mechanic 
arts than ever before. 

4tb. The Fair has furnished a most 
delightful source of recreation to mil- 
lions of people. It is tbe greatest 
gathering ever knowu in the world, and 
has added to the happiness of a myriad 
of all sorts and conditions. 

5th. Beneath everything else it surely 
must be regarded as another step in 
bringing about that happy condition of 
peace and fraternity which is to exist 
among all men as the principles and ex- 
ample of the great Brother of Mankind 
become known among the nations. 

A TERRIBLE DEATH. 


RICHARD RATES KILLED IN* THE STREET 
BY A TELEPHONE WIRE. 

A telephone wire heavily charged with 
electricity, which had been torn from a 
pole ou Pearl street, last night, by the 
force of the wind during the heavy fall of 
rain, was the cause of a fatal accident. 
It hung down across the head of Emer- 
son street, almost on tbe line where it is 
crossed by Pearl street, nearly reach. ug 
to the sidewalk. 

Richard Bates, who resided on Pearl 
street, was on his way home about 8.*0 
o’clock and came in contact with a droop- 
ing wire. It is suppvised that it fust 
struck bis face, because of a deep bura 
extending down over tbe forehead and 
face nearly to the chin. The shock from 
the electricity, it is thought, caused 
Bates to grab tde wire with bis hands, 
probably with tbe purpose of pulling it 
away from hi* bead. The palms of both 
hands were badly burned. He was also 
tbrown to tbe grouud aud acioss tbe 
wire. 

Tbe mau’s agouiziug cries for help at- 
tracted the attention first of Mrs. J. R. 
McLaughlin. who resides on Pear 
street, nearly opposite the spot where 
Bates fell. 61 k- immediately rushed out 
of the house and went to the man’s as- 
sistance, making an eff itt to puli the 
wire away with au umbrella. ‘She re- 
ceived a very severe shock and was obliged 
to give up the attempt. 

Her husband, Dr. J. R. M. Liughliu, 
arrived upon the scene soon after his 
wife. He ran to the place from ins office 
ou Emerson stuet. Mrs. McLaughlin 
called out to him, cautiouing him iu re- 
gard to the wire, aud he weut back to 
his office again, leturuiug iu a moment 
with a lantern aud a pair of rubber 
; mittens. 

The uufortunate roan, who was beiug 
slowly electrocuted, begged the doctor to 
cut tiie wire. He put ou the mittens aud 
tiled to pull the wire away. At first he 
experienced t slight shock in his feet, 
aud a moment later was lifted from bis 
feet and tbrowu to tbe ground. 

As soon as he recovered, Dr. Me Laugh- 
liu telephoned for the police. Officers 
! Burke aud Taffe responded at ouce. The 
r<mner officer, with the assistance of A. 
R. t’arley, succeeded iu pulling the wire 
away. It was afterwards cut by a liue- 
| mau. 

It was too late. Bates was dead; there 
! was not the slightest trace of auy pulsa- 
tion of the heart. 

! The body was taken to bis home and 
the news broken to bis family. His 
widow was completely prostrated. 

Deceased had resided iu Newton for ol 
years. He was born in Durley, Derby- 
shire, Eug.. and was 58 years of age. 
For the past eight years he had been iu 
the employ of Joseph Bacon, filling the 
position of janitor of the Eliot block. A 
w dow aud four daughters survive him. 

The streets iu the vicinity of the scene 
of the sad fatality ate uot very well 
lighted. There is a gas lamp near the 
juuctiou of Pearl aud Emerson streets, 
but its rays are partially abut off by tbe 
heavy foliace of the trees. Citizens of 

the neighborhood petitioned last spring 
j for au electric light, aud the poles for the 
> necessary wires were ouly receutly placed 
j in position. 

Two girl9 passed passed a few muiutce 
before and saw the wire Oue started to 
pick it up. but a llurry of raiu came aud 
| she left it. 

Tbe matter was investigated this inoru- 
I ing aud it was fouud that the telephone 
wire was crossed at the Bleaehery, 
Waltham, with au aro light wire of the 
Waltham electrio light compauy, which 
brought the deadly curreut to Xewtou. 

The funeral will be held Suuuav after- 
I uoou at 2 o’clock, at his late residence.

A STORM AT SEA— FROM LAND.

A special meeting of tho school board 
was cftlled for Wednesday evening to 
arrange necessary matters boforo the 
opening of tho schools next week. The 
mayor presided over the meeting, and 
nst a quorum were present, incln • 
Messrs. Hollis, Ward, Mason, Smith, 
Ober, Bond, Hale and Mrs. Martin. 

A communication from tho city coun- 
cil informed the board of the addition to 
the school appropriation of the dog tax, 
amounting to $2045.18. 

Tho following resignations wore re- 
ceived and accepted: Leila A. Denol, of 
the Hyde school: Nora Taft, as assistant 
at the Pierce school; Ella M. Horsey, as 
assistant at the Eliot school. Nomina- 
tions of teachers wero continued as fol- 
lows: Julie E. Young ns kindergarten 
teacher in the Hamilton school at a 
salary of $500 per annum; Sybilla A, 
Pfafftnan, as assistant in the High school, 
at a salary of $900; Marv W. Holden, as 
assistant in the Hyde school, at a salary 
of $020; Lucy M. Morrill, as assistant at 
tho Prospoct school, at a salary of $020; 
Lillie A. Cobb, ns teacher of kindergar- 
ten at the Franklin school, at a salary of 
$500; Minnie A. Nickerson, ns teacher of 
kindergarten at the Underwood school, 
at a salary of $500. 

Mr. J. Edvard Ilollis presented the 
resignation of Mr. George O. Edwards, 
master of the Eliot school, which was 
siccepted without remark, notwithstand- 
ing the hopo expressed by a large num- 
ber of residents of the Nonnntum dis- 
trict that his services would be retained. 

EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The report of the superintendent dealt 
mainly wPh the question of evening 
schools. Evening school instruction of 
two varieties was required in cities of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants. Ouo of 
these must bo for the study of arithme- 
tic, geography, grammar and kindred 
studies, and the other was for industrial 
and mechanical drawings. Th- Pros- 
pect and Jackson schools wore used for 
these schools Inst year and three teach- 
ers had to be employed, but the success 
of the schools might be increased by the 
employment of better rooms, furniture 
aud material for study. It was a mis 
taken idea with many that an evening 
school could be successfully conducted 
with poor accommodations aud second 
hand books, when the opposite was the 
fact. He believed better results could 
be obtained by establishing one of the 
schools in the old Claflin building at 
Newtonville, and changing that in the 
Nonantum district to the Eliot school 
building. By this chauge tho city would 
receive a more adequate return for the 
appropriation made each year. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. Bond made Ins regular report for 
the committee on finance, which was ac- 
cepted. 

An order was passed appropriating the 
sum of $10,701 40, for department ex- 
penses during the mouths of July and 
August. 

An order changing the evening schools 
from the Prospect and Jackson buildings 
to the ClaHin and Eliot buildings was 
passed. 

THE WADE SCHOOL. 

Mr. Hale presented a petition signed 
by J ihu A. Gould, George Pettee, Otis 
I’ettee and upwards of fifty promiueut 
citizens of Newton Upper Falls, request- 
ing that the name of the preseut Pr»s- 
pect school be changed to the Wade 
school in honor of its first master, the 
late Hon. Levi C. Wade. 

The petition was r> ceived and a hear- 
ing ordered for Weduesiay evening, 
Sept. 27. at 8 o’clock. 

The board then adj turned.

THE COACHING PARADE. 

Newfleld, Me., Aug. 21, ’03. 

“Red aud White, Red and White, 
we’re from Shady Nook, wt-’re all right.” 
This call has been given many times to- 
day in answer to others while a final one 
was given ou the piazza of Shady Nook 
cote in the evening, awaking tho echoes 
among the dark hills aud valleys sur- 
rounding us. 

A largo yellow poster had been Been 
around of late in the stores, depot aud 
on the trees announcing that the Eist 
Side Coaching Parade would bo held at 
North Conway on Thursday the thirty 
first of August. 

Special excursion trains would be run, 
so the poster read, from all directions, 
with tickets at reduced rates. 

This was talked over at the farm aud 
we decided to make up a party to take 
iu this annual show. 

The morning was clear and cool, just 
the day for this kind of an outing, so 
having an early breakfast, we were of! in 
ample season for the traiu. 

Our party consisted of twelve ladies, 
another gentlemau and myself, we boing 
iu the minoiity aud fully realizing the 
responsibility resting on our shoulders. 
jWe started for the depot with three 
teams, and as we rode along others 
joined us from the cross roads. 

Some one remarked that here was a 
parade of our own aud that if we had 
time it would be well to keep ou to 
North Conway. 

This with mauy other jokes made the 
ride seem short until presently the depot 
was reached in ample time for the train. 

There was quite a crowd gathered on 
the platform and as we drove up I saw 
amoug them some friends from the 
town. I was greeted with a pleasant 
good morning by our minister and his 
wife, the former and myself having be- 
come good friends over the chess board. 

He wished to know if I wanted to get 
beaten some evening soon aud 1 replied 
that I would be ready to defeat him any 
time that suited his convenience. 

This rivalry of words created a laugh 
aud as a traiu is heard approaching, we 
all start for the front platform. 

This proves to be a false al irm as it 
is the express from Wolf boro Junction, 
hut soon another is seen, which stop* 
and gettiug on board we are off again 
toward our destination, 

The train which consists of ten or a 
dozen cars moves slowly stopping at each 
station for its load of passengers, until 
m the arrival at North Conway, it is 
packed with people. 

1 get out with the rest of our party, 
hut soon leave them aud walk ou to the 
Ivearsarge House. 

This is the largest hotel in the place, 
and accomodates some threo hundred 
guests. 

Following the plank walk which leads 
from the depot to the hotel, 1 enter the 
large, roomy office. 

Off this is the parlor, dining room and 
private office. 

Here Mr. Ricker, the proprietor, greets 
me pleasantly and while we are talking, 
i frieud comes up, who iuviteB me to 
dine with him after the parade. 

We go out on the fiont piazzi aud join 
the crowd, which is packed in so tight as 
to make it hard work gettiug through to 
the other side. 

The hotel sets a little back from the 
street and is connected by a circular 
drive- way. 

To the left of the entrance is the 
judge’s stand, and a little beyond, the 
leporters, wheie I see the familiar face 
of <*ur old frieud aud former towns-mau, 
Mr. II. M. Burt, who is getting material 
for his paper, “Among the Clouds,” 
printed on top of Mouut Washington 
during the summer. 

His son is also there with his family, 
on their way home from tho World’s 
Fair, and later I see Miss Beecher of 
Newlouville iu the judge’s stand, aud 
have a pleasaut dial with her. 

The day could not iiave bseu better, if 
m ide to order, the sky an intense blue 
with here and there a few fleecy clouds, 
the air cool aud bracing and the roads 
iu the best condition after the recent 
rains. 

North Conway is a pretty pluce with 
its line views aud rides. 

From the piazzis of the Kearsarge, iu 
tlie immediate vicinity, can be seen 
Kearsarge, Moat, Middle, aud many 
other small mountains, while iu the dis- 
tance against the horizon looms up 
maj stic Washington and the other 
mountains of die presidential range. 

Todiythe house ou the summit can 
be readily seen with the uuked eye, 
while with a glass oue cau make out its 
size aud shape. 

There is also a bouse on Mount Kear- 
surge bu.lt to replace a former one 
blown d >Aii some years ago. 

The drives are numerous aud very 
pleasant, the most important being to 
Intervale, Jackson, Conway, Dianas’ 
Bath, Artists Falls, White Iimse Ledges, 
Cathedral R jck, Devil’s Deu and Echo 
Like. 

1 here are two railroad lines, the Bos- 
ton A Main, and Maine Central making 
the town easy of access to the traveller. 

The tuv\n looks gay today with its 
hotels and boarding liou es decorated 
witli colored bunting aud Hags. 

There is a big crowd ou the hotel 
piazza, steps, aud on the lawn and side 
walk beyond, while hawkers are uuiner- 
ous, and boys selling enudy aud peanuts. 

From where 1 stand 1 have a fine view 
of the main street for some distance each 
wav beyoud the hotel. 

Thu parade is uearly an hour late, but 
at last it comes iu sight up the road, aud 
turning into the drive -way goes slowly 
past the hotel. Mis. Maui an, Well- 
known to theatre as Mrs. Harry Blood- 
good, who owns a fiue place near here, 
announces each coach aud team as they 
pass, from her place ou hoiseback under 
the judge’s stand. 

1 will mention only the principal turn- 
outs as the daily papers have a full ac- 


count of the whole parado. Tho differ- 
ent teams and coaches ah they pass in 
order, were ns follow*. First came 
General Wentworth of Wentworth Ilnll, 
Jackson, the mnrshnll of the day, fol- 
lowed by lady and gentleman aids and a 
band. 

Tlion the Intervale coach, undooorat- 
ed, the Indies dressed in white with 
white sunshades, the Sunset Pavilion 
coach, whtoh was one mass of gold and 
red poppies from the wheels to the foot 
bonrd and rails, the IndioH dressed in 
pale blue. 

Tlio next was the Ridge tally ho, 
draped in the American flag and the 
house colors, tho ladies costumes being 
of the Continental style. 

The Wentworth Hall coach was /os- 
toonod with red and whito roses caught 
up here and tlioro with red ribbon bows, 
ladies in white with red roses. 

This was followed by the Bellovuc 
coach undecorated, and a band of hoys, 
who gave excellent music. Tho Nortli 
Conway coach was decorated in pink 
and whito, the ladies dresses being of 
thosune colors. Tho Kearsarge Tally- 
ho was in the Louis XIV stylo, with 
costumed footman, the McMillan coach, 
white and yellow, and tho Maplewood 
Cottage coach, silver with pink chrysan- 
themums, yellow ribbon and pink 
rosettes. 

The Fabyan House coach was resplen- 
dent in green and gold whilo the top was 
filled with gayly dressed children. 

But these l have mentioned are only a 
fow of tho many artistically adorned, 
which completed the gay procession. 

Two or three small village carts decor- 
ated and driven by children, were cute 
and pretty, aud helped to fill up the line. 
From hero tho parade wont on through 
tho town to . Intervale and back by the 
way of Kearsarge village. 

We had to wait over an hour for their 
return when they would pass the stand 
again anti those eutitlod to prizes would 
receive them. 

During this time my friend and I had 
our dinner, which was an excellent one 
as it well might be for tho price of one 
dollar and a half per plato to thoso stop 
piug at the hotel for the day only. 

Afterward I met some aquaintnneos, 
who wero there either for tho summer or 
the day, and was much amused by 
several characters. One in particular 
was a typical representative of the wes- 
tern Yankee, who had made his pile in 
the mines, or by the rise of price in 
western real estate. 

Ho was dressed well in black broad- 
cloth. white vest aud ueektie nnd black 
slouch hat, but this did not quite elimi- 
nate the roughness of face, seamed and 
wrinkled by the former years of hard- 
ship and toil. 

His hair and whiskers, the latter worn 
in the Yaukee Doodle style, were light 
in color and slightly grey, his whole ap- 
pearauce reminding one of such charac- 
ters as Crane in the Senator, and Ray- 
mond iu the Almighty Dollar. I was 
fortunate enough to get a place on the 
stand when the parade returned and- 
drove by the hotel again. 

Hon. John B. Nash of Couwny award 
ed the prizes, after miking a short 
speech, to each team or coach as they 
passed. 

The prizes were handsome banners of 
silk aud gold, and the principal ones 
were awarded to the Intervale, Kear 
surge, Bellevue, Fabyan and Maplewood 
coiches. Besides these a few smaller 
prizes of whips, horns and umbrella aud 
cane baskets were given. 

Two pictures weie the piizes for the 
best decorated houses and were award- 
ed to the Clarendon aud Centro Villa, 
both near the Kearsarge House. 

After this the crowd dispersed, some 
to see the game of base ball between the 
Weutwortli Hall and Intervale teams 
while others drove around town or took 
tho early trains home. As our train did 
not go uutil five I went down to call on 
8am Thompson, well kuowu as the form- 
er proprietor of the Kearsarge. 

On the way 1 met his father, a mau of 
eighty-live, but bale and hearty. 

He built up the Kearsarge from a 
small country tavern of years ago, be- 
fore this regiou became popular, to its 
present size. His son, Sam, after leav- 
ing the Kearsarge was manager of the 
Pemberton at HuM, for some years, and 
is now the proprietor of the Elms where 
ho is meeting with good success. 

He was iu front of the house holding 
his saddle horse, which had been iu tho 
parade aud was mad clean through as 
his mau had gone off witn his best girl 
and taken the key of the stable with 
him. 

When I left. Brother Thompson was 
still holding the horse, but I hope be 
was soon relieved by the appearance of 
the much desired hired mau. 

I went down to see the ball game for a 
short time, and then returned to the 
station. On the way I passed numerous 
booths where lunch aud drinks were 
served to the crowd not caring to pat- 
ronize tho hotels. 

I noticed a very pretty rustic building 
on the main street, which had been 
erected for the sale of coufectiouery and 
fancy articles. 

It was built o logs with the bark still 
on, while pieces of bark wero nailed ou 
roof, steps aud doors. 

Saon we were on the traiu again, and 
arriving at East Wakefield, took our 
teams from the stable, where they had 
been kept, and were off for home. 

The roads were daik but we arrived 
safely in time for a late supper, aud witli 
the satisfied feeling that as, ‘We’ro from 
Shady Nook, we’re all right. 

We were a tired, happy crowd, but 
voted the day’s outing a grand success.

THE REPRESENTATIVES. 


There is ono question in the coming 
election in which Newton is vitally in- 
terested this year, and that is the ques- 
tion of tho choice of representatives to 
the General Court. The conyeution has 
been called for October 6th, and It is 
time that candidates were being dis- 
cussed. 

The representatives the past year were 
Messrs. Chester and Estabrooke, tbe 
former haviug served three years aud 
the latter one year. As it has not been 
the custom here to give a representative 
more than three years, probably a new 
man will be chosen in Mr. Chester’s 
place, although he has made an excellent 
official, and served with great credit to 
himself and to tbe city. 

We hear rumors that there is to be 
opposition to Mr. Estabrooke from some 
of the corporations which he antagon- 
ized, in the interest of the people, but in 
such a city as Newton, such oppositiou 
ought not to count for much. Mr. Esta- 
brooke has been an unusually active 
representative, and has shown great 
interest in all the legislation that threat- 
ened in any way to affec: Newton. He 
had independence enough to take a de- 
cided stand whenever it was necessary to 
do so, and his searching questions were 
very annoying to the promoters of 
various schemes, which were being 
pushed through quietly. 

Oa all questions iu which the city was 
specially interested, he sought to cairy 
out the wishes of the rn.tj >rity, aud his 
efforts were generally crowued with suc- 
cess. There should be no doubt of his 
reaomiuatiou, as he is just the kind of a 
mm Newton needs at the State House. 
With all sorts of corporations seeking 
for favors, tbe people ueed men who are 
shrewd enough to see what the purposes 
are, aud also who are not afraid to stand 
up aud fight for the rights of tbe people. 
There ought to be 'a more c ireful 
scrutiny of candidates for positions of 
this kiud, and men should be chosen, not 
because they want the honor, but be- 
cause they cm bu of some use to the 
people aud to the state. 


THE CAUCUSES. 


The Republican caucuses are called to 
meet on Thursday evening, Sept. 21st, at 
tbe usual places to choose delegates to 
the State, Councillor, Senatorial, County 
and Representative conventions. 

The date has been placed unusually 
late, this year, so that all the voters will 
have a eh nice to return from then vaca- 
tions, aud the announcement so long iu 
advauce ought to call out an uuusualiy 
large attendance. 

The new rule gives Newton au iu. 
creased representation iu the various 
conventions, each ward being entitled to 
one delegate at large, and additional 
delegates as follows: Ward One, two; 
Ward Two, three; Ward Three, three; 
Ward Four, two; Ward Five, three; Ward 
Six, three, and Ward Seven, three. 

For the state convention (here promises 
to be quite a contest between the friends 
of Mr. Pillsbury, and the frieuds of Mr. 
Greeuhalge, and some of the waitiu are 
already coufi iently claimed for one or 
the other. Mr. Hurt’s irieuds, if he has 
any in Newton, are so far keeping very 
quiet, if the attendance is aa slim as is 
usu illy the case, a dozen men could 
carry any ward for auy candidate, and it 
is surprising that a belter organized 
effort is not made by the friends of a 
candidate, as a little quiet work would 
be all that is needed to decide tbe matter, 
but perhaps the voters will adopt that 
long talked of reform this year, aud all 
attend the caucuses. 

For the councillor convention, the 
delegates will all he for the reuoiniua- 
tiou of Hou. J. R. Leesou, who has 
served so creditably the past year, aud 
who has abundantly earned the honor of 
a unauiiuoiih reuomiuatiou. For the 
senatorial convention, Newton is not 
particularly interested this year, ami the 
present incumbent will doubleis be le- 
noraiuated. 


The American liar Association has 
been considering the question of taxing 
inheritances, ami Justice Blown look 
rather surprising ground iu his address, 
by advocating that no one should bo 
allowed by law to devise more than oue 
million to a single individual. As a re- 
sult of tbe address the association passed 
this resolution : 

That the committee ou jurisprudence 
and law reform be diieoted to consider 
and report at the. nuxt session what 


legislation, if any, is desirable and 
feasible t inching the limitation of the 
power of transmitting property by de- 
vise or gift, and the imposition of a 
graduated tax upon inheritances for 
oduontional and kindred purposes, and 
to lighten the burdens of taxation upon 
the poorer clasaeR. 


The vacation Reason has now piaotical. 
ly ended for the majority of people, and 
all tho week, Newtonians have been 
coming homo iu crowds. The Boston 
trains are again resuming their crowded 
condition at certain hours of tho day, 
aud old habits resumo their sway. Tho 
stay-at-homos have had a very comfort- 
able summer, aud the travellers all soem 
rcj uced to get back again to comfortnble 
quarters and city conveniences.

H. Cary of Lynn is the nominee 
for Governor of the Peoplo’s party. The 
other candidates are for Lieutenaut- 
Governor, Joseph K. Harris of Haverhill; 
for secretary of state, Isaac W. Skinner 
of Waltham; for treasurer aud receiver- 
general, Thomas A. Watson of Braintree; 
for auditor, Maurice W. Landers of 
Pittsfield : for attoruey-gener&l, Conrad 
Reno of Boston. 


The railroads couteriug at Newtonville 
have this week adopted a transfer chock 
system, the checks costing soveu cents. 
This change will be appreciated by the 
patrons of the cars and shows that the 
management of the roads is trying to 
meet the wishes of the public.

Police on the Wheel. 

Tho proi>osal to mount a part of the 
park police on bicycles is timely though 
tardy. Already tho world’s armies have 
organize dthoir bicycle service, and it 
can hardly be contended that thin mode 
of locomotion iR more appropriate there 
than in tho police service or likely to be 
so useful. In tho event of the wheel’s 
adoption by tho police authority the 
public may assume that the men will lie 
required to sit it properly. They will 
not offend tho eyo by contributing to 
tho monkey on a gridiron exhibition. 
In fact, their martial appearance could 
be expected to contribute by its example 
to diminish that depressing practice. 
It is certain that the seat of the mounted 
police 1ms stimulated perception of tho 
ridiculous in equestrians bobbing from 
the snddlo like cockney tailors out for a 
holiday. 

The extension of the use of the wheel 
is among the interesting phenomena of 
the day. The French postal service lia& 
adopted it extensively in rural service 
Even tho stolid Briton lias jiroposod the 
reform. In England, however, the mag- 
nitude of the mail offers some difficul- 
ties. Its growing extension in tho col- 
onies is marked. The export of bicycles 
now cuts a respectablo figuro in board 
of trade returns. During tho past year 
the value lias nearly doubled.— New 
York Evening Snn. 


Exiled Socialists In Siberia. 

A number of socialist exiles have been 
located at Chita, Siberia. Our corre- 
spondent tells us that, though not allowed 
to leave the city, they move about freely 
enough within it and in various kinds of 
skilled handicraft are earning their own 
livelihood. They are in this way quite 
an acquisition to the neighborhood. If 
you have a scientific instrument to be re- 
paired or any work to be done in which 
delicate manipulation and special inge- 
nuity are essential, you must send for ono 
of the socialists. 

They bear an excellent character, and 
the superintendent of police in Chita 
says, “If all the people in this province 
\vere socialists, there would be nothing 
for us to do.” Alas for this province, a 
large proportion of its people are of a 
very different type! What Van Dieman’s 
land and Botany bay were to Euglani 
half a century ago the Transbaikalia is 
to Russia now — a cesspool for its criu \ 
Capital punishment is comparatively 
rare in Russia, and villains who would 
without doubt receive the death sentence 
in England or be lynched without judge 
or jury in some parts of the United 
States are iu this country condemned to 
life banishment in Transbaikalia.— Lon- 
don News. 


The Chicago Fair’s Had Management. 

Either the blood sucking parasites at 
the fair must be dispensed with, the dead- 
head leak stopped and expenses cut down, 
or there must be a default on the bonds 
which the corporation owes. The direct- 
ors have outstanding five millions of 
bonds and floating debt, and they have 
not yet a dollar to apply on the bond 
payment. They have not yet paid the 
floating debt by perhaps a million, and 
from present appearances will not until 
late in August. 

The fair is costing $000,000 a month for 
operating expenses. The army of dead- 
heads who enter its gates is steadily in- 
creasing. Friday more than one-third of 
those iu attendance went in on passes. 
The deadheads ought to be cut down at 
least one-lmlf. At least half of the police 
force at the fair ought to be mustered 
out and taken off the payrolls. The ex- 
penses of operating the fair ought not to 
be over $;JUU,UU0 per month at the very 
outside. Tim directors must face the 
music. — Chicago Tribune. 


Offer to Flout the Victoria. 

Signor Balsumello, the inventor of the 
Balia Nautica, tho submarine vessel with 
which several successful experiments 
were performed lately at Civita Vecchia 
iu the presence of a commission appoint- 
ed by the Italian government, declares 
that by tho aid of his invention he can 
float her majesty’s ship Victoria at $ 
cost of less than £40,000. He saj’s that 
with the Balia Nautica he can make ar- 
rangements for raising weights far ex- 
ceeding that of the sunken ironclad. The 
preparations and placing of grapnels and 
chains around the Victoria would take a 
month and would be performed by the 
crew of the submarine ship, which lias 
already descended to and been maneu- 
vered successfully at depths beyond that 
in which tho Victoria lies. The bring- 
ing of tho ship to tlie surface would take 
two duys.— St. James Gazette. 

Singular Case of Insanity. 

Professor Alfonso Carpentieri, the 
famous gynecologist of tho University 
of Naples, became suddenly insane a' 
few days ago.

; CLIMATE AND CROPS. 

j HOW THE FOOD SUPPLIES OF THE 
EARTH ARE REGULATED. 

— 

, A grim I turn In tlir Hauls of All NiiltnUtonca 
but Yet tlie Mint Thickly Nettled Spoil 
Are Not by Any Mean* I be Mont Fertile 
ilRvn'n FopulMl Ion. 

) How much room is there still on th« 
earth for mankind? This is u question 
which is often raised and which is an 
swered in a great many different ways. 
As nil food is either directly or indirect 
ly derived from the vegetable kingdom, 
nnd the plants need the light and th« 
bent of the sun, the question ns to bow 
tho light and lieut are distributed is at 
important one. If we assume (which ii 
true) that only 00 per cent of the heat ol 
tho sun readies the earth, the remainder 
| being absorbed by the utmosphere, then 
latitudes 20 degrees north and south will 
|toceive 92 per cent; 40 degrees north aud 
south, 08 per cent; 00 degrees north and 
south, 40 per cent, nnd the poles only 11 
I per cent of the heat received at tho equa- 
tor. Therefore the countries which on 
account of the amount of heat received 
aro in the most favorable circumstance! 
to produce a great amount of vegetable 
food lie in t he tropics, provided the 
other condition of plant life is found— 
that is, dampness. 

In Europe (ample were particularly 
impressed with the information commu- 
nicated by Humboldt, on his return 
from his American journey, concerning 
the great amount.of food furnished by 
the banana in tropical countries. It was 
'later proved, however, that the distin- 
iguished naturalist was mistaken, first, 
| in uscribing so high a state of productive- 
ness to tho banana, and, second, because 
the banana is not generally suitable to 
be used as the principal food for man. 
As the grains are cultivated wherever 
agriculture is advanced, in the dump 
parts of south aud east Asia we find 
rice, in the dry parts of India and the 
greater part of tropical Africa, millet 
and sago, and in tropical America, prin- 
cipally corn. 

The banana is even less fitted to fur* 

, nish the staple food than the potuto. Aj 
an accessory, however, like the potato in 
[the wealthy countries of Europe and 
North America, it is very important. As 
. a dense population is only possible whers 
there is a certain amount of cultivation, 
we must keep in mind the experience of 
many thousand years and accept tin! 
.grains as the base of nourishment. 

’ The Little Antilles and Mascarene is- 
lands are of intense fertility and export 
u great deal of sugar and import not 
only industrial products, but a good deal 
of foodstuff. The ground, therefore, 
idoes not directly nourish the population, 
j Several parts of India export foodstuffs, 
laud there is no trustworthy information 
us to the interior commerce in these 
j products. Tonquin has too lately been 
i annexed to France to obtain trustworthy 
statistics. Java, with Madura, is alone 
I suited to our statistical necessities. 

This country is sufficiently large, it 
furnishes good statistics of agriculture 
and commerce, and the imports and ex- 
ports are carefully registered. The pop- 
ulation is about as dense as in Belgium 
I and Saxony, but life is supported under 
very different circumstances. Saxony 
land Belgium import foodstuffs and ex- 
port mineral and manufactured prod- 
ucts. Java imi>ort.s a very small amount 
of rice and salt fish aud exports muuy 
more agricultural products. It not only 
supplies its own people with food, but 
.finds it possible to buy mineral and 
manufactured products. It might be 
supposed that this immense population 
would be divided in a certain proportion 
ou the islnnd, and either that its increase 
would be small, as in France and Bel- 
gium, or else there would be a large 
emigration, us from Greut Britain oi 
I Germany. 

Neither case is true. Emigration is 
scarcely known. The population in- 
j creases at the rate of 1 per cent a year, 

• and its distribution varies so greatly 
I that in the eastern portion there are 
I fewer people than in the swampy prov- 
ince of Minsk, in Russia, aud iu the 
central part there are almost twice as 
, many people as in Belgium and Saxony, 
and yet 80 per cent of the population in 
this part of the island live by agricul- 
j ture. Rice is the staple, and the statistics 
[give 238 kilograms to each inhabitant. 
Only about 15 jier cent of the surface of 
the island is devoted to the culture of 
rice. This is still in a very primitive 
state, but the government has taken it 
up, and the production will be greatly 
. increased. Java is a mountainous coun- 
I try, but these mountains are not high, 
and the rainfall is great, and rice can be 
j cultivated ou 30 per cent of the surface 
for the first crop and 10 per cent for the 
second. We have therefore a i>ossibie 
extension of the cultivation of rice to 
5,200,000 hectares. An average crop to 
this amount of acreage would support 
1 9,000,000 people. 

I The surface of Java could be divided 
in this manner: Thirty per cent of the 
water surface would produce rice, vege- 
tables, breadfruit and agricultural ex- 
ports. Fifteen jier cent, not watered, 
i would produce breadfruit and agricul- 
tural ex])orts; eight per cent, not water- 

I ed, coffee and tea plantations; two per 
cent, watered, sugar cane. There would 
then be left 45 per ceut for forests, gar- 
i dens, meadows, waters, roads aud dwell* 
iugs. The people of Java need not then 
be condemned to live ou rice aloue. 
iFruits are very iuqiortant and necessary 
|for health, and in Java alone are found 
100 different kinds. Cattle can be easily 
(raised, ami the superabundant numbers 
of water plunts, insects aud worms that 
are found in tropical countries furnish 
Juu easy means of feediug fish uud fowls. 
i\Vo find therefore that iu this country 
*800 men could find support ou ouesquars 
kilometer, or more than four times as 
many people as are now there.— Also 
•under Wolikof in Uroclau l)eutsch% 
Revue.

Repressing Chattel Mortgage Shark*. 

Sorno Boston business men havo re- 
cently completed a five years’ experi- 
ment of interest to every largo city’. 
They united to suppress tho chattel 
mortgage sharks. They formed a com 
pany or association to loan money to tho 
classes who usually fall victims to the 
sharks. At the time tho business men 
entered the field these lenders we"e 
charging the borrowers on chattel mort- 
gages from 3 to 10 per cent per month. 
The association adopted a uniform rate 
of 1 per cent per month. It required 
that with every payment of interest the 
borrower must make a small payment — 
about 5 per cent — on tho principal. 

.Since it has been doing business the 
association has loaned over $500,000 ou 
chattel mortgages. Fourteen hundred 
and ninety borrowers have been accom- 
modated. Loans havo been repaid very 
fast, averaging about 18 months. Tho 
usual experience with the shark is that 
of becoming deeper uud deeper in debt. 
Last year the association paid a 0 per 
cent dividend. The object is not to 
make money, however. It is to earn a- 
fair pay on the investment and to take 
away the occupation of the shurk. Rob- 
ert Treat Paine is the president of the 
association.— St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


I.ond on’* Underground Station. 

The most remarkable pieco of under- 
ground London will ere long be found 
beneath the most crowded of all spots in 
the city. We refer to the large space in 
front and nbout the Mansion House, in- 
cluding in this the wide entrance to 
Queen Victoria street aud Mansion House 
place, together with the corners of 
Princes street, Lombard street, King 
William street and Cornhill, and t it* 
paved open ground with the trees in 
wooden boxes, and the statue of Well- 
ington, in front of the western portico 
of the Royal Exchange. 

Here will shortly be commenced a vast 
excavation of oval form to mako way 
for u great underground electric railway 
station, an extensive and complex sys- 
tem of underground ways, lighted aud 
open at all hours, for the use both of 
railway passengers aud pedestrians, and 
a still moro elaborate system of what are 
called “pipe subways,” destined to re- 
ceive our extensive and ever growing 
lines of gas and water mains, pneumatic 
tubes, electnc wires and like services.— 
Loudon News.

Tryon Died aa flurgoyne Died. 

Thero was a remarkable similarity be- 
tween tho fate of Admiral Tryon, who 
perished when the Victoria went down, 
and that of Captain Hugh Burgoyne, the 
commander of the Captain when she was 
lost. Private dispatches received in Eng- 
land say that tho admiral commanded 
his men to savo themselves, but refused 
to save Ins own life. When tho Captain 
capsized and after struggling to right 
herself finally turned over completely, 
floating with her keel uppermost, Cap- 
tain Burgoyne, Mr. May, tho gunner, 
and a seaman named Honrd reached tho 
pinnace. The ship almost immediately 
disappeared, but her second launch, with 
10 men on board, came alongside the 
pinnace. 

A sudden lurch separated the two 
boats before Captain Burgoyno and 
Hoard lmd time to board the launch. 
The sailor took his commander by the 
hand and proposed to jump. "Save 
your own life, my man," Captain Bur- 
goyne replied. Tho boats separated 
more and more, and Heard exclaimed, 
“Will you come or not, sir?” Burgoyno 
answered: “Jump and save yourself. 1 
shall not forget j’ou some day.” Tho 
sailor leaped and finally reached tho 
launch, but the captain was not again 
Seen. 

Ho was a descendant of Sir John Bur- 
goyne of the Revolution and tho only 
son of the then constable of the tower, 
another Sir John. Admiral Tryon wa9 
regarded us England’s chief defender, 
and Burgoyne was a skillful and bravo 
officer. ' It is a singular fact that the 
two officers served together as lieuten- 
ants in the trenches before Sebastopol, 
being fit tho timo attached to the land 
service.— Buffalo Courier. 


Kept His Wife In n Trunk. 

The offense known in this country as 
sequestration, or private imprisonment, 
is fur from uncommon. Only tho other 
day a whole family was brought up for 
trial on a charge of keeping an idiot 
youth in an iron cage until ho had lost 
all his physical ns well as his mental 
faculties, and a similar case is now 
reported from Evreux, in Normandy. 
The authorities of tho village of Neu- 
bourg were advised recently by anony- 
mous letter that a peasant named Le- 
huby was “sequestrating” his wife. 

The gendarmes presented themselves 
at Leliuby’s house and asked to see his 
wife. This request being refused, they 
proceeded to search the place from the 
cellar to tho granary, and having found 
no trace of the woman were about to 
withdraw when one of them discovered 
a large trunk and asked for the key. On 
the case being opened the figure of Mme. 
Lehuby suddenly jumped up like a jack 
in the box, and she explained to tho 
gendarmes that her husband would not 
allow her to go out and that whenever 
he left the house he left her locked up in 
the box, where she could scarcely breathe. 
Lehuby was ut once arrested and will be 
tried for “amateur imprisonment." — 
Paris Cor. London Telegraph. 


Objects of tho Peary Expedition. 

The chief objects of the Peary expedi- 
tion include a careful examination of the 
detached land masses which are known 
to lie to the north of Greenland, and 
which have bden seen on previous expe- 
ditions, not only by Lieutenant Peary, 
but also by Lockwood and Brainard, 
little or nothing being at present known 
of their extent and general character, and 
the delimitation of a considerable por- 
tion of the east coast of Greenland, ex- 
tending from Independence bay about 
300 miles south to Capo Bismarck. This 
portion of the coast has uever been ex- 
plored, although it was seen from ves- 
sels coasting in that vicinity ubout 200 
years ago. He also intends to ascertain 
the transverse profile of Greenland along 
or near the seventy-seventh parallel from 
Cape Bismarck to Ingletield gulf. Along 
this line Greenland is about 350 miles 
wide. Incidentally ho will ulso con- 
tinue tho study of tho arctic highland- 
ers, a tribe of people who live in the 
highest latitudes known to be frequented 
by any people iu tho world. — Brooklyn 
Eagle. 


A Welcome Iteudy For Iteriuuda. 

We confess that tho proposal of The 
Sun thut Bermuda join us is a fascinat- 
ing one. Why, indeed, should we not 
annex Bermuda? It is scarcely farther 
from New York than is Detroit or Hali- 
fax. Tho people are desirable. Less than 
half pf them ure white, to bo sure, but 
three-fourths of tho whole population 
are worthy Episcopalians. An annual 
budget of $150,000 provides government 
for theso people now, und their debt is 
a mere bagatelle. Already most of Ber- 
muda’s business is with the UnitedStates, 
uud our people make up tho bulk of tho 
winter pleasure travel. Wo are frank to 
concede that if Bermuda suggests annex- 
ation a great many of us will tako off 
our hats aud cheer. — Now York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

The 
Indiuns will give everything they possess 
for the whisky, und the captains find it 
far better than gold in trading with the 
natives.— San Francisco Examiner.

The New “War Canoe.” 

The new “War Canoe, M which has 
recently been built for a few members of 
the Newton Boat Club, is attracting*a 
great deal of attention on the Charles 
River, these fine autumn days. 

On Labor Djy she was launched from 
tile boat house of John R. R >beitson at 
Riverside, and a trial trip to Waltham 
and return proved that the “Wabevxawa” 
is an extremely fast canoe. The name is 
taken from an Indian word meaning 
wild goose, and the dimensions ate us 
follows: Length, 25 feet; beam, 3d 

itches; depth 10 iuches. 

This is the ouly canoe of the kind 
ever built in this part of the State, aud 
is certainly a uovelty to local cauoeists. 
It is the intention of the owuers to visit 
Spriugtiel i next year, during the Eastern 
Division Meet of the American Canoe 
Association and try the “VVabewawa’s” 
speed against a similiar “War Canoe” 
owned hy the Tatassit Canoe Club of 
Worcester. In all probability she xvili 
also he t tken down the Connecticut 
River ro Long Island Sound so as to be 
able to participate in the races at the 
regular Camp of the American Canoe 
Association in August, 181*4. Here she 
will meet the “Wu* Cano- " of tin* Red 
Dragon Cauoe Club of New York aud 
the “Ko-ko-ko-ho” of the Yonkers Canoe 
Club. Some very interesting races ought 
to be the result. 

The seating capacity of the “Wabewa- 
wa” is 13, but the greatest speed can he 
attaiued with a paddling crew of eight 
men, besides the helmsman. An im- 
promptu race with the “Cleo,” one of 
Waltham’s fastest steam lauucfies, took 
place a few days ago. aud pr .veil to be 
most exciting, as xvell as interesting 
Wlnle tlie launch xv is ninnii.g under 05 
pounds of steam, the “War Canoe” could 
easily “show her stern” to t tie Waltham 
boat, hut when the pressure xv.i» ra soil 
to 110 pounds, it was "nip and tuck” for 
hall a mile. The speed attaiued hy the 
“Wabewawa” was fully 8 miles an hour, 
xvhicli is extremely last (or a cauoe of 
this kind. With a properly trained 
“crew “ she will undoubtedly be able to 
make at least l* miles an hour.

PAROCHIAL 8CH00L HOI ME AND 
CONTENT. 

DKSCIUPTIOIV OF TH R NKW nrn.in.vo9 ox 
ADAMS STItKF.T, THIS CITV. 

A group of now buildings situated on 
Adams stieet, comprise the most recent 
addition to ihe attractive structures 
which have been erepted in Newton dur- 
ing the past few years. 

The gioup consists of a parochial 
school house, library hall, with the proof 
basement for steam plant, and aconven f , 
the latter designed a* a home for the 
sisters who will fill the position.* of 
teachers in the school. 

The work was begun in May, 1892, 
under the duection of Rev. Michael 
Dolan, rector of the parish of the Church 
of Our Lady. Mr. Allred Kaulehack has 
had charge of the carpentry work, and 
the entire responsibility of the geueral 
supervision of construction has rested 
with Fr. Dolan and the architects, 
Messrs. W. H. A J. A. McGioty of Bos- 
ton. The materials used are brick, with 
Milford granite trimmings. The ioofs 
are «lated and provided with cr pper 
gutters and ventilator outlets. Tne in- 
terior finish is. ash with oak doors and 
hard pine floors. The solidity of con- 
struction is apparent everywhere from 
I fouudutiou waits to tue roof supports, 
ind for the purposes for xvhicii they 
were designed there aie uo belter build- 
ing* in the state, no expense having been 
spared to make them substantial aud as 
near the ideal standard as possible, so 
t *r as health conditions aud convenience 
ot arrangements are concerned. 

Tb* s:hoolhou«e contains twelve class- 
room*. The building is four stories in 
heigh r. There are two entrances 
tuiougn wide porches with tiled roofs, 

■ “upp- rted by iron columns headed by 
Corinthian capitals. There are two 
stnirca«<8 and corridor* on each fl >or 12 
feet wide, running trom end to end of 
the building. The outside dimensions of 
the stiucture are 82x78 feet. There are 
two pr< jectious at either end to provide 
for the 12-foot staircases and the porches, 
each eight feet in width. All the parti- 
tion walls are of brick. There is a large 
ball which will accommodate 1000 per- 
sons. The stage is 40 feet wide ana 20 
feet deep. 

The convent, like the school building, 
is a rondel of substantia] construction. 
The first floor is devoted to the living 
rooms of the sisters, the principal apart- 
ments baviug open file places in cherry 
and oak, with tiled heart Its. Besides 
kitchen, laundry, dining room and com- 
muntty room, there are two parlors. 
The dining room has a large connecting 
pintry and a dumb waiter, which ruus 
up through that apartment from the 
! cellar aud above to the attic 

The second and third ti »ois of the con- 
vent building are utiu/.ed for sleeping 
looms, except that poniou occupied hy 
’be chapel, which is cat ried up through 
two stories. Tho chapel is a gothic 
1 structure, 3«»xl8. and has many fine 
archilectual features. The frescoing and 
paintiug was executed by Goyette Bros. 
The walls are treated in light buff tones, 
with ornamentation iu gold and barmou- 
izing colors. In the arch above the altar 
there is an oil paintiug. repre-euting the 
"Klisiug of Lazirus from the Dead. 

Tlie altar, a beautiful piece of work, 
is said to be the fiuest in a pi ivate chapel 
iu New England. It is coustiucted of 
Italian marble xvith Mexican ouyx 
columns aud pauels.

Tho city gnvornmont hold thoir first 
mooting Monday evoning after the sum- 
mer vacation, and a largo amount of 
business was disposed of. 

The mayor was in his accustomed 
place but two of the aldermen, Messrs. 
Bothfeld and Plummer were ansent, 
leaving just a quorum in the upper 
branch to reduce the accumulations of 
the vacation petiod, and it kept etch 
member busy through out the session 
The reading of the records was waived 
on motion of Alderman Rbffe and the 
mayor proceeded to re-appoiut T. Stuart 
a private sewer layer, which was con. 
firmed. 

Tho resignation of W. M. Russell as 
foreman of Hoso S company, Nonantum, 
was accopted and Richard F. Mills ap- 
pointed to tho place. Goorgo Turner 
was appointed assistant foreman, Joseph 
A. ifavincs and Chas. M. Hewitt, hose 
men, tho board confirming the same. 

HEARINGS NUMEROUS. 

Hearings wore oponed at 7.45 o’clock 
on taking land for sewer iu Exeter street, 
Cottage court, Trowbridge avenue, Kirk- 
stall road, Lewis terrace, Greenwood 
nveuue, rounding tho corners of Temple 
and Prospect street, also of Hydo and 
Centre streets. No remonstrants ap- 
peared and the hearing on each was 
promptly closed. 

A hearing on tho laying out of Hyde 
street found a remonstrant in Wm. B. 
Wood. He said the proposed grade of 
the street and sidewalk would prevent 
proper drainage and the accumulation of 
water would seriously damage his 
estate. Ho did not wish to appear 
against the city for damages and hoped 
in some way the evil might be rectified. 
Tho hearing was closed. 

Hearings were opened on tho laying out 
of Worcester and Austiu streets and no 
remoustrauts appearing, wereclosod. 

A TRCYEST. 

A petition was presented from Albort 
Brackett protesting ngaiust taking land 
in his coal yard for sewer purposes. 

N. E. TEL. A TEL. CO. 

A hearing was opened on a petition of 
the N. E. Telephone «.V Telegraph Com 
pany to erect poles and wires on Vista, 
between Woodland and Aspon avenues. 

S. L. Powers for the company ex- 
plained that the location was requested 
to enable them to place a telephone in 
the residence of E. B. Haskell. *Thore 
was no opposition and the hearing was 
closed. 

A hearing for the same company on 
granting a location on portions of Wal 
nut, Turner, Centre, Chestnut and Wash- 
ington streets was opened. 

Mr. Powers explained that the Walnut 
street location asked, was to replace 
the present poles with new. Turner street 
to relocate the p«des, Centre street to 
transfer the preseut location, by tho re- 
quest of citizens, Chestnut street to 
make conn cii *n with the exchange 
more direct giving oetter service to 
patrons. 

Alderm in Rumerv presented a petition 
at this point signed by F. J. Welheiell, 
N. H. Chadwick and sixteen others, 
residents of Walnut street, opposing the 
new location on Walnut street. 

Ex-Aldei man N. H. Chadwick ap- 
peared and said it was understood a uew 
location was desired, presumably to 
place more poles aud wiies on the street.

1 i Boston «l *ne, 00 per 
cent of i he wires have been buried or 
about 8700 miles of wire, which is larger 
iu proportion to the city’s milage th in 
are honed iu auv city as yet. ami nearly 
all the c tics iu Massachusetts a>e about 
in hive their wires buried, while iu 
Salem. Holyoke, Brookline aud several 
others, quite a large number are already 
underground. 

The hearing was then closed. 

THE CENTRAL IIOI LKVARO. 


The mayor of Boston had recoup 
mended in special measure the laying 
out of a portion of South street. This 
is the only street which has been 
especially recommended by the mayor. 

I Alderman L^c of the Brighton district 
was strongly in its favor, it is als 
favored by the Yillago Improvement 
Society of Brighton, ami Archbishop 
Williams, who controls i largo amount 
of real estate In the immediate vifinity, 
is also a strong supporter of tho project, 

The street commUsioners of Boston 
say they have prepared plans and all is 
ready for the passage of nti order author- 
izing its construction. 

REMONSTRATING. 

A petition from Elisabeth A. 
Atkinson was received protesting against 
t he seizuro of her laud for the boulevard 
from which no benefit, it was claimed, 
would ho derived. 

Thomas M.igue placed himself on 
record as a remoostrant. 

John Sheehan said most of his land, 
on which he depended for a living, 
would he absorbed by tbe boulvard 
which took off 120 feet on each eud. He 
depended for tho support of his family 
on market gardening and fruit treos. 

Mr. Cotter, a vigoious aud energetic 
young man, remonstrated agnii st the 
boulevard construction. He had nlreadv 
agreed to give 40 feet, but now, he said, 
they want more and ou this he based his 
protest. 

Mr. Corcoran had lived for twenty-five 
years on his place as a taxpayer of New- 
ton and tho grasping baud of the boule- 
vard projectors would seriously cripple 
his little estate. He was a poor man 
well along In yorrs and had just enough 
land to make a living. He bad none to 
Boll. 

J. J. Bowman had agreed to give 40 
feet and was still willing to so do, but 
t he engineers had staked off 85 feet and 
it would prove a serious detriment to his 
small place. 

Mr. Blauey resuming, said he believed 
the engineers had been very fair in draw- 
ing the lines wheu one considered tho 
crooked nature of Homer street. The 
line laid out took about 70,000 feet from 
one aud about 00,000 feet from the other 
side. Tnese gentlemen have a proper 
redress in damages against tho city of 
Ncwtou for which he believed ample 
provision was made.

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OUR OLDEST CHURCH. 


A BRIEF HISTORY OF ST. MARY'S AT 
LOWER FALLS. 

Trobftbly but few of our people are 
aware that ono of the oldoat church edi- 
fices in Massachusetts is located at New- 
ton Lower Falls. In 1812 the corner 
stono of St. Mary's Episcopal church was 
laid with impressive ceremony, and in 
181*1 or 1814 it wns opened for services. 

The corner stone wus laid by Bishop 
Griswold, assisted by a number of the 
clergy and the Grand Master of the 
Froe Masons of Massachusetts. 

The building is a typical old English 
church, miuus the ivy, and in the close, 
is the burying ground, where repo ie 
many of the saints “who from their 
labors rest,” among whom is Dr. Beaury, 
one of the early rectors ot the church. 

While nominally a Newton parish, St. 
Mary’s may bo claimed by Wellesley as 
almost her own. for quite a large num- 
ber of the parishioners are old Wellesley 
residents, located all tho way from .Judge 
Abbott’s residence down to Charles 
river, at Wellesley Falls, and a majority 
of the “Wardens and Vestry” reside in 
Wellesley. Wellesley Farms also has 
quite a number of parishioners, and that 
part of Westou joining Wellesley also 
contributes some most helpful workers 
in the Hubbard, Blake and Young fami- 
lies. The senior warden, Samuel War- 
ren, Esq., also lives on tho edge of Wes- 
ton, as does also Mr. Jennings, one of 
the vestry. 

But Wellesley and Weston do not alone 
make this parish, for on the Newton side 
of the river are many of the old families 
who, for generation after generation have 
been earnest workers for St. Mary’s. 
Ex-Governor Kice v* as a boy in St. 
Mary’s Sunday school, and the various 
branches of that family are still commun- 
icants there. 

It is a notable fact that when penplp 
are callei away to live, and uo matter 
how long they stay away, they seem to 
carry old St. Mary’s with them “in m-on-' 
ory dear.” This has had practical illus- 
tration during the past year. As is well 
known, it w is voted something more 
than a year ago to organize a hoy choir. 
This necessitated some changes. The 
organ bad to be moved down stairs, choir 
stalls built, and choir rooms prepared. 
It was expected that by strict economy 
tbis might be doue for aboilt $700 When 
it was known abroad, however, checks 
came in for sums both large and small, 
some of them from quite a distance, so 
that ins oad of the meagre accommoda- 
tions at (list planned the parish was able 
to build a new recessed chancel, and, be- 
sides the new choir room and rector’s 
room, a passage was built connecting the 
church with the parish house. An ele- 
gant set of massive oak choir stalls were 
given, and were built to match tho 
beautiful oakeu pulpit placed there 
some time ago in memory of Mrs. Judge 
Abbott. A beautiful stone altar 
has already been placed in the 
church as a memorial of a former 
parishioner, one of the Stock family, 
former residents hcYe. A handsome gilc 
teredos and hangings were placed ovir 
tho altar in memory of the lamented 
Judge Abbott, who with his wife repose 
in the church yatd. A well known 
Wellesley llills artist did tho decorating 
of tho church and chancel. In all about 
$2,000 wat contributed, and the improve- 
ment all paid for, which is a most grati 
fying evidence of the fond interest of both 
resident and absent parishioners.

THE BOULEVARD LOAN. 


Tho Common Council passed the 
famous Boulevard loan ordor, Monday 
night, which was tabled at their last 
meeting in July, so that now the bonds 
can he issued as soon as may bo desired. 
With the present improved condition of 
the raouey market, there would piobab- 
ly bo little trouble in finding a market 
for them, so that the work of buildiug 
that portiou of the boulevard from tho 
Boston Hue to Centre street could be be- 
gun in a short time, if it was thought 
desirable. 

It is true that the time limit has been 
removed, but in the present stato of the 
labor market it would seem to be the 
duty of the city to undertake such a 
work as this, which would furnish em- 
ployment to a great number of mou, aud 
aid them to lay up something for the 
coming winter, when they will not be 
able to work. This might be called the 
humanitarian view, but it is one that 
should have its influence. 

Auother argument of a more selfish 
character is, that if tbe boulevard is to 
he of such great benefit to the city as 
all predict, why should this beuefitbe 
deferred any longer than is absolutely 
necessary. The land is there, all ready 
to be developed, and the real estate 
records of Brookline, for an example, 
show that wealthy men are all the time 
buying desirably situated land ou which 
to build handsome houses, either for 
themselves or for others. There is no 
doubt but thaJ: if the boulevard were 
ready to be opened to the public by next 
spriug, before the following winter much 
of the laud would he sjld, aud many new 
houses started. To keep taxes low we 
must*have more people in Newton, and 
the b »ulevard is confidently expected to 
attract those people who will make a 
good showing on the Assessors’ books. 

No one seems to doubt of the wisdom 
of putting the boulevard scheme 
through, except perhaps some who 
wanted it to run iu another direction, so 
as to bent iiv (heir 1 .ud, and if a thing is 
worth doing, me so >ner it is done the 
better, b»*:li for the parties directly in- 
terested ar.d for the city, and consider- 
able pressure will probably bo directed 
towards the members of the city govern- 
ment to induce 'hem to begin woikat 
once. They should not imitate tho 
example of the National Senate ove.’ tin- 
repeal of the Sherman bill, him! we have 
no doubt prompt action would lie taken 
it the city fatbeis felt that public upiun u 
demanded it,.

PLACE AT SWANSEA, WALES.

Some of the Herald’s estee ned con- 
temporaries have busied themselves for 
tho past two days in trying to locate one 
Edward Shepard of this city, mentioned 
in a Herald dispatch from Washington, 
Sept. 0, as one whose application for 
consul to Swansea, Wales, is before the 
President.

Tho man is Charles W. Shepard of the 
firm of Shepard & Co., in the iton busi- 
ness at No. 147 High street, Boston. His 
home is iu West Newton. 

Mr. Shepard is 4(5 years old, is married 
aud has two children. He is a good 
looking man with black hair and mus- 
tache tinged with gray. He hns beeu a 
resident of Newton 23 years, and hns 
been connected with the iron trade of 
Bostou 28 years. 

Although holding uo ofiices, he has 
beeu identified with local and state 
politics. He is a tariff reform Democrat, 
and as such was first prominent iu tho 
Theodore Lyman campaigu of 1S82 

Mr. Shepard is oue of the Democratic 
ward and city committee of Newton. He 
also belongs to the Newton Tariff Re- 
form League and the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club of Massachusetts. 

Swansea’s prominence as the principal 
seaport of Soutn Wales is well kuowu, 
also its connection with the far-famed 
tin plate iudustry. 

The present iucumbent of the oflice is 
Charles N. Holton of the state of Wash 
ington. 

Mi. Shepard first made application 
for the position, the holder of which is 
styled ‘ commercial agent aud consul,” 
on March 4 last. He is endorsed by a 
long list of Democrats aud tariff reform- 
ers irrespective of party, by the mayor, 
board of aldermen, ex-mayors, bank 
officers and various other officials of 
Newton, aud by every firm of any promi- 
nence in the iron trade of this city, in-

TIIK SEA ISLANDS QUESTION. 

AN APPEAL FOR HELP FROM NEWTON 
PEOPLE. 

The storm which has devastated tho 
Sea Islands off the coast of South Caro- 
lina has been one of the most severe ever 
known. The details of the ruin and 
destruction in its path ate heart reud- 
ing. over 890 dead bodies have been 
found about Beaufort and Port Royal. 
Ou every door knob is a bunch of crapo. 
On every hill side are freshly made 
graves, while others are being made to 
be filled by tbe bodies hourly discovered 
in the underground of troeR, tho beaches, 
the marshes and inletR. Although this 
section of the Atlantic coast is prolific 
of storms, none has ever been known of 
such fury, and that hns scattered such 
destruction and death. Tho wind took 
on n great velocity. As night advauced 
it increased until it attniued a speed of 
130 miles an hour. Houses were blown 
away, trees uprooted, the wind alouo 
was enough to terrorize any community, 
and added to it was blinding rain, vivid 
liglituiug and doafeniug peals of 
thunder; a woman died of sheer fright. 
All through the night men guarded their 
women and children as if protecting 
them from somo deadly fire. Iu farm 
houses and out in boats men wero oach 
minute expecting death or praying for 
deliverance. In the morning the rain 
ceased, the sky was clear, tho sun camo 
out, aud everywhere wore tho evidences 
of the great couvulsion of uature. Ships 
resting on dry land, houses sometimes 
whole miles away from their fouuda 
tious, trees twisted aud scattered about, 
lifeless forms thrown up by the rains, or 
left by them, swollen, distorted and 
bruised. There are 7000 people left on 
tho Islands without food or shelter. 

Governor Tillman has issued a pro- 
clamation to the people of South C.ira- 
lina, “both white and colored,” to come 
hastily to tho relief of these unfortunate 
people. The following is from a private 
letter seut a West Newton lady, which 
records the personal experience of the 
wife of au officer stationed at Port Royal. 

The simple narrative shows more limn 
any superlative, the terrible experience 
of the storm aud it* consequences. 

U. S. Station, 

Port Royal, Sept. 3,. ’93. 

My dear J ,— We are still alive, but 

may ive never pass through such a uight 
again! It was fearful. Our house was 
iu tho midst of a ragiug sea, the waves 
dashing up against it, aud the spray com- 
ing in. It was a night of horror, the 
wind blowing a fearful gale. The tide 
commenced to go down, but a tidal wave 
brought back tho water with greater 
fury. 

The dead were lying all over the Is- 
lands. The people are homeless, hungry 
and without clothes, their houses blown 
down. Beaufort suffered badly, Port 
Royal also. We were cut off Irom all 
commuuication. Mrs. R. had thirty in 
her house the night of the storm, who 
came in from their falling houses. Dear 
old Dr. Hopei lost his life in trying* to 
save two iiitle colored children. 

Dear old man, he was so kind and 
good! We keep our door open to have 
a place to get out if the house should 
give way. It we do not get outside 
help, the people will die of starvation.

THE QUIET MAN.

The third time, by some 
accident, Martingale fired a moment too 
soon and gave a him bad wound in the 
side, but Fortescue pressed his hand to the 
wound to stop the bleeding, and then, 
almost bent double with pain though he 
was, he fired and brought down his man.’’

“Rather. Shot him slap through the 
heart. But it was his last duel, for from 
that day he was never heard of again, 
and people said he had either committed 
suicide or died of a broken heart.” 

“Well, 1 don’t see why he need have 
d # one that, for. after all, it was a fair 
fight,” struck in Lord II., who had been 
looking over the newspapers on the tu- 
mble. “BtJt^ if yijtj talk of dueling, what 
do you say to ibi#? 

“Another duelling tragedy in Paris. 
The notorious Parisian bully and duel- 
list, Armaml do Yilleneuve, has just 
added another wreath to his blood stained 
laurels, the new victim being the Chev 
alier Henri do Poliguuc, a fine young 
fellow of 2*1. the only son of a widowed 
mother. Some strong expressions of dis- 
gust used by t ' e chevalier with refer- 
ence to one ol De Villeneuve’s former 
duels having come to the latter’s ears, he 
sought out Do Poliguuc and insulted 
him so grossly us to render a meeting 
inevitable. 

“The chevalier liuving tired first and 
missed, De Yilleneuve culled out to him, 
’Look to the second buttonhole of your 
Coat!’ und sent a bullet through the spot 
indicated into the breast of liis oppon’dm, 
who expired half uu hour luter in great 
agony. Ills mother is said to be broken 
hearted at his death. How much longer, 
we womler, will this savage be ullowed 
to offer these human sacrifices to his 
own iuordinate vanity?" 

Just then I hapi>ei)cd to look up and 
saw the quiet man rise slowly from his 
chair, with a face so changed that it 
startled me almost us much us if I had 
seen him disappear bodily uml another 
man rise up iu his stead. 1 had once 
seen uu oil painting ubroud in which an 
avenging uugel was hurling liglituiugs 
upon Sodom and Guiuorrah, and tout 
wus just how this man looked ut that 
moment.

Ontlpctlng Canceled Stamp*. 

Wlmt is apparently more useless than 
canceled postage stamps? And yet there 
is a store on Michigan avenue where 
they seem to ho in demand. One of the 
windows is entirely heaped up with 
present day United Stales stamps, most- 
ly of the 2 cent denomination. There 
must be tlio;. ■ ands of them, and tho olr 
server can only wonder what in the 
world can L * their value. They cannot 
possess any particular interest to till 
stamp collector, for they are neithet 
irnre nor valuable. To the ordinary per 
son the canceled 2 cent postage stamj 
seems a worthless thing indeed. Pricet 
paid for such stamps, however, are 1( 
cents per 1.000, $1 per 10,000, and fl$ 
per 100,000. Many an industrious lad 
will probably be moved by this offer (as 
the appearance of the window indeed 
testifies), and yet the immense labor ol 
collecting 100,000 stamps can be appro 
tinted. 

Yet during the Centennial stamps 
were bought in the same manner, nnd 
those who purchased them are todnj 
reaping a handsome profit, for tho Cen- 
tennial postage stamp has increased won- 
derfully in value in a canceled condi- 
tion during the last few years. As tinu 
goes on stamps increase greatly in value, 
especially stamps issued for one yeni 
only on a special occasion like the Cen- 
tennial or fair. To show how valuable 
a stamp may Income, tho writer of tbit 
may mention the fact that eight yeau 
ago he purchased a first issue Englisl 
envelope stamp in London for $7.50, and 
it was at that time worth a great deal 
more in this country. Now jit has prob- 
ably increased still more. — Detroit Free 
Press. 

A New Theory of Sleep. 

Some discussion 1ms been going on 
concerning Herr Rosenbaum’s recently ; 
proposed theory of sleep — namely, that | 
the anaemic condition of the brain is due ! 
to an excess of water in the brain cells j 
of that body. The supposition, as stated, 1 
is that sleep is essentially a matter of 
nervous action, and the direct cause is 
thought to be fatigue of the nerve cells J 
which communicate with the heart and j 
bring about some change in the circula- J 
tion. Tho nerve cells are thus supposed 
to be full of water when sleep comes on, I 
and this water during sleep passes into j 
the venous blood as waste, and the nerve , 
cells then receive nourishment from 
fresh arterial blood. Then when the proc- 
ess is entirely over the sleeper awakes. 

According to this theory, sleep is not 
solely healthy because it rests the body 
and brain, but also because it invigor- 
ates them. It is also to be inferred 
from Rosenbaum’s theory that tho nerve ' 
cells and brains of infants who sleep so 
much must contain luore water than is 
to be found in those of adults, and that 
the effectiveness of brain cells is in in- 
verse ratio to the water contents. — New 
York Tribune. 


HANGER TN WRITING. 

EXPERTS SAY THAT SLANTING SCRIPT 
CAUSES DISEASE. 

A Movement In Favor of Vertical Script 
ltnckeil liy tlie Highest Medical Author* 
Itlea— ltenntta i f Kxtmmlva I'.xporlnienll 
With School Children. 

Tho method of writing taught in mod- 
ern schools and practiced by 09 peopll 
out of every 100 1ms been declared dan- 
gerous uml unheal thfnl by experts. 
the time the next generation matures il 
will probably have been wiped out. The 
script then will bo vertical instead ol 
slanting, and writers will sit square ami 
upright before their work instead of side- 
ways and stooped, as at present. 

The idea of this prospective reform or* 
iginuted in Germany and overspread! 
England while reaching this country. 
The following resolution wns adopted 
not long ago by the international con* 
gress of school hygiene in London by n 
vote of 220 ngbinst 1: 

Wlicrens, The hygienic advantages of verti- 
cal writing have boon clearly shown and es- 
tablished both by medical investigation nnd 
practical experience, nnd 
Whereas, I ts introduction obviates thoso per- 
nicious posit it. ns of the body which entail ra- 
chitic diseases nnd myopia. 

Resolved, That wo recommend the Introduc- 
tion of vertical writing in tho schools of th< 
people. 

The effect of so serious an nction in a 
country esteeming proper physical con- 
ditions as England esteems them is 
rendily to be imagined. 

The corresponding movement in the 
United States is led by Dr. Burnham ol 
Clark university, llis investigations 
have brought the conviction that the or- 
dinary position in writing is among tin 
foremost conditions of school life and 
methods of training which must be 
changed in t he interest of health. The 
vertical sci.pt, therefore, is strongly 
recommended. From 80 to 00 per cent 
of lateral curvature of the spine is found 
to be caused in school life, tho curvature 
in a large per cent of these cases bein^ 
toward tlie right side, ns a result of a 
defective position in writing, and the 
eyes at the same time are seriously in- 
jured by this slanted writing. 

The practical advance of tlie newly 
approved system in this country is illus- 
trated in tho Worcester normal school 
und the Workingmen’s school at Fifty- 
fourth street in this city, directed by 
Professor Acler, where the vertical 
writing is used in the lower grades and 
now carried on to the fourth and fifth 
grades. 

The observations of foreign physiciani 
showing thut tho prevalence of myopia 
and spina! curvature is regularly in- 
creased in the advance through tilt 
school grades are supplemented in this 
country by work on novel lines. An en- 
ergetic course followed by Dr. Shaw ut 
the University of the City of New York 
hns given additional proof that the causa 
of the difficulty is to be attributed to tint 
desks which are generally in use, aud 
more especially to the bad position in 
writing, tho opinion being held with ap- 
parent unanimity by investigators iu 
this country as well as abroad that all 
but two positions to be taken in tha 
school practice of writing are improper. 
One judged to be correct is the oblique 
central position and the other tlie 
straight central position, between which 
in reference to final choice the contro- 
versy in Germany is said to be fierce. 

Tlie advocates of reform observe thut 
the child writes vertically when lie first 
goes to school, and that tho teacher has 
to work for the slant. The vertical writ- 
ing and the central position at the desk 
ure alike naturally indicated. At this 
stage the controversy has led to the con- 
clusion that the height of the desk and 
that of tho seat must bo equally udapted 
to the growth of the pupil. In some of 
the progressive schools, as Felix Adler’s 
and at South Orange, N. J., adjustable 
seats are being used. 

The point in Dr. Slmw’s recent experi- 
ments, made with the aid of several as- 
sistants on more than 1,HU0 pupils in tho 
New York and suburban schools, has 
been to see whether, with the paper di- 
rectly in front of the pupil und with the 
eyes closed, there could bo any tendency 
toward vertical writing. Tho pupils 
were first requested to take tho custom- 
ary position m writing, and to write in 
tho ordinary manner the sentence, “John 
is flying his paper kite.” This form of 
exercise was selected on account of the 
number of long letters which it contains, 
and as being one also tlmt is easy for tho 
child to remember. After having thus 
written the sentence, the pupil was di- 
rected to take the straight control posi- 
tion, dip hi i p n in the ink and with his 
eyes closed to write the same again. 

The closing of the eyes was to elimi- 
nate from tin- child’s mind t lie conscious- 
ness of the slant. Thu uuglo of sluut iu 
ull tlie long letters in tho test papers was 
carefully m i -uivd, the angle of slant in 
the usual writing in each case being ulso 
found with tie* same precision. The 
measurements and tlie calculations ran 
up to 8,000 i vems, and among other issues 
of the work wus the invention by u lady 
of u machine for making the measure- 
ments. — New York Press.

The company engages to furnish a 
grave in a cemetery and see that the in- , 
sured is respectfully interred therein. 
If any member of his family dies before 
him, he is given a deed to a lot in which 
he may bury his dead.

To Slop a Trolley Car Instantly. 

A Rochester man has devised a plan 
by which a trolley street car can bo 
stopped almost instantaneously, or with- 
in a space of three feet, while tho car is 
going at full speed. His device is oper- 
ated by u lever in tlie motorman's cab. 
It is, generally speaking, a steel shoe, 
upon which the rear wheels of tho car 
ride, the under side of which is corru- 
gated so as to produce gre«\t friction 
upon the rails of the track. On the top 
of the shot* is ati arrangement which, as 
soon as tho wheel rises upon the shoe, 
clamps tho outer rim of tho wheel and 
at the same time grasps the inner edge 
of tlie rail. The simple weight of the car 
crowds down the shoe upon the rail aud 
at the same time clamps together, as in 
a vise, the wheel and the rail, and all 
this by n single movement on the part of 
the motornmn. — New York Telegram.

Tin* person who has the care of it would 
do the citizens a great favor If he would 
hnve it put in order. He is hired to keep 
the school house a id clock in proper order.

The total increase of membership 
ovpr Inst year is about forty pupils, 
an 1 although a new room has bpen 
fitted up and opened at tlte Thomp- 
son ville schoolhouse witli the idea of 
relieving the Mason school which was 
over-crowded last year, the latter is al- 
ready filled to its full capacity alter plac- 
ing thirty-three of it- pupils in the new 
room at Thompsonvllle. Of these, fifteen 
are scholars that graduated from .the 
Thompsonvtlle, and th • remaining eight- 
een were sent there from the Mason build- 
ing. The study of Latin in tlte three 
higher grammar grades, seventh, eight and 
ninth proves very pleasing to both pupils 
and teachers, and out of a member- hi p of 
nearly 130 in these grades, all but ten have 
tareu up the study of Latin. This study, 
it is expected, will prove of great assist- 
ance in connection with tlte study of Eng- 
lish grammar ntul language. 


Rev. Mr. Holmes’ Farewell* 

Rev. Theodore J. Holmes, pastor of tlte 
First C mgregation.xl church, delivered his 
farewell sermon Sunday morning before an 
unusually large congregation, the great 
auditorium being filled to its utmost 
capacity with those who gathered to listen 
to one who for ten years lias held the 
esteem and love of his people, almost with- 
out exception. 

His text was these words: “The king- 
dom of this world is become the kingdom 
of our Lord and of His Ciirist; anil He 
shall reign forever and ever.’’ 

It Is the practical truth which I feel like 
bringing you today, friends, standing here 
f >r tlte last time as your minister. It is 
hard to renllze that my pastorate has come ; 
to an end. These ten years, so full of the ! 
Lord’s loving kindness, have been one of 
tlte most delightful periods of my life. 1 
can conceive of uo field of labor which a 
minister might covet more earnestly than 
tills; no place could be m *re attractive for a 
home; uo purislt could have more murkcii 
facilities and encouragements lor work amt 
surroundings every w in uiv so congenial 
ami helpful ; such a circle of Congregation- 
al enurches a» we have in Ihi* city give* li- 
the largest inspiration to faichlul service. 
We have had, too, a most cordial relation 
to tlte churches of other leuoniiimtiuii* in 
our village During my residence her** 
there have gone away two minister- from 
the Baptist ciiuruh, two from the Metho- 
di-i, two from tne Unitarian, and one or 
two from tin* Eptsco.Jiil. and 1 am happy to 
have had witli them all tin* most brotherly 
friendship. 

In our own particular History as a 
church during this period there is much 
that will be grateful to remember. I have i 
been very thankful for tlte degree of | 
harmony which ha* uniformly prevullcd j 
among us. 

in my more personal relation to you 1 1 
shall nev-r forget liie unnumbered kind- 
nesses which you have shown uie; tour 
sympathy and Hi *1 in times of affliction; 
your confidence, your esteem , your warm | 
friendship; vur hearty co-operation in mv | 
work : no minister could ever have a grand- 
er force of yoke fellow* than I have hud 
here. I appreciate deeply the kiud words 
which you iiave said of me iu the resolu- 
tion* which you passed in connection with 
my resignation ; particularly tire intimation 
tliut my ministry lias been ut all helpful to 
the church. It Inn been a great honor to 
preach iu this pulpit so loug. It has been 
an estimable privilege to be your pastip 

The best J »y of my ministry ha* been 
that 1 Iiave been able to persuade many of 
you to accept Jesus Christ for y.iur 
Saviour, to trust uud follow him. That 
there Iiave been -i) many whom 1 could Dot 
pemuude has been my chief sorrow, and 
largely my reason for going away- You 
can understand, even without having had 
the experience, how a pastor ufter a con- 
siderable term of lubor, gets disheartened 
concerning some of his congregation, lie 
ha* tried Tu every wav to bring them to 
Christ, but iu vatu, aud finally he comes to 


feci that he never should do them any 
good, that some one else must bring them 
more effectively the invitations of the 
Gospel. It was this feeling, in connection 
with my need of rest, which decided me a 
year ngo that it would be best this fall to 
close my pastorate. And 1 shall go away 
witli the confident ex fleet at ion that speedily 
you will secure for this very attractive 
parish Just the minister you need ; one who 
will pr**ve competent for every service re- 
quired here. As I go away you will not 
forget your promise to pray that 1 may he 
useful somewhere else. And with such 
mutual regard and good will, our parting 
may he an occasion not only of sadness but 
of heartiest and most hopeful cheer.

NEWTON SCHOOLS. 

OPENED AFTER THE SUMMER VACATION 

WITH A VERY LARGE ATTENDANCE. 

The schools reopened Monday, follow- 
ing the summer vacation with the usual 
large attendance of pupils, except at the 
Eliot building, grammar and iutermedi- 
ate grades, where the force of teachers 
has been cut down one-half, owing to 
the establishing of the parochial school 
connected with tlie parish of the Church 
of Our Lady, which will opou with an 
attoudageo of over 400 pupils. 

The Pierce grammar school, West 
Newton district, is crowded this term, 
uud it will lie necessary to provide addi- 
tional accommodations there iu tlie near 
future. At Hie High school there is a 
largo increase in tlie total number of 
pupils compared with last year. Some 
students <*1 tlie eighth grade have not 
yet, euteied upon tlie High schorl 
course, although notifi *ali**n of tiieir 
intent to do so has been received. 
Witli that addition, the atteiidince will 
figure up much lamer than list year. 

There have been very few chauges in 
tlie personnel of principal teachers, quite 
a number of minor changes having been 
made in the case of assist mts. 

The most important change is that re- 
sulting from 'lie rttirecuent of Mr. 
George («. Edward*, former mister of 
the Kfiot school, ilis services were dis- 
pensed with because of tlie large do- 
j ciease in attendance at the Eliot school, 
the eighth aud njnth grade classes being 
very small. The schools for tlie present 
will be included ill tlie Newtonville dis- 
trict. and will be under tlie management 
of Principal Sylvester of the Clafliu 
grammar.

THE DELEGATES DIVIDED OVER TIIE

The Republican caucuses last evening 
were unusually well attended in most of 
the wards, the chief interest being over the 
choice of delegates to the state convention, 
for which a good deal of active work had 
been put in beforehand.

INSTANT DEATH. 

ROBERT «. HOWARD KILLED AT TH K 
CKHTHR STREET CROSSING. 


Robert G. Howard of Philadelphia, IP 
years old, was instantly killed at the 
Centre street crossing, Monday morning. 
He whs crossing tbe track while a train 
was standing at the station, and either 
did not see the Worcester express or else 
thought that he bad time to get across. 
He was struck by the pilot of the engine 
and carried about 160 yards; one foot 
was crushed, both legs broken, and the 
bead was badly cat. The train stopped 
but life bad departed before any of those 
who saw the accident reached him 

The body was taken to Mr. G. W. 
Bush’s uniertaking rooms and later the 
identity of the young man was dis- 
covered. He was here on a visit to his 
aunt, Mrs, W. T. Grow, and bis grand- 
father, Mr. Nash, who reside at 23 Pearl 
street. 

The first intimation that his relatives 
in Newton received of bis death was 
through the delivery of a letter sent in 
care of Mr. Nash. The carrier, after in- 
quiring if Robert Howard was stopping 
with him, delivered the letter and vouch- 
safed the information that a man had 
been killed at tbe Centre street crossing 
whose name was thought to be Howard, 
and whose place of residence was believed 
to be Philadelphia. The interview with 
tbe postman led Mr. Nash to make the 
investigation which established the fact 
that his grandson was the vietim of the 
accident 

Tbe deceased bad resided with his 
mother and brother in Philadelphia for 
the past two years, coming to that city 
from Lannsdowne. Pa. Until recently 
be bad been employed in tbe office of the 
Philadelphia Sunday School Timas, a 

E ublicatiou in which bis brother held a 
alf inter. st Owing to impaired eye- 
sight young Howard had given up the 
position just prior to his visit to New- 
ton. 

His mother and brother were notified 
by telegraph and arrived in the city on 
Tuesday. His father was on a banting 
trip in Maine and although every effort 
had beeu made to reach him, he had not 
been heard from up to a late date yester- 
day. 

The funeral services will be held at 3 
o’clock, this afternoon, in tbe parlors of 
Eliot cbnrcb, Rev. Wolcott Calkins will 
officiate. Tbe burial will be ia Phila- 
delphia. 

To Women Voters. 

It has now been nineteen years since 
by a Legislature Act of Mass., women 
were eligible to the office of school com- 
mittee, and tbe result bas proved that it 
was a wise policy to secure tbeir services. 
They are doing efficient work iD many of 
our towns as members of school com- 
mittee, while n fourteen of our towns 
women superintendents are employed. 

Wbeu we realize that women are tbe 
natural guardians of children, and also 
that most of our teachers are women, it 
seems strange that this active co opera- 
tion as a governing power should not 
have been solicited tong ago. 

It would be much beUe> for tbe schools 
in our own city, aud the young people 
individually, if half of our school com- 
mittee were intelligent motherly women; 
we have uow but two on the board and 
those two have shown the wisdom of the 
people’s choice. 

It is understood that in each of wards 
one aud seven at our coming election, 
there will be a vacancy, tbe present in- 
cumbents declining to serve longer. Let 
us not let this favorable opportunity pass 
without securing a woman to serve in 
oue of these two wards, at least. \\\

STREET LIGHT SERVICE CONDEMNED. 

The last report called Alderman Plum- 
mer of Ward Four to his feet to protest 
emphatically against making auy further 
Arrangements or contracts with the New- 
ton A* Watertown Gib Co. He claimed 
no other city in the Common wealth had 
such poor service and was so inade- 
quately served in this respect as Newton. 
The dark and ill lighted streets were 
a constant source of danger to citizens 
and of menace to the city in the way of 
damages which might be brought from 
this cause. 

He bad been informed from an authori- 
tative source that the company bad eveu 
gone so far as to send aiound men to re- 
duce the four foot gas business. 

fn Newtonville alone, in one night 
forty-four lights were not in operation. 

He strenuously protested against the 
■city accepting sucli service or making 
anr additional arrangements with the 
company for street lighting. 

Alderman Roffe agreed with the 
geotlemau from Ward Four in the poor 
servioe accorded, but did uot believe iu 
the propriety of stopping ttie addition 
•ot street light* petitioned foi at the 
Ipreeentlim?. 

'JAe contract between the company and 
city expires next year, at d he believes in 
lettiug the matter rest until that time 
for decisive action iu the matter. 

Alderman Thompson said fifty new in- 
candescent* were ordered from the com- 
pany in August and were not in yet. 
The light was extremely poor and was 
far inferior to that furnished to Welles- 
ley. The committee bad been reducing 
the company’s bills each mouth because 
of their failure to live up to the con- 
tract. 

Alderman Plummer said the arc light 
gl >be ovor the Auburn street biidge has 
had a large hole in it for upwards of 
three mouths. He telephoned to the 
company and they replied that was the 
first intimation they had of the fact. 
Aud yet, he continued, the city expect* 
them to employ competent oieu to keep 
these lights iu older. 

The report of the committee was then 
accepted, Alderman Plummer voting 
way. 

Alderman It die then preseuted an 
order authorizing the committee on fuel 
aud street lights to locate lights iu the | 
following streets: Cook, Dil by, Court, 
f l ale, California streets, Moutvale road, 
Hyde avenue. 

The order passed, Alderman Plummer 
voting nay.

The High School New Honrs. 

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC! 

The wholesome regulation of a large 
body of precious young life is my topic 
under tho above title. The suggestions 
bore offered are, however, not written on 
the supposition that no one but the 
writer thinks or cares for the regulation 
here memtioned. Parent* and toachers, 
generally, eare much for it; but, tn the 
multitude of interests, excitements, 
labors and pleasures, somo things which 
are very important are, neyortholes*, 
liable to be somotimes overlooked. 

The sohool now bogins at 8.10 a. m. 
That one fAct governs the movements of 
the day. ‘‘Standard time” is sixteen 
minutes slow in this locality. This other 
fact is the key note to a true understand- 
ing of the whole matter. It is a faer 
which is intensely real to those who 
have lived to grow up under true natural 
time, as nearly as clocks can be made to 
keep it; but is naturally very diffioult for 
those to realize, who have never known 
any but the present artificial, unreal 
time. 

It would be very interesting if the 
High school boys, in every Newton 
village sending pupils to the sohool, 
would associate themselves together as a 
measuring club, long enough to measure 
the distance from every home containing 
a pupil to the nearest railroad or street 
ear station. The Newtonville boys could 
measure from the station and pupil’s 
homes there to the school. The dis- 
tances travelled ou cars being known, the 
distance of every pupil from the school 
would be known; also the average dis- 
tance to be walked by all the pupils. 
Besides the value, in relation to the 
working of the school, and to the im- 
portant question of a “South side 
school,” of the statistics thus gained, 
they would afford interesting informa- 
tion about Newton distances geirorally. 

1 have now in mind a case where the 
distance from house to school differs but 
little, if any, from two miles, one of 
which is by cars. Some have to go short- 
er and some longer distances. This is 
probably a fair average case. 

Now then, we are ready for the appli- 
cation of our two piimary facts above 
mentioned. Reckoning backwards from 
the opening of school, and expressing in 
the real time, which, please remember, 
all the time, is sixteen minutes later, iu 
parenthesis after the hours of “standard 
time,” we have something like the foi 
lowing as a healthy morning time-table 
for many cases. 

School opens at 8.10 (S.26). Reach 
Newtonville station at 8.00 (8.16). Take 
a car for school at 7.50 ( 8.00). Leave 
home for the car at 7.40 (7.50). Leave 
the breakfast table at 7-25 (7.41) to make 
all necessary final preparations without 
injurious haste, including three minutes 
for morning prayers in all Christian 
households. Sit down to a quiet break- 
fast at 7.00(7.10) double sharp— 0.55 (7.11) 
would be better, and rise, at the very 
latest, at 6 30(0 40.) 

The times expressed in parenthesis, 
which are the true and real one* are not 
oppressively early, yet, we must consider 
first, that in the short days the sun does 
not ri*e till 7.14 (7.30) and, second, that 
when after New Years, the days begiu to 
lengthen perceptibly, they do not for 
astronomical reasons not necessary to go 
into here show it much, except in the 
afternoon, until about the middle of 
February, which is the coldest month. 
It will therefore be a matter of surprise, 
if, from about December first to March 
first, there will not be a loud and general 
call foi beginning at 8.30 (8 40) a. m., and 
closing at 1 25 p. m. 

Having shown the above scheme of 
hours and movements, not injurious to 
health, nor, with the exception just 
stated, particularly inconvenient, it 
must In said that certain unavoidable 
consequences follow, which merit care- 
ful attention on the part of pareuts and 
teachers; and, indeed, of the pupils 
themselves, if they begin to have auy 
intelligent regard for their own good, 
rather thin only a desire for their heed- 
lea* self-gratification during the passing 
hours. 

First, any material variation from 
these hours, except for those liviug near 
the school, must he disastrous to health, 
which gives value to all else, in propor- 
tion to the amount of the variation. To 
see this vividly, look at au extreme case, 
which, indeed, is sometimes real. Sup 

C ose one to rise at 7.30, fiy from bed to 
reakfast, snatch a hot biscuit at 7.40, 
eating it on a wild tear to thestatiou; 
the dentist, the doctor, and, finally, the 
undertaker might all profit by such a 
case of suicide, for that is just what it 
would be, while the wise would laugh, 
sneer, frown, or iameut, according to 
their various uatural temperaments 
“But, beloved, we aro persuaded better 
things of you.” 

Then, second, nothing can he more 
obvious than tiiat, if one values bealtli 
aud learning as they Reserve, all late 
evening social dissipations must and 
will he rigorously given up, iu order to 
carry oat the healthful morning program 
of hours lure presented. Recreations as 
much out of doors as possible, so as to 
get the benefit of life giving light, will 
otherwise gladly he limited to simple 
afteruoou aud early evening play, with 
occasionally being at simple teas at the 
usual tea time at one another's houses. 
Indeed no pupils should mingle iu 
general society ; or ape its more t lahorate 
social doings, until their school days are 
all over, uot to mention that m <uy such 
occasions are of doubtful benefit to auy 
one. 

With these suggestions, or warnings, 
if auy please to call them so. we bespeak 
for our excellent High school a grand 
yeai’s work through the ioint efforts of 
a band of able and devoted teachers, and 
company of select pupils, who kuow 
« hat they go to school for, aud go to do 
it. W.

ROMANCE OF A NEW8ROY. 


INCIDENTS IN THE CAREER OF EX-GOV. 
WALLER or CONNECTICUT. 


In an article about newsboys who have 
risen to places of prominenoe, a special 
correspondent of the Boston Sunday 
Herald thus writes of ox-Gov. Thomas 
Waller of Connecticut: 

Who does not know gonial “Tom” 
Waller of Connecticut, the gallant 
soldier of fortune, who sacrificed a gov- 
ernorship in 1884 that Cleveland, his 
chief, might be elected. Tom was for 
years the leading lawyer of Hartford, 
twice member of the Assembly in the 
Connecticut Legislature, once senator 
and twice Governor of tho nutmeg state. 
He failed the thiid time heoauso he im- 
molated himself on the political altar to 
save Cleveland. The President rewarded 
his self-abnegation by making him con- 
sul-general at London, tho richest offico 
in the administration. 

Tom Waller has a more romantio and 
even more interesting history than David 
B. Hill. Forty years ago ho was a news- 
boy on the ferryboats wliioh piled be- 
tween Brooklyn and New York, Thero 
was no big bridge in those days, and tho 
boys hovered around the ferryboats 
which carried all of tho human freight of 
the two great cities at that time. Tbe 
lad’s real name was Thomas Waller 
O’Grady, and ho descended from a fami- 
ly renowned in Irish history. 

Ouo ancestor is the famous Baron- 
feather O’Grady, Ireland’s greatest 
jurist and the compeer of Grattan, Cur- 
ran, Phillips and other reuowned Irish 
barristers. His grand uncle was Thos. 
Standish Waller O’Grady, the bitterest 
Tory and hardest landlord in tho good 
old bailiwick of Limerick. 

ThomaB Waller O'Grady’s parents died 
while he was almost a child in arms. Ho 
was adopted by an old Dutch family in 
New York, but tho restrictions imposed 
upon the future statesman were bo irk- 
some that he ran away and became a 
newsboy. Many is the time in his pre- 
carious calling in those days that young 
Tom was compelled to sleep in a dry 
goods box at night after an unsatisfac- 
tory day’s labor. Tom had dropped the 
family name and was known by his 
youthful associates as Tom Waller. One 
day while crossing the Fulton ferry from 
Brooklyn to New York he met a fussy 
old gentleman, who wished a copy of the 
Hartford Courant. It was the favorite 
paper of his native town, and, as he 
thought, away ahead of all metropolitan 
journals. Of course New York news- 
boys did not sell country papers, and 
Tom told him so. 

“However,” said the cute little fellow, 
in a reassuring way, “I think 1 can get 
it foryou.” By rood luck Tom had seen 
an old lady in the saloon reading that 
very paper, whioh he recognized by the 
ancient type in its headliue, and he 
forthwith came up to the dame and 
offered to exchange a copy of a New 
paper for the media; val country sheet. 
The lady was a New Englander and 
ready for a bargain. She had read the 
Courant, and bad no further use for it. 
She thought she bad made a clever deal 
when she exchanged the country morn- 
ing paper for a bright metropolitan eve- 
ning journal. Tom knew he had. When 
he presented the Courant to the fussy 
old gentleman, that dignitary give him 
a dollar for his pains. Then he inquired 
his name. 

“Tom Waller.” promptly responded 
the newsboy. The old gentleman stood 
aghast. It was his own name. He took 
down the lad’s address, looked up his 
references, and in a fortnight adopted 
him. He bad no children and Tom was 
bis idol. He gave him a sound prelimi- 
nary education and theu sent him to 
Yale College.

With a grunt uml a shrug the heavy 
old fellow lighted about half an inch of 
tallow caudle, and telling mo, “Como on, 
then," led the way out of a side door anil 
up dirty, rickety stairs to what might 
bo called the “front attic.” As wo 
passed a door on the second floor a wom- 
an’s voice culled to the man. I suppose 
she asked him what ho was doing, as he 
answered that ho was only going to 
show “dis feller to bet.” 

Tho room in which ho plueed mo was 
menu in every way— one strip of rag 
carpet in the middle, u poor bed under 
each slope of the roof. Ho placed the 
candlestick on a rude shelf, uml with a 
grunt took his departure. 

I looked uround — and did not like tho 
appearance of things. 1 saw u lot of 
rough clothing piled on a broken chair 
by one bedside.

Then I pulled tho old slouch 
hut us far over my ears us |>ossiblo, 
turned dowu the blankets, uud with 
boots, overcout uud hut on, turned into 
the bed. 

Tho pistols I placed ouo on each side 
of me; the kuife I laid under my buck. 
1 wakeeed Mho who totullv exlr'nnt- 


ed, was asleep on the floor, made him 
jump in anil He down close to me, And 
then pulled the blankets over us both. I 
quickly dropped into a half sleep. A 
movement from the other creaky bed 
awakened me. I opened my eyes, and 
by tho dull snow light which straggled 
through the single window could see the 
outlines of the man in the other bed, Anil 
ho was sitting up. 

In an instant I was on the alert., but 
made ro movement. He leaned forward 
and seemed to listen. Then he dropped 
down again. In about five minutes ho 
onco moro raised himself and for a time 
was motionless. Then one leg was put 
outside the cover; then the other, ami he 
stood erect. With the utmost caution he 
invested his long legs in their proper 
garments, and then gathering up his oth- 
er clothing and boots in his arms ho 
stolo quietly as a robber out of the room. 

I heard him descend tho stairs anil 
knock lightly on the door of tho land- 
lord’s chamber.

I could recognize tho shuffling of 
stocking shod feet on the first floor and 
could hear a steady conversation for 
about 15 minutes. Then all was quiet 
for a time. Next 1 heard a heavy, but 
cautions tread, ascending to the land- 
lord’s room, and tho woman’s whispers 
were renewed.

A Dig Lobeter round. 

Thero is a lobster fnrm.or pound, a« it 
is called, 12 acres in extent at Southport, 
Me. This pound is the most successful 
on the coast, whence 1.000,000 lobsters 
are shipped each year. The pound is 
formed by building a solid dam across a 
tidewater cove. This ilum does not quite 
rise to high watermark, but across the 
top is placed <• fence of iron rods, per- 
mitting a daily change of water and pre- 
venting the lobsters from escaping. In 
the spring and fall business is most brisk. 

When the fishermen bring tho lobsters 
to tho pound, the “fish,” as they are 
called, are hoisted to the dam, measured, 
and those which are more than 101 
inches long, the legal limit, are thrown in. 
If a lobster iH clever, his life in tho pound 
may bo long and full of joy. If ho is 
stupid, he will be fished, out with a drag 
seine and packed in a barrel, wiih a piece 
of ice for a pillow, r ^ sent to Boston. 
The seino is made o,.„out twine and is 
weighted at tho bottom with a heavy 
chain. Along’the top is a row of corks, 
which sustain tho weight of tho seino 
while the chain drngs on the bottom of 
the pound. 

A single enst of this seino will bring 
up lobsters enough to fill 1 1 barrels. The 
chain as it sweeps along the bottom stirs 
up tho lobsters, which immediately shoot 
backward into the slack twine. In tak- 
ing them out the men wear heavy mit- 
tens, though oven then they are often 
nipped. In the pound the lobsters are 
feil on salt herring, inen rowing about 
in skiffs und pitching the herring over- 
board. This is called “feeding the chick- 
ens,” and it takes nbout six barrels to 
mako a light luncheon for the flock.— 
Boston Globe. 


Tlio Cat III Ancient Times. 

The cat was so very Highly regarded in 
England at one time, both as u rat and 
mouso catcher, and as an ornament to 
society, that we find tho following salu- 
tarv law passed by ono of the princes 
of Wales: 

“If any one steal or kill a Cat that 
guards the Prince's Granery, he is to 
forfeit a milch Ewe, its Fleece and 
Lamb. Or, as much Wheat as, when 
poured upon the cat suspended from its 
tail, with the head touching tho floor, 
would form a heap high enouglit to cover 
the tip of tho former.” 

Though the Welsh hud a high opinion 
of the cat, the ancient Egyptians had a 
still higher. These intelligent and civ- 
ilized people treated cats with great dis- 
tinction. It was a crime to kill them, 
and when they died they received a pub- 
lic burial, at which the people mourned, 
having first shaved off their eyebrows as 
a token of Borrow. The most prominent 
cats were upon death embalmed in drugs 
and spices, and cat mummies have been 
found side by side with those of kings. 
When Cambyses, tho Persian, attacked 
the Egyptian city of Pelusis, ho cunning- 
ly provided his soldiers with cats in- 
stead of shields. When tho host ad- 
vanced, the Egyptians retired in confu- 
sion upon discovering that they would bo 
unable to do damage to their enemy 
without seriously imperiling tho lives of 
vast numbers of cats. And so the city 
was taken easily and without the loss of 
blood or of a cat. It cannot be disputed 
that tho ancient Egyptian cats must have 
enjoyed life very much.— St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. 

“Yankee Doodle.’* 

The tune of “Yankee Doodle” has had 
seven or eight treatises written upon it 
in the last 80 years, ascribing it to vari- 
ous dates and origins, even back to Tho 
Netherlands and tho days of Cromwell 
und the Charleses. Dr. George Grove of 
London, author of the “Dictionary of 
Music and Musicians,” has investigated 
thoroughly the various musical libraries 
and the British museum in Euglnnd, 
finding no traces of it whatever, thus ex- 
ploding all the mystical, traditional and 
apocliryplial accounts thereof. 

But “Yankee Doodle” had au origin 
uud lias a history. It was written by 
Dr. Richard Schuchburg, whose corn- 
emission dates 1787, in tho French and 
* Indian war of 1755 under General Jef- 
frey Amherst and was intended as a 
“take off” ou tho “rag, tag and bobtail" 
recruits of the colonies that came into 
the army. It “took” so well, however, 
that tho Americans have ever adopted it 
and would not part with it for anything. 
The first words, 

Futher and 1 went down to camp, 
were in the Boston Journul in 1768, and 
the first record of tho tune is iu Arnold's 
“Two to One,’’ 1780, so that “Yankee 
Doodle," ultbough written by u British 
surgeon, is really American. — Boston 
Transcript. 


Economy la Foot Wear. 

The neatest und most economical pos- 
sible foot wear is u low cut shoe of a 
special pattern to be worn with gaiters 
to mutch each dress. This style of foot 
clothing has many advantages. The low 
shoe is easily aired, und the inner sole 
will retain tho odors of tho foet with tho 
ueutest of persons if not properly aired, 
especially when one walks much. Tho 
gaiter breaks the apparent size of a largo 
foot and forms a very attractive finish 
when matched to costumes. 

Skirts rubbing against tho front of 
high kid boots will wear the seam, while 
tho lower part remains iu perfect condi- 
tion. Gaiters, upou tho other hand, can 
bo changed as soon as defaced and worn 
with the same boot. Many pretty gaiters 
are possible for different occasions and 
styles of dress. — Jeuuess Miller Monthly.

From A Photographic (Jallery to the 
Stars.

Fatherless and destitute at the close 
of the war he began at the sge of eight 
to work in a large photogrnhic studio In 
Nashville, and followed the occupation 
of photographer until 1883.” 

'In 1888 he was offered a position in 
the Lick Observatory, then about to be 
opened with the lnrgest equatorial and 
the best equipment of astronomial in- 
struments in the world. Tnere be com- 
menced a series of brilliant observations 
and discoveries which are familiar to the 
sstionomicnl world aud to the readers of 
scientific literature. They are recorded 
in the standard astronomical periodicals 
and publications of the world. In July 
1802 he discovered the fifth moon of the 
planet, Jupiter, nnd on the night of Oct 
12th, he discovered a new comet.” 

Think of the contrast which these 
quotations from a recent biographical 
sketch present. A poor boy of eight 
who had but two months instruction in 
a con mon school, going to earn his 
living as errand boy and helper in a 
photographic saloon. That was in 1865. 
In 1892 the same boy grown to manhood, 
but only 35 years old, one of the fore- 
most astronomers of the age, known to 
scientific men the world over, and an 
authority in some of the most difficult 
problems presented by the study of the 
starry heavens. 

The story of the life of Professor Ed- 
ward Emerson Barnard shows what can 
be done when an earnest soul applies it- 
self to noble work. He was faithful to 
his employeis and acquired a full know- 
ledge of photography, but in 1875 when 
he was about IS years old a friend loaned 
him a copy of Dr. D ck’s “Practical 
Astronomer.” He read It with avidity, 
and there was awakened in him that 
thirst forastronomical knowledge which 
led on to the wonderful achievements 
which he has siuce accomplished and 
which may lead to others still gieater. 

His first telescope was made with the 
common lease of it spyglass which he 
mounted in a paper tube. In 1877 after 
careful economy he saved up euough to 
buy a 5 inch telescope, and then began 
bis* careful observations, the iesults of 
which were sent from time to time to 
the scientific journals. 

Iu 1881 he began to search for comets 
aud was successful in finding several. 
He gave up the photographic business 
in 1883 having teceived a fellowship in 
astrouomy at the Vandeibilt University. 
He had been working by day and study- 
ing by night before that, to acquiie a 
good education in all the ordinary 
branches, nnd then while at the univer- 
sity took a thorough course iu English, 
French, GeimaD, Mathematics and 
PbysicB and graduated in 1887. 

What an industrious fellow he must 
have been duriug those years to have ac- 
complished so much, but we must re- 
member that his industrious habits be- 
gan far back when as a little chap of 
eight he had to earn bis own living. 

The case of Professor Barnard is both 
a rebuke and an encouragement. Think 
ot the scores of boys in our towns and 
cities, surrounded by rare oppoitunitics 
for study, and yet how few of them seem 
likely to rise above the average in any 
useful department. They seem to have 
no decided leaning in any din ction ex- 
cept to have what they call “a good 
time” aud to drop into comfoi table, easy 
places where they can make money. 

Especially is this so with many who 
come from families in easy circum- 
stances. One might well think that 
living in a cultivated atmosphere, with 
access to libraries aud with so many 
helps nt band, they would rise from the 
common place and take rank among the 
world’s benefactors in some of the many 
avenues which are always openiug to dis 
tinguisbed ability. It is saddeniug to 
realize that with all of the increase of 
oppoitunities for culture not a large pro- 
portion of our boys are making that mil 
use of them which we have a right to 
expect. Here wns a boy without early 
advantages required to earn his living 
when be wns only eight yeais old, and 
yet rising up before he was tbiity years 
old to such eminence tbat his reputation 
became world wide in one of the most 
exact sciences. 

But if his case rebukes the sloth and 
lack of ambitiou of so nrauy it is also au 
encouragement to any boy who is de- 
tei mined to be something, nnd to do 
some good work in this world while be 
stays here. 

If young Barnard conquered difficulties 
and lose up to prominence other bojs 
enu do the same. There are numberless 
witvi oppn^d aud “there is always room 
at the top.”

THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


The drift in favor of nominating Mr. 
Greenhalge seems to be too strong to be 
overcome, from present indications, and 
the frequent Greenhalge conferences 
that have been held all over tho state 
shows how carefully the boom in his 
favor has been worked up. 

Evidently the experiences of tho last 
few years is to be again repeated. Each 
year popular sentiment seems to be dis- 
tinctly and decidedly in favor of some 
particular candidate, and apparently 
nothing can interfere with his nomina- 
tion. Then the political workers begin 
to take up the matter, conferences are 
held, and ‘‘missionary 1 ’ work is done, 
with the result that the candidate who 
seemed to be the popular favorite is left 
and another min is chosen. But it is 
one thing to get a candidate nominated 
and another to secure his election, as 
the history of the last two or three years 
has proved. History has an uncomfort- 
able way of repeating itself, especially in 
politics. 

The Pillsbury men may not make much 
of a showing at the caucuses, but they 
all have votes, they are said to feel very 
bitter and they especially dislike the 
combination between the friends of 
Greenhalge and Hart, by which many 
caucuses have been carried against their 
candidate, especially in Boston. There 
is trouble too from the friends of Mr. 
Wolcott, who have had Mr. Pillsbury for 
their second choice. A good deal of 
amusement has been caused at the ex- 
pense of some of Mr. Wolcott’s friends, 
by the story that they were induced to 
attend the Greenhalge conferences, on 
the ground that the Greenhalge men had 
*Mc. Wolcott for their second choice. It 
3 eems incredible that any intelligent 
men could have believed this, as the 
reasons against nominating Mr. Pills- 
bury apply with equal force against Mr. 
Wolcott, but such appears to have been 
ithe case. 

The situation is likely to become un- 
pleasant, and the Pillsourv men are 
already pointing out that Mr. Greenhalge 
has often run for office in Lowell aud 
been defeated, and that although he is 
an eloquent speaker he is quite a* apt to 
make enemies as friends by his speeches, 
and they say that it will take an unusual 
amount of enthusiasm to elect him. 
They also point out that John E. Russell 
is an exceptionally popular mau, and a 
•very pleasiug speaker, aud that the Re- 
publicans will need every vote they can 
possibly get, to win this fall. Those 
Republicans who voted for William E. 
Russell would have voted for either Mr. 
Pillsbury or Mr. Wolcott, but they will 
not be any more likely to vote for Mr. 
Greenhalge than for Mr. Allen or Mr. 
JOaile, 

^Evidently the election, which promised 
at the start to be all in favor of the Re- 
publicans, will be close enough to be ex- 
citing, if Mr. Greenbaliie is nominated. 


if he accumulates one of the modern big 
foi tunes, he does it at tho expense of the 
public. Tho many lose and one man 
gains. Jay Gould was the best known 
example of how a largo fortune is built 
up from tho losses of the many, by the 
wrecking of railroads in which the many 
had invested their small means, and by 
other such methods. No one man can 
make such enormous gains except at the 
expense of the publio, which is a fact 
often forgotten in the deference we pay 
to the great millionaires. The methods 
followed may have been what we are 
accustomed to oall legitimate, but they 
will hardly bear a too searching investi- 
gation. It is for this reason that when 
one of these many times a millionaire 
dies the public feel that they have been 
defrauded if he makos no large public 
bequests, as a sort of restitution. For 
this reason t te demaud is increasing 
every year that the law shall take hold of 
and ‘regulate this matter, aud the na- 
tionalists and populists are growing in 
strength and Dumbers. If tho law does 
not tako hold of the matter, many appre- 
hend that the time will come when there 
will be a revolution directed against the 
plutocracy, which, although it may be 
bloodless, will bring about a radical 
change from present methods. Other 
countries have had such, aud in some of 
our Western states signs of revolt against 
present methods are becoming frequent 
and threatening. 


Thf. fatal accident at the Centre street 
crossing, this week, by which a young 
and promising life was lost, was a de. 
plorable affair, and the more so because 
the grade crossings ought to have been 
abolished months ago. The delay in the 
matter has been a needless one, and this 
terrible accident ought to forcibly call 
attention to this fact. Narrow escapes 
at this crossing are of daily occurrence, 
and the utmost care on the part of the 
flagman and the public are needed. The 
local trains come out from Boston, and 
after the passeugers have had time to 
reach the crossiags, some express train 
thunders past, aud dozens of times a day 
the flagman has to forcibly detain pas- 
sengers who can not see the express on 
account of the local train. Of course it 
is easy to say that no one should cross 
the tracks when the gates are down, but 
life is uot long enough to wait for the 
brief occasions when the gates are lifted. 
It is frequently the case that one local 
train will be stauding at the station, an- 
other is approaching, aud freight or 
express trains are passing on the through 
tracks. Public safety would demand 
that no through train should pass the 
station when a passenger train is stop- 
ping there, and* the same is true of he 
crossings in Newtonville, and West 
Newton, which are equally dangerous. 
Such a rule should be enforced, although 
it would be^ery objectiouablo to tho rail- 
road company, and would cause an em- 
phatic demand for the abolition of all 
the grade crossings at once, Iu behalf 
of the railroad company it should be 
said that they were ready more than a 
year ago to make arrangements for the 
separation of the grades, and that they 
are not responsible for the long delay. 
How many more fatal accidents must we 
have, before some steps are taken to re- 
move this s urce of danger. 


of eleotion in a close contest. Mr. Pills- 
bury on the other hand would attrsot all 
classes of votors, and if it is desired to 
eleot a candidate, it would seem to bo 
the wisest policy to nominate the man 
who can get the most vote*. Borne of 
the Greenhalge workers ask what Mr. 
Pillsbury has ever done for his party, 
but the majority, of voters like him for 
the very reason that ho has not been n 
more party man and wire puller, for 
they believe that he is a good deal more 
of a man for that very reason. 


The Representative question promises 
now to be settled by the renominalion of 
Messrs. Estabrooke and Chester, al- 
though it is impossible of course to say 
what may develop before the convention 
is held. Mr. Estabrook has only held 
office one term and is untitled to a re- 
nomination, and those who approve of 
faithful discharge of duties should see 
that he gets .it Mr. Chester has held 
office two terms, and it looks now as 
though be would bo renominated for a 
third term without ■ pposition, as he has 
been a valuablo member for Newton to 
have in the General Court. His position 
is said to be that while he will not do any- 
thing to secure a renomination, or even 
ask a man for his vote, he will servo an- 
other year if the people of Newton want 
him. There has boeu some talk of other 
candidates, but so far no one seems to 
be seeking the office, which is something 
so unusual in Newtou politics as to cause 
surprise. Perhaps this may be due to 
the recent hard times.

There was some sharp criticism of 
the street lighting, by some of the aider- 
men, on Monday night, but the gas com- 
pany offisials say that they visit the 
police station every morning to receive 
reports of lamps that are not in perfect 
order, and that men are immediately 
sent to atteud to them. Newton is a 
very large district to cover, and it is not 
surprising that amoug the many hundred 
of lights, some do not work satisfactory 
every night. As for the uew incandes- 
cent lights that are ordered, they are 
scattered over a large extent of territory, 
and the new lamps necessitate the re- 
arrangement of the circuits, so that 
putting up the new lamps is a matter of 
time, but they say they are pushing the 
work as fast as possible. A good deal is 
said of the excellent way the Wellesley 
streets are lighted, but Wellesley has 
beeu wise enough to adopt one system, 
and doe* uot have arc lights here aud 
there, which make all other lamps seem 
feeble by contrsct. Streets 


The railroad commissioners gave a 
hearing td the Concord street crossing 
at Lower Falls, this week, a report of 
which will be found on another page* 
This is a dangerous crossing, as it is not 
possible to see the approach of trains in 
one direction, and that some terrible 
accidents have not happened there is due 
more to the good luok of those using the 
crossing, than to anything else. Every 
crossing in the city ought to bo protected 
by either gates or a flagman or both. 
Aud the railroad corporation can well 
afford to give Newton people such pro- 
tection. Grade crossings ought not to 
be allowed in the city, in the first place, 
but since we have them, they should be 
made as safe as possible.

Weeks before the royal wodding It 
was openly whispered that the Duke of 
York, a gallant , sailor and a gentleman 
had tnndo a false step, lmd been forget- 
ful of his princely and knightly duties 
and obligations, and had, in fact, boon 
secretly married and involved himself in 
a mesalliance, repugnant to his sense of 
honor and illegal in tho eyes of the well 
known statuto law.

THE PHILOSOPHY OF NOISE. 


Aversion t«* IHaltirhitne* la a Symptom of 
Nonrollc llf|f>n«ratlon. 

A woman suffering from neuralgia sta- 
tions her son to keep lmys from making 
a noise in front of the house. A 1 >oy 
comes by whistling— a performance in 
which wo must recognize a natural, 
wholesome and boylike act, whereupon 
there enRues a short, sharp fight between 
the pair, in which onois accidentally cnt. 
The upshot is not important; the origin 
of it is. 

It has long been usual to accord spe- 
cial privileges to invalids in relieving 
them against noise. Formerly straw 
would ho strewn in the street, and thou- 
sands of persons who were not sick 
would he inconvienced to ease the pains 
of one who was. In part, this custom 
was one of ostentation. It could be 
practiced only by the influential who 
were exalted by making themselves a 
nuisance. When death ensued, a hatch- 
ment was set ii]) in tho same spirit of 
vainglory. All tho windows in the 
house were closed for a term, the dura- 
tion of which was fixed by custom, hut 
which boro a relation to tho estate of the 
deceased and the consequent degree of 
exaltation descending upon his heirs. 

All healthy animals delight in noise. 
The description includes barbarous folk 
and children. Dogs bark (curs only 
sneak off), birds screum, hoys shout, 
girls clap hands to their ears in sweet 
confusion, horses paw, all animate na- 
ture responds to the exhilaration of noise. 
The sick do not. In every form of sick- 
ness the nervous fnnetion is deranged. 
As we have seen above mankind has 
shown its appreciation of this fact by its 
customs. Excessive sensibility to noise 
is thus one symptom of neurotic degen- 
eration. It is the mark of one broad dis- 
tinction between the state of civilization 
and its opposite. It testifies to one part 
of the price which that state exacts from 
man on his physical side. 

Within civilization itself indifference 
to noise is one of the distinctions of a 
system rudely healthful, both in body 
and mind. The converse of this propo- 
sition is equally true. Whenever a per- 
son displays peculiar sensitiveness to 
noise we may know that the case is one 
of an unwholesome mind in an unwhole- 
some body. From the fact that the dis- 
turbance is essentially a neurotic one it 
follows that it is controllable to a great 
extent by the will. Much of the dis- 
turbance that is experienced from noise 
can be put completely aside by exercise 
of the will. A barking dog may keep 
one person awake while his healthier or 
wiser neighbor sleeps tho sleep of the 
just. Under tlie pinging of the cable 
car hells a valetudinarian subsides into 
frenzy while his younger clerk is lapped 
in dreams of the equally nnconsoions 
typewriter on the next floor. The con- 
trast here need not bo one of relative 
strength of mind merely; one of the two 
minds is sick. 

In suen a case the will power is im- 
paired. It would probably be found that 
the complaining person is also irritable, 
passionate, perhaps consumed by self 
contemplation. In many cases of this 
order relief could no doubt be gained 
through treatment by suggestion. But 
in vastly the greater number the patient 
is competent to minister to himself. He 
is still capable of exerting the will, and 
in this exercise lies complete and per- 
manent cure. Furthermore, the cure 
does not apply alone to the particular 
noise that may have called for it. It will 
be found to have influenced the mind 
permanently. The injurious effects at- 
tributed to noise do not proceed from 
without, hut from within. They do not 
inhere in the aerial vibrations, hut in the 
mental response made to them. 

Finally it ought to he observed that 
the disease is one that increases by be- 
ing yielded to. The noise that is first 
noticed as au annoyance in some mo- 
ment of irritation, anxiety or other nerv- 
ous disturbance can he nursed into an 
object of horror. Time was when folks 
thought sensitiveness to noise to he evi- 
dence of high strung character. They 
were rather proud of it and trotted it 
forth in public. The world knows bet- 
ter now. It erects hospitals for the Mrs. 
Wittitterlys, whom it rather admired 
in Nicholas Nicklehy’s time. It no 
longer holds poor Tom of Bedlam for in- 
spired, and since it has learned how 
much sickness is either n fruit or a phase 
of ignorance it is getting a little sick of 
those sick folks, at least of whom it has 
a right to look for something better.— 
New York Evening Sun.

If the dot is du- 
plicated upou like facets you eau rest as- 
sured that the stone is a fraud, hut if 
not it is a good stone Tlie comuiou be- 
lief that a stoue can lie tested by filing is 
erroneous, for the best diamond ever cut 
will splinter and break wlieu rasped with 
this instrument.— St. Louis Globe- Dem- 
ocrat.

A Telegraph Line Before Morse’s. 

Honor to tho poineersin tho vast field 
of science! Mr. John Sime has published 
at tho Chiswick Press in pamphlet form 
a very interesting memoir of Sir Francis 
Ronalds. Twenty yenxs before Whoat- 
stono and Cooke or Morso had patented 
their improvements in tho telegraph, in- 
deed whilo the first two were respective- 
ly lads of 13 and 14 years of age, Ro- 
nalds had sent messages over eight miles 
of overhead wires of his own construc- 
tion and had laid and worked a service- 
able underground lino of telegraph of 
sufficient length to demonstrate the 
practicability of communication by tele- 
graph between long distances. 

Details of his overhead telegraph wires 
were published by him in 1823. Ro- 
nalds’ residence nt Hammersmith, where 
theso experiments wero carried out, is 
the houso now and for long past occu- 
pied by Mr. William Morris, tho poet, 
who has caused a tablet to be placed on 
the wall bearing tho inscription, “The 
first electric telegraph, eight miles long, 
was constructed hero in 1810 by Sir 
Francis Ronalds, F. R. S.,” etc. An 
autotype facsimile of a portrait of this 
father of electric communication ac- 
companies tho publication. — London 
Telegraph. 

Calculating tho Distance of a Storm. 

Although lightning and thunder occur 
always simultaneously, mi interval of 
shorter or longer durat >u is usually ob- 
served between these two phenomena, 
which is due to tho fact that sound trav- 
els only at the rate of 1,100 feet per sec- 
ond, while the passage of light is almost 
instantaneous. Based upon this fact, it 
is un easy matter to tell, at least approx- 
imately, how many miles a thunder- 
storm is away. A normal pulse will 
beat about one stroke to tho second, and 
by counting the pulse beats during the 
interval of tho lightning and the thunder 
the lapse of seconds is arrived at and 
consequently the number of feet, which 
can be reduced to miles. , 

For example: If 80 seconds elapse be- 
tween the flash of the lightning and the 
crash of thunder, the storm center is at 
a distance of ^3,000 feet, or abont 64 
miles. An almost accurate calculation 
can be made by usiug a watch with a 
minute dial.— St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Uso Pure Wuter Freely. 

Unhygienic habits report themselves 
unmistakably in the skin both in color 
and odor. To health and beauty it is 
essential that one should use pure water 
(raiu water is best) frequently and free- 
ly and follow its U6e with brisk friction 
all over the body with a piece of coarse 
flannel, which is a wonderful aid to a 
soft and glowing skin, as it stimulates 
healthful circulation. Sun undair biiths 
are necessary to tho proper nutritive 
functions of tho skin, and daily atten- 
tion to the promptings of nature is im- 
perative to save it from becoming a ve- 
hicle for offensive exhalation. Care will 
do much to put off the evil day of wrin- 
kles and decay.— Exchange. 


They Make Auroras to Order. 

Artificial miniature auroras of the 
borealis variety have been produced by 
both De la Rive, the French savant, ar.d 
Lenstrom, the Swedish iistronomer. In 
Professor Lenstrom’s experiments, 
which were made in Finland, the peak of 
a high mountain was surrounded with a 
coil of wire, pointed at intervals with 
tin nibs. Tho wire was then charged 
with electricity, whereupon a brilliant 
aurora appeared above tho mountain, in 
which spectroscopic analysis revealed 
the greenish yellow rays so character- 
istic in nature’s display of “northern 
lights.”— St. Louis Republic. 


Worse Than Wicked.

HORSE STEALING RECORD. 


ALL PREVIOUS ONK8 BROKEN BY TIIOMAS 
COLEMAN. 

For an itinerant horse thief, Thome* 
Coleman, alias John Murphy, who la 
wanted by the police of Nashua, N. H., 
Shiiley, Linooln, Maynard and Malden, 
has a record unequalled for a short 
carror. 

Some threo weeks ago he hired a team 
in Nashua, N. H., and drove to Carlisle, 
this state, where Ire traded the entire rig 
for a cow, a watch, several hens and $5 
in money. The latter was not paid him 
at the time of sale, but was promised in 
a few days. 

From Carlisle he wont to Shirley 
villnge, where he hired another rig from 
Stablokeeper Fairbanks, ostensibly to 
take a fishing trip. From there ho drove 
back to Carlisle to collect the $5 due. 
The woman of the house, where the 
trade was made, informed him that 
Nashua officers had been there and taken 
the team, and that they wero after him. 

He immediately left without bis $5, 
aud went to Newton, where he traded 
the horse hired in Shirley to a French- 
man, getting iu return a roan mare. In 
what manner he disposed of the latter 
animal is not known. 

Coleman next appeared in Malden, 
where he hired a team at a livery stable 
and immediately returned to Newton, 
ranking trade No. 2 with the Frenchman, 
receiving the Shirley horse and $15 in 
money for the Malden horse. 

He next appeared in Waliham, Sept. 2, 
where he put up his rig — the Shirley 
horse and the Malden buggy— at G. E. 
Kirwin’s stable. Here it remained until 
Labor day, when he drove to Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s iu Lincoln, where he remained 
until the 18th, whon lie took Mr. Ken- 
ned>’s harness and express wagon and 
drove to Mnynari. Here he hired a 
team nt the livery stable of Samuel King, 
leaving Kennedy’s harness and wagon, 
and lo ding the Shirley horse. In Water- 
town he traded the latter to a band of 
gipsies for a dog aud other property. 

Going from thero to Bartlett’s stable 
in Somerville, he traded King’s buggy 
for a road wagon. A short drive 
brought him to Buxton’s stable in Cam- 
bridge. where he put up bis rig. Taking 
his harness he started for Boston, snying 
be had another horse at a sale stable io 
that city. Since that time his where- 
abouts have uot been known. 

The Malden borBe which was traded to 
the Frenchman in Newton has been re- 
covered by Malden officers, and the 
Shiiley horse, traded to the gypsies, was 
recovered by Inspector McKenna of 
Waltham ^and Officer Cooney of Water- 
town, aneits owner was notified. 

Coleman Is described as being 26 years 
old, Hbout 5 feet 10 inches to height, 
weighs about 170 pounds, is of sandy 
complexion and has a sandy moustache. 
He has several other aliases. The 
amonnt of bis stealings in the three 
weeks amouut to about $2000.

The lailroad commissioners gave a 
hearing Tuesday morning to the ma ter 
of the petition of the mayor and aider- 
men of Newton asking that a gate and 
tUgman be placed at the Concord street 
crossing of the Boston & Albany railroad 
at Newton Lower Falls. 

By request of Chairman Sanford, City 
Solicitor Slocum stated the nature of the 
travel at the point where the gate and 
flagman were desired. There were about 
thirty-six trains a day at the crossing, he 
said. The locomotive was compelled to 
run often at the back of the trains, which 
made the running of trains somewhat 
hazardous, the engineer not being able 
to see well ahead of him. 

William P. Morse of Weston, an em- 
ploye in the city engineer’s office, was 
the first witness examined. He ex- 
plained to Chairman Sanford the nature 
of the section about and near the cross- 
ing, maps of whioh he presented for ex- 
amination. He considered the crossing 
should be guarded, as desired in the 
petition. 

Witness admitted to Counsel Hoar that 
the smoke from the locomotive could be 
seen from the back of the trains when 
run that way. 

Edward A. Hunting of Newton Lower 
Falls, who said ho and his family were iu 
tho habit of driving across the railroad 
ciossing, considered it very dangerous 
at that point aud should have a gate aud 
flagman. 

Herbert S. Ware of Auburudale also 
thought it a dangerous point. Had 
driven an ice wagon across the track 
there. The greatest danger was going 
t /ward Weston. 

To Counsellor Hoar he said he had 
never heard of auy oue kiiug injure J. 

Arthur R. Andrews of NewtouyiUe 
considered the crossing dangerous. He 
admitted the orossiug oould he seen be- 
fore approached. 

Lewis E. G. Green agreed with tho 
previous witness. His experience with 
die crossing was, however, limited. 

Edward E. Hardy of Aubmudale said 
traiuB c juld not be seeu well coming from 
Riverside. It was dangerous. 

Bernard Early had the same story to 
tell as Mr. Iluidy. 

Similar testimony was given by a num- 
ber of other wituesHes, aud Counsel Hoar 
then* called Geueral Manager Barnes of 
the Bostou A- Albany railroad, who said 
he had beeu au official of the road thirty- 
eight years, aud geueral mauager since 
18£4, aud liuri never heard of a death or 
au accident on the orossiug at Couoord 
street. The city of Newtou had never 
complained, aud the first information he 
had of the matter was who 1 he saw a 
notice of the heariug in the uewspapers. 
He afterward received notification from 
the railroad commissioners. 

The matter of the oars preceding the 
etigiue, lie said, should be remedied at 
ouce, us he dicin’ t consider that a proper 
way to uropel cars. He had not Known 
personally that it was being done. He 
didn’t consider thut the orossiug needed 
u gate ora fiugmuu. The Gains rau by 
at the rate of ten miles au hour, aud 
from tal'ies he had caused to be taken he 
found that the average travel over the 
ciossiug was eight foot passengers aud 
four teams per hour. 

To questions of Chairman Saufoid. Mr. 
liarues said the expense of the tlagmeu 
would be $1000 a year, as two men would 
be required. The expeuse of putting up 
the gates would be about $200 or $3C0. 
The cure of these gates would also re- 
quire two meu. 

Chairman Saufoid suggested that Mi. 
Barues aud Supt. Chesley should meet 
the Newt _>u authorities aud that, with 
them, the railroad officials should iuspecl 
the orossiug aud go over the grouud, aud 
theu sue what wus needed. 

The matter, uutil that had beeu doue, 
was held uuder advisemeut.

came through the mail, and which has 
been applied to the church building fund."

Chas. B. Garey, ■*> nlor partner In the firm 
of Garey A English, carpenters and build- 
ers, came as a shock to his many frlenda 
and business acquaintances. Of course all 
kinds of stories have been afloat this week 
regarding the affair, on very few of whloh 
any reliability can be placed. The affairs 
of the firm were turned over to Mr Harry 
W. Mason as soon as Mr. English ascer- 
tained how matters stood. One of the 
rumors to be heard after Mr. Garey’s ab- 
sence became known was that eighty per 
cent of the firm’s outstanding accounts had 
been collected. With this enme the report 
that various parties had loaned the firm 
large sums of money, recently, varying in 
amount from $ 3,000 down, but nenrly all of 
these reports when investigated are found 
to have little or no foundation In fact, 
One gentleman loaned Mr. Garey $200 a 
fo > weeks since, whloh was promptly re- 

E nld. Another loan of $2-'0 was later made 
y the same party and the payment ns 
promptly met. On the day before he left 
Mr. Garey came to him with a request fur 
another loan of over $ 1 , 000 , which was not 
made, because the gentleman could not 
spare the money at that time, but as he 
told a Graphic reporter, if he had had the 
money he should havo let Mr. Garey have 
it. There are two or three pnrtles who 
have leaned the firm sums anti taken their 
note for the same, but these gentlemen are 
not greatly worried about the matter and 
believe things are not so bad as they 
might seem. One case in particnlar is 
known which happened only a short time 
before he left, where Mr. Garey was afraid 
a note of $800 against him would go to pro- 
test as he had only $?00 to meet it, and was 
very much worried. He managed by great 
exertion to raise $400 more, which he paid 
on the note. Some go so far as to claim 
Mr. Garey has taken from $6,000 to $8,000 
with him, but facts will not bear this out, 
and it is probable he had less than $100 
when he left town. No definite informa- 
tion except In one instance has been 
gained as to his whereabouts. This in- 
stance is furnished by Cnpt. Rowe, who on 
bis return from Maine last week, says he 
saw and talked with Mr. Garey In Water- 
ville. Me., on Friday, kuowing nothing at 
the time of the firm’s embarrassment. It 
Is stated that Mr. English has received a 
letter advising him regarding the disposal 
of certain business mntters, but it re- 
vealed no clue to Mr. Garey’s whereabouts. 
The firm lias been doing a very large busi- 
ness the past two years and have some 
verv valuable contracts on hand at the 
present time. The business has been con- 
ducted largely on a cash basis, the firm 
asking very little credit, but the recent 
stringency in the money market drew 
largely on their resources, and to meet 
their liabilities it became necessary to issue 
time notes. Financial difficulties followed 
and it Is generally believed that the press- 
ure brought to bear by certain creditors 
was more than Mr. Garev could stand and 
that his mind became* unsettled. Mr. 
Garey managed the entire finances of the 
business, his daughter keeping the books 
of the firm, which are found to be correct, 
and Mr. English superintended the carry- 
ing out of the contracts. Mr. Garey has 
been a resident here «i greater part of hl 3 
lifetime, and has boroe an enviable reputa- 
tion as a citizen and business man, and it 
is hoped to see him back again after a short 
absence, and there is little doubt his 
friends would take hold and help the firm 
through their present embarrassment. At 
the creditors’ meeting hell Wednesday in 
Mr. Mason’s Boston office, a committee of 
three, with Alderman Roffe as chairman, 
was appointed to investigate the affairs of 
tile firm aud rep .rt at a second meeting to 
be held Monday. The liabilities are 
placed at about $16,000, which the assets 
are expected to cover.

The Boston Transcript hears that sonic 
of the influential men in Auburndale 
wish to havo another line adopted for 
tho proposed now boulevard through 
that part of Newton, Tho chief objec- 
tion to the location chosen by the Park 
Commissioners is that tbe construction 
of a boulevard at> picpared would not 
result in increasing tiie value of pro- 
perty 'in tiie ward to such an extent as 
it would if Jtho line at Rowe street 
were followed from the West Nowton 
Hue. Tho new«plau contemplates hav- 
ing tbo line leave Auburn street at Rowe 
street, and follow tho latter to a location 
north of Auburn street, would bo fol- 
lowed to tbe Charlos River. The chief 
advantages claimed for tho new plan are 
that it would allow the street to pass 
under the Albany Railroad at Rowe 
street, while it would otherwise bo com- 
pelled to cross over tbe trncks ou a nar- 
row bridge.- 

It is also claimed that a considerable 
saving in the cost of construction could 
bo mado by following tho now route, 
aud that the land being in many places 
low and swampy, could be used more ad- 
vantageously for a boulevard thau for 
any other purpose. Tiie new route is 
considered more picturesque than tbe 
old one and would afford a better and 
wider approach to tbo river park system.

rCRRIRLK TERMINATION OF a PLRAHANT

THE NEW SCHOOLHOTSE WILL FRONT 
ON LINCOLN STREET. 

The dimensions of the structure are 
90x88 feet Th < architecture is iu the 
Romanesque style, from plaDS of Messrs. 
Hartwell A Richardson of Boston. Iu 
the exterior walls brick will be used, 
with trimmings of either red sandstone 
or terra cotta. The upper story will be 
finished in texture woxk. 

The entrances to the building will be 
on Hartford and Lincoiu streets, con- 
nec'iug with large vestibules provided 
with steps leading to the mam corridor, 
which runs from end to end. The 
corridors on ihe first two floors are 
located on the north side of the building, 
and tbe class rooms on tbe sou'h side. 
There arc three class rooms, 2Sx32, on 
the first floor, aad tbe same number ou 
the floor above. The third door con'ams 
ouly two class rooms aud a hall, 34x64, 
provided with a stage. 

Etch class room is connected with two 
coat rooms, the latter having no eu- 
i ranees from the hall, the spaces usually 
taken up for doorways being filled with 
wire screens, the object being to provide 
ventilation, pleuty of air being a necessi- 
ty, especially in the process of dry iug 
wet garments. 

Broad staircases lead from the first 
| floor to tbo*e above, and desceud to the 
i basement, where the boiler room is 
j located, aud where a loom is to he fitted 
j up iu connection with a depart incut of

At 8.15 o’clock a bearing was declared 
oh *1116 petition of C. C. Bragdon of 
Lasell Seminary for permit to set up and 
operate one 15 horse power and one 25 
horse power engine. 

Prof. Bragdon was present aud said 
bis intention was to light the seoiiuary 
with electricity from his owu plant. The 
engines for generating power would be 
located at. the rear of the present boiler 
house. 

No remonstrants appeared aud the 
hearing was closed. 

A hearing was next opened on the 
petition of Mr. A. Robinsou o Modfori 
efor permit for a live horse power engine 
to be. used in a carpenter shop on Cres- 
. cent street. 

The healing closed without remon- 
strance. 

.Aldern an Hunt repoited for the com- 
mittee on sewers recommending that the 
petitions of Gev. Bulleu for sewer on 
private land and for sewer iu Webster 
■ court be granted. Orders were passed 
appointing a hearing on these petitions 
>od uyet, 16 at 7 30 o’clock before the 
board of aldermen and at 7 45 oc’ock, 
Oct. 23, before the common couucil. 

G BANTED. 

Alderman Plummer moved that the 
petition of C. C. Bragdon for engines be 
grained the board, voting favoiably. 

An order was pissed authorizing the 
waier hoard to lay 700 feet of six iticli 
pipe at au expense of $771. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
highway cnrnmi tee to construct concrete 
sidewalks and place edgestouus ou vari- 
ous streets. 

Ald«rman Bothfeld presented an 
order w hicli was passed authorizing the 
highway committee t • lay ut ihu un- 
accepted portion of Ilunnewell avenue 
and authorizing the receipt of certain 
sums from citizens i j teres ted, us a con- 
sideration. 

Au older transferring the sum of $1, 
OOO from t lie appropriation for street 
lights to the appropriation for printing 
was passed. 

1JUILDING ORDINANCE. 

Alderman Thompson moved at this 
time that the ordinance relating to i 
buildings be taken from the laid". The 
motion was carried, and on motlou of 
Alderman Bothfeld the ordinance was 
passed to lie ordained.

MUNICIPAL liOXEH. 

The order which ciine f|om the com- 
mon council last June land which was 
tallied by the aldeimen) authorizing tun 
tire committee to purchase 6 ve fire-alarm 
signal tmxes, for which an appropriation 
of $750 was provided, was unearthed. 
It wus tabled practically because it did 
not provide for the purchase of signal 
boxes of auy particular device, aud as it 
Lad been the outcome of a contest con- 
cerning the respective merits of the 
boxes manufuctuied by the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm aud Municipal companies. 

The tire committee was iu favor of the 
Municipal box, aud there was opposition 
ui its iutroductio iu the upper branoh 
because of au objection to the use of a 


I 

I combination system, the Gamewell box 
I having been used heretofore exclusively 
in the city. 

Alderman Rummery, chairman of the 
fire committee, moved to take the older 
from the table for action. 

Alderman Thompson favored further 
delay in part, he said, because of the ab- 
sence of a member of the hoard. He 
road a communication from tho Game- 
well Company which called attention to 
the good result* attending tho use of i*a 
boxes in Newton, alluding to tho in- 
juries which had resulted from mixing 
systems. Tho terms offered bv them 
were as favornblo as those submitted by 
the Muuicipil Company, and they had 
offered to the oity a box guaranteed to 
be equal in every respect, to the Munici- 
pal box, at 20 per cent. less. Mixed sys- 
tems never worked any considerable 
length of time without serious rosults, 
and attention was callod to Worcester. 
Quincy, Indianapolis and Richmond, 
lnd., and Toronto. Canada, as notable 
examples. None of these had any seri- 
ous trouble at first, but tho final result 
was failure to work. 

A large petition protesting against 
mixed systems had been presented to 
the board and since then representatives 
of tho Municipal Company made earnest, 
efforts to secure action by tho N. K. 
Insurance Exchange, calculated to 
lessen the force of that remonstran ie. 
Their petition to the Exchango was re- 
ferred to the committeo on fire appli- 
ances aud the report emanating was as 
follows: 

“In view of the examination and in- 
vestigation, which has been made, that 
the Exchange place the Municipal Fire 
* Police Telegraph Co. fire alaim ap- 
paratus on its list of approved apparatus 
and that they also approve of tho placing 
of tho Municipal and Gamewell boxes on 
the same circuit should ic be desirable 
to do so ’’ It appears there was no in- 
vestigation but the matter was turned 
over by the committee to a singlo mem- 
ber of the exchange not os the com- 
mittee. This gentleman is a resident of 
Newton near the Munioipil company. 
This action is therefore based on the 
opinion of a single citizsu of Newton. 

The company claim thoy did not have 

roper representation before the city, 

eing refused a hearing by the city 
council, ami being allowed only a limited 
time in which to exhibit their apparatus, 
whereas the Municipal Company were 
given ample facilities. 

Alderman Rumery said regarding the 
petition presented by the Gamewell com- 
pany, that most of the geutlemen whose 
names were upon it werj there through 
misrepresentation, and were just as 
ready now to sign a petition in favor of 
the Municipal company. He read a 
letter from the N. E. Insurance Exchange 
stating that the Municipal company’s 
box had been placed ou its list of ap- 
proved fire alarm signal boxes. He said 
this action of the exchange was that no 
trouble need be apprehended from the 
use of the Municipal box in connection 
with those of the Gamewell company. 
Lawrence had been in just the same 
predicament and had decided in favor of 
the Municipal box. The committee had 
thoroughly investigated this matter* 

Alderman Tbompsou asked from whom 
was the letter from tho N. E. Insurance 
Exchange. He thought it well to know 
how authoritative such a statement was. 
Did it come from the secretary of the 
exchange? 

Alderman Rumery said it was signed 
by C. M. Goddard, a member of the ex- 
change. 

Alderman Thompson did not wish to 
see tho matter hurried through. A 
Newton citizen who has pioperty 
amounting to about $100,000 in the city 
and controls about $200,000 more, had 
said he intended to buy tbe Gamewell 
boxes and present them to the city to 
show how he felt in this matter. 

Alderman Plummer placed little faith 
in petitions. They were very easy to 
get and he doubted not he could get 200 
men to impeach every member of tbe 
board. 

The order then passed in concurrence, 

On motiou of Alderman Plummer the 
commuuicatiou of F. O. Jickson was re- 
fened to the claims oommittee. 

The ordinance relatiog to street lights 
was passed to be enrolled The latter 
provides for a new city office, that of 
superintendent of street lights. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented an order 
which was pissed, authorizing the high- 
way committee to adveitise for pro- 
posals and contract for teams to com- 
iilete the Cheesecake brook improve- 
ments. 

Auer a recess an order authorizing the 
construction of cross walk on Waltham, 
opposite Webster street, was presented 
by Alderman Hunt, and passed. 

Petitions came up from the lower 
branch and were referred in concurrence 
as follows: From J. II. Wheeler for 
street lights on L »well and Sterling 
Htreets; from E. A. Ellis for arc light on 
Centre street; from W. P. Upliam and 
F. E, M scomber for sidewalks. 

The board adjourned. 


i'oimuou Uouncil- 

There was a sensational phase at the 
soBsiou of the common couucil when 
Councilman L. E. G. Green of the street 
light cmimittee sharply criticised the 
Newton aud Waterton Gas aud Electric 
Light Company for failing, he said, to 
carry out it* stieet lighting contract with 
the city. 

It develops upon me, said Councilman 
Green, to make some reply iu the way of 
corieciiou of certain statements relative 
to the manner iu which the Newton Jk 
Watertown G is and Electric Light Com- 
pany his fulfilled its contract with the 
ci t \ , in au editorial iu a local paper; he 
added, the claim was made that the com- 
pmy was I mulshing the city with more 
g t* than it was paying for. This is not 
ti e. The street light committee lias 
caused a measure merit of the burners, 
aud the discovery lias been made that 
th** aveiuge am >uut of gas burned is 
2 6 10 feet pir hour, aud the contract 
calls for four feet. 

It bus been said, too, that the company 
was supplying gas to Newtou at a price 
mu:b lower than other Huburbau cities 
w. re paying. It does not appear to be a 
f ict, as Newtou is pay ing for more gas 
than is uc'ually consumed. 

The claim lias been made that the com- 
pany is obliged to hire cheap help on ac- 
count of the low price received from the 
citv by the terms of tire present contract. 
It is true euouyh that the compauy em- 
ploys cheap help, ami the service is 
naturally poor. 

Auoth r statement iu the local paper 
which 1 desire to correct was to the 
« licet that the stieet light committee hud 
made but one deduction from tbe bills 
oicneuted by the compauy this year. 
The fact is the aggregate deduction to 
Juue was $281, aud that there has been 
hardly a bill that has uot undergone 
some process of deduction. 

The committee has a letter from tbe 
cctnpauy which iutiiuates that it is its 
iuteutiou to give the city the best service 
possible. As au illustration of the sort 
of good service we obtained, it may be 
interesting to know that soon after tbe 
letter was received, all the lights in the 


oity were out, and that tho same thing 
occurrod on aeveral dates during tho 
month of January. Tho superintendent 
of the company waa. apparently, much 
surprised when ho learned theso facts 
and remarked that the inspector must 
havo neglected his duties. 

Tho polico of tho city mnko a daily re- 
port of all the lights not burning. The 
record of September shows more or loss 
out every night. On Sopt. *8, 31 incan- 
descent lights wore out Sept. 10. 23 arc 
lights in ward 1 and 7 and 38 tro lights 
iu other parts of tho oity; Sept. 10 all tho 
lights in the city out. 

The complaints average two or three 
pages per month, tako the year through. 
Another point is tli »t tho electric lights 
are lighted quite often three-quartors of 
an hour later than they should he, and 
put out sooner than the contract calls for. 
For instance, on March 5, they were 
lighted at 0 45 o’clock when they should 
havo been lighted at 5.55 o’clock. They 
were out at 2 o’clock, and should havo 
been kept burning until 6 27 o’clock. It 
frequently happens tint the electric 
lights are put out at 2, 3, or 4 o’clock. 
Thoy aro in »st needed, iu the judgment 
of tho committee, between 3 and 0 
o’clock. 

It appears that the company has a 
monopoly, having no competition, and 
that tho only remedy for tho city is to es- 
tablish its own plant. The street light 
committee, said Councilman Groen, in 
conclusion, will have a recommendation 
to make ere long concerning the advisa- 
bility and necessity of installing a muni- 
cipal plant. It will undoubtedly result 
in the sccuriug of far better service at 
less cost. 

It should be borne in mind that tl • 
contract specifies that tho lanterns shall 
ho kept cioan and tho broken glass re- 
placed. It is not done as it should be. 
Another thing relative to the point made 
in tho local paper that tho company was 
furnishing the city with more gas than 
1c paid for. Since August 1, the com- 
pany has cnanged some of the gas burn- 
ers so that we get one-third less light 
than beforo. It was done during the 
night between 8 and 12.30 o’clock. An 
employee of the company who was ques- 
tioned concerning this move is said to 
have made the statement that it was 
done |because the city wi»b getting too 
much gas. 

None of these statements, added 
Couucilman GreeD, are made at random. 
They can bo substantiated. The city 
pays $100 for aro lights. The cost *o tho 
town of Peabody, maintaining its own 
plant, is $08 72. Newton pays 30 ceuts 
for incandescent electrio lights, Waltham 
pays 24 cents and has much better lights. 
In 23 of the smaller cities of the United 
States, maintaining their own plants, the 
average cost of arc lights is $53 04 per 
annum. Allowing for a depreciation of 
12 per cent and the cost would bo $86 04 
per light. Tbo average cost by the con- 
tract system in 29 cities of about the 
same character as Newtou is $100 01. 
These figures would seem to show that 
Newton is paying fully as much as most 
communities and getting poor servioe. 

ADOI.ISII GRADE CROSSINGS. 

A move in the direction of getting rid 
of the grade crossings was made in the 
lower branch and the following resolu- 
tions offered by Councilman Briston 
were adopted unanimously: 

Resolved, that in rhe opinion of this 
board, tbe rapidly growing population 
along tbe line of the Boston & Albany 
railioad and the consequent necessity for 
additional trains to accommodate the in- 
creased traffic, render the grade cross- 
ings of tho main line of said railroad iu 
Newtou a constant menace to the public 
safety. 

Resolved, that the report upon the 
separation of said grade crossings by tho 
expert civil engineers appointed by order 
of the city council of 1892, presenting a 
solution of the problem (rh<it of olevating 
tbe present road bed), which, it is be- 
lieved, is generally accepted as best for 
the city and in harmony with tbe plans 
of the railroad comoauy; be it therefore 

Resolved, that this board believes that 
the public interests demand early and 
decided action in the premises, and re- 
spectfully requests the mayor and alder- 
men to proceed, without delay, with due 
regard to all provisions of law governing 
the matter. 


NEWTON SCHOOL HOARD. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE CALLS FOR $146,- 

301 FOR NEXT YEAR’S EXPENSES. 

The first fall meeting of the school 
board was held at Newtouville Wednes- 
day evening, the mayor presiding. 

The yearly report of Supt. G. I. Aldrich 
was presented. It called attention to the 
extension of nature study in Latin and 
algebra instruction as recently intro- 
duced in the grammar schools. Its suc- 
cess had been marked, and he predicted 
that it would result in a great broadening 
• if tbe course of instruction in the High 
s hool. Attention was also called to the 
cst lolishment of kiudergarteu schools, 
of which seven are now in full operation 
iu different parts of the city. 

In hi* monthly report, tbe superinten- 
dent recommended tiiat the city couucil 
be urgently requested to provide an addi- 
tiou to tbe Pierce school of six rooms. 
The cost of the addition, it was stated, 
would be about $14 IXX) 

A hearing was grauted on a petitiou to 
change tbe name of the Prospect school 
to the Wade school, iu honor of the late 
Hot.. Levi C. Wade, who was its first 
master. Tin re were no remonstrants, 
aud au order requesting such change, to- 
gether with the petitiou, was forwaded 
the city councd. 

Thu sum of $1 1,474.99 was appropi lated 
for expenses of the current mouth, and 
repoi t of the fin nice committee called for 
an appropriation of $145,301 for next 
year’s expenses, an increase over last 
year of about $9<KX). 

Miss Nellie B. Kind was grauted oue 
year’s leave of absence from the Lincoln 
school. Clara M. Woodward was ap- 
pointed first assistant at tbe Oik Hill 
school, with a salary of $700. aud Lillie 
E. Brown was appointed assistant iu the 
Mason school, w ith a salary of $020. 

The board adjourned.

His Appeal to Itcpnbllcan Fairness. 

To the Editor of the GnaPiito:— 

If I know the intelligent Republicans 
of Newton, and l think I do from a resi- 
dence of 20 years, I feel certain that 
they want every citizen to vote ns his 
conscience dictates. In that spirit they 
selected that just man, Hon. J. R. Lee- 
son to oouncil with the Governor, 
have admired his fairness in tho potty 
Councillor squabble of 1803, Newton de- 
mands his renomiuation. With intelli- 
gent Republicans I orave a hearing. The 
Massachusetts Bill, of Rights, Art. IX, 
daclares “All elections ought to be free; 
and all the inhibitants of this Common- 
wealth, having such qualifications as 
they shall establish by their frame of 
government, have an equal right to elect 
officers, and bo elected, for public em- 
ployments.” 

The Republican party legislature by a 
strict party vote, is the first that ever 
dared to ruthlessly trample upon that 
sacred right. It deliberately disfran- 
chises 10.000 Prohibition party voters. 
With malice and aforethought nt an 
unsuspecting moment iti 1800 it enacte.i 
an amendment to the Australian ballot 
law that declares every Prohibition party 
caucus null and void, if it cannot muster 
25 qualified voters, who muse bo present 
and participate therein, whilo two Re- 
publicans, no matter what their qualifi- 
cations, may constitute a caucus of their 
party and make its nominations. This 
amendment is no part of the ohgiual 
Australian ballot law. ThiB means that 
10,000 Christian, patriotic voters, many 
of whom are veterans of the war, cannot 
make their party nominations as they 
have done f)t* years. Why is this done? 
Because the Prohibitiou voters r fuse to 
vote the Republican ticket. One chair- 
man of the Election Laws Committee 
told mo “that, he’d teach tho Prohibi- 
tionists wbat to do.” Now I declare this 
unrighteous, unjust discrimination to be 
treason. 

Messrs. Dwight Chester and E. J. II. 
Estabrooks I claim misrepresented the 
City of Newton when they voted with 
the unbroken Republican phalanx, 
against all measures designed to relievo 
these disabilities from the Prohibitiou 
party voterB. 1 recollect one republican, 
who dared to vote to deal fairly with all 
parties, was jeered at by bis confreres 
near his scat. Intelligent Republicans 
of Newton, do you couutenauce such 
bitter partisan bigotry and intolerance? 
Why can’t you nominate large minded 
citizens to represent you? Mon who are 
unprejudiced au 1 will deal fairly with 
the suffrage rights of those who differ 
from them?

The Prohibition party for 25 years has 
made its nominations in the regular way. 
Now to make theso almost impossible an 
infamous caucus change is made. Last 
year two of your citiz/us could not ho 
voted for nor could tho prohibition 
voters vote for them, because we could 
not get names of Republicans on our 
nomination papers to secure our wouted 
place on the official ballot. Is this just? 
Is it fair? I ask you to wipe out this 
stigma on Massachusetts Legislation. 

We have to suffer iusoletice aud 
ignominy in simply asking Republicans 
to sign our nomination papers.

r A LIV IN' ONE DREAM. 


WORK ACCOMPLISHED BY A MAN IN 
A SHORT SPACE OF TIME. 

A Story Showing tho ftrmfirknhl* Swlft- 

nrti With Which the Ml nil Works When 

It In Supposed to lie Taking «* Rest — How 

Long It Took to I»o Ten llottra' Work. 

A few evenings since a number of 
newspaper men were in an office await- 
ing the arrival of a gentleman who was 
to call together a meeting that they had 
been directed to report for their respec- 
tive papers. 

A number of topics wns discussed, 
and one of theso was dreams and th« 
sxtremo rapidity with which mental 
operations are performed. A number of 
experiences wero given, but tho one that 
attracted the most attention was that of 
a Call representative, who narrated what 
he had done in a dream. 

“It was," said he, “in 1808 that after 
a hard day’s work I reached homo and 
lost no time in retiring. Glancing at 
the clock as I turned off the gas I noticed 
that it was just 16 minutes after mid- 
night. 

“Shall I tell you at this point how long 
1 was dreaming or tell first what I did 
in my dream? That you all may better 
appreciate what was done, I will defer 
the matter until tho end. Bear in mind 
that what is to bo told was all in the 
dream. Seated in the old office on Com- 
mercial street, above Montgomery, I was 
endeavoring to put into presentable 
shape the facts of a trial that had taken 
placo in tho district court, when in came 
E. A. Rockwell, who r.u-s the chief ed- 
itorial writer, nnd calling me by name 
said: 'You had better get ready and go 
to San Leandro. There’s been a terri- 
ble railroad accident. There’s 50 or 60 
people killed, and I don’t know how 
many injured.’ George E. Barnes, at 
that time one of the proprietors and 
managing editors, had overheard Rock- 
well, and in that quiet way of his sug- 
gested that no time be lost in reaching 
Oakland, and there procuring a buggy 
and a pair of horses, to go to San Lean- 
dro or wherever the accident was. 

“Rushing down to the ferry landing 
at the corner of Pacific and Davis streets, 

I reached there in time to find that the 
steamer for the other side of tho bay had 
just pulled out, and that 1 would have 
to wait half an hour for the next boat. 
The delay was vexatious, and then when 
tho ferryboat did move eastward it seem- 
ed us if she would never make her land- 
ing, she seemed to be going so slowly. 
When the slip on the other side was 
reached, there was some accident to the 
local train, and there was not any pro- 
spect of starting for an hour or more. 
There was not a team of any kind at the 
landing, so I had to walk to Oakland. 

“A desire to make up for the time lost 
urged me on. and I think the time made 
from tho landing to Broadway and 
Washington street has never been beaten 
by man. Near the corner I went into a 
livery stable and ordered a pair of horses 
hitched up. There was a deluy there, 
for tho proprietor had his doubts about 
the ability of the team making the trip 
out and back. Finally I started, and 
the way those horses flew over the road 
was a caution. When tho scene of the 
disaster, some distance beyond San Le- 
andro, about 14 miles from Oakland, 
was reached, I proceeded at once to 
gather tho facts. 

“Down on tho notebook were penciled 
tho names of 30 odd men, women and 
children who had either been killed out- 
right or burned to death in some of the 
cars which had caught fire. Then fol- 
lowed the names of ubout 40 who had 
been injured, a description of their in- 
juries and tho opinions of tho physicians 
who were ill attendance as to tho possi- 
ble outcoino in each case. Now, any of 
you who have had experience in gather- 
ing information of that kind can fully 
appreciate that it was not child’s play, 
for tho injured \ver6 in different places, 
and it required tirno to get around to 
them all. 

“Then there was tho obtaining of data 
about the dead. A number of them were 
well known residents of this city, others 
were from San Jose, so it became neces- 
sary to obtain enough to give each a de- 
cent obituary notice. In addition to this 
it became a part of my duty to get tho 
statements of passengers, so as to de- 
scribe their feelings when tho train de- 
railed uml went over on its side down a 
little gully uud be uble to write up tho 
uarrow or fortunate escape of each, j 
Then there wero railroad officials to in- 
terview, and, as you all know, they are 
the hardest kind of people to obtain fucts 
from. 

“Well, it took nearly throe hours to 
get ull the matter that wus needed for a 
sensational urticle tliut was to api>eur 
tinder a half column scare head. Then 
there was the ride back to Oakland set- 
tlement with the livery stable man, who ; 
swore that he would never reut a team j 
to a newspaper man again, u rush in a 
buck to tiio ferry landing and the trip to 
this city. Without waiting to get Any- 
thing to eat 1 made my way to tho office I 
uml ut once commenced to write up, tell- 
ing every oue who came to ask for do- i 
tails to let me alone. 1 did uot writeriu 
copper plate style, and for tliut mutter 1 
never did. but I wrote and kept on writ- 
iug uutil 1 hud enough to fill what would 
make ubout four full columns of The Cull 
of the present day uud wrote thut big 
fccuro head. As 1 handed the last line 
to the foreman to set up I heaved a sigh 
of relief and exclaimed, 'Thank good- 
uess, that’s done!’ Thut is my dream. 

“At that uiomeut I felt u hand on my 
shoulder, jumped from the bed uud 
heard uiy wife ask. ‘Whut are you I 
dreaming about?* *1 lit the gas, looked 
^t the clock aud discovered that it was 
17 j minutes ufter midnight, or, iu other 
words, that iu my dream of less ttiuu 
two miuutes 1 had performed all that 1 
have related. 

“I have figured on tiie time it would 
take me to do what 1 did iu that dream 
aud find that it could uot bo done iu leas 
tluiu 10 hours under the most favorable 
circumstances."

The failure of the Senate to take 
action on the silver repeal bill is giving 
rise to a discussion as to the usefulness 
of that brauch of our government, which 
has been already brought into a good 
deal of disrepute by the soandals at 
taohed to the more or less open purchase 
of seats by millionaires, and by pocket- 
boroughs like Nevada, whoso whole 
population is hardly equal to that of ono 
ward of the city of Boston. Tho theory 
was that the Senate would be valuable 
as a check upon the lower branch, and 
the theory is all right. The framers of 
our government had the Euglish parlia- 
ment before them as a pattern, and the 
Senate was modelled after the House of 
Lords. But the latter has fallen into 
great disrepute in England, as it is 
found to stand in the way of all progress 
and there is a vigorous demand for its 
abolition. Our House of Lords, many of 
whom are mere millionaires, is also los 
ing prestige, and the great regard paid 
to Senatorial courtesy aud precedent is 
interfering sadly with its usefulness. 
The people elect a Congress to remedy 
some unpopular legislation, but it does 
not meet for nearly a year after tho elec- 
tion, and then the delay of the Senate 
entails a still further delay. The Sena- 
torial dignity is a very precious thing in 
the eyes of the members, but it is fast 
becoming a very ridiculous thing in the 
eyes of the voters. Many are asking if 
our system of government is not a too 
ponderous aud unwieldly machine, as 
its "checks and balances” are so nicely 
adjusted as to interfere with any pro- 
gress save in the nature of drifting. 
From present indications it will take a 
generation to repeal the silver bill or t« 
pass any other measures the people are 
demanding. 


Tint Deinociatic convention was a very 
enthusiastic assemblage aud the nomina- 
tion of Hon. John E. Russell went 
t .rough with perfect unanimity. The 
Demncntsaie fortunate in getting such 
a leader for tbe coming campaigu. Like 
all political conventions there was a 
good deat of the ‘‘cut and dried” order 
about it, but the man is very foolish now- 
adays who thinks that a convention is 
a deliberative body. The real work is 
done beforehand, and with such im- 
mense gatherings as our state convert 
tions are gettiug to be, it is fortunate 
that this is so, or a convention might 
{prove as lon^-winded as our National 
Corjgiess. The platform adopted was 
very outspoken and shows that tbe 
Democracy are still true to their pro- 
iessious of a year ago. Evidently the 
coming campaign will be a very spirited 
affair on both sides, aud lovers of politi- 
cal oratory will have it in abundance. 

Vm. action "i the Board of Aldermen 
in voting for the Municipal fire alarm 
signal boxes is rather of a surprise to 
the public, as there was no public senti- 
ment in favor of a change from the 
Gamewell system, which has always 
worked satisfactorily, aud as the Game- 
well company offered to furnish boxes 
on as tavorable terms, there seemed 10 
be no'reasou for rnixiug up our fire 
alarm system. This rnixiug up of differ- 
ent systems of fire alaiui signals is an 
experiment at this time. The Gamewell 
boxes have always worked satisf ictorily, 
the men in charge of the lire depuitment, 
who' weie best qualified to jud/e, op- 
posed any change, aud it is (Wfioult to 
explain ’he change that has been made. 
Citizens who have much valuable prop- 
erty at stake object, and are bringing a 
good deal of pressure upou Mayor Feouo 
to veto tbe order, as they consider tbe 
action of the city oouucd ill-advised and 
not in accord with the best iuteicsts of 
the city. 


Mu. W. U. Partridge has one < f 
his characteristic letteis 011 another 
page. While our re tders n, ly not uiiee 
with much ilia' Mr. Partridge ays, they 
will all probably acknowledge that the 
act to deprive the 1 ’rolii >U initials of a 
chance to have their candidate on the 
ofti rial ballot was not a wise or just 
measure, although they may doubt if it 
was the result of a conspiracy, as Mr. 
Partridge charges. The Prohibition 
ists feel very strongly on this (natter, 
and tiiat is the leasou, we suppose, why 
they can not be as temperate in their ap- 
peals through the uewspapeis, aud iu 
their public speeches, as they believe all 
men should he iu the use of intoxicating 
liquors. 

Mu. G keen halo k evidently does uot 
wish to be considered au abject follower 


of Mr. McKinley, for in an Intel view 
with tho Boston Globe he says: 

“Tho notion th t I was then, or a n 
now, a rigid protectionist to the lull ex- 
tent of the McKinley bill, is altogether 
wrong. For haimony and iustice I 
favored tho bill, but, as 1 st ated then on 
the floor of the House in May, 181*0, nnd 
ns the (Congressional Record will show, 
there were impoitant clauses In the 
McKinley bill that I strongly object* d to 
aud that I would have done all 1 could to 
have changed had the oppon unity oc- 
curred, as would have been the ense bad 
I been returned tho following year.” 


The acquital of As* I*. Potter last 
week does not mean that he has escaped 
punishment. There ir atill a sentence 
hanging over him of 00 days in jail and a 
tine of $100, imposed last February, 
which is now before tho United States 
Supreme court on some law points, aud 
tho prosecution expects action early in 
tho winter. The counsel for the pros- 
ecution also intimates that further in- 
dictments will be brought against him. 


The building ordinance, which es- 
tablishes the office of building inspector 
and provides regulations for new build- 
iugs, will be found on another page. It 
is an important document aud will be 
fouud useful for reference.

ORDINANCE. 


(CONTINUED FROM SIXTH PAGE.) 

Skct. 48. No furnace for melting Iron or 
making glass ami no stationary steam engine or 
steam boiler to bo used for mechanical purposes 
and in which any other fuel than coal is used or 
to be used, shall bo hereafter orected or put up to 
be used without a license first obtained from the 
board of aldermen, and in no case shall a station- 
ary engine propelled by steam or other motive- 
power be hereafter erected or put up for use with- 
in five hundred feet of a dwelling-house or public 
building, unless a license therefor has first been 
obtained from the board of aldermen; and upon 
the granting of such license in either or the c.tses 
referred to in this section, the persou or persons 
teceiving it shall before sett ng, erecting, or plac- 
ing said boiler, engine, or furnace, obtain a per- 
mit from the inspector of buildings, who shall 
prescribe such regulations for the setting or plac- 
ing thereof as In his judgment the public safety 
may require. 

Sect. 49. No permanent smoke pipe or flue 
shall project through any external wall or through 
any window, door or other opening in said wall. 

Sect. 50. All floor timbers, headers and trim- 
mers of every brick building hereafter erected, 
or altered, in which a chimney is built in a brick 
wall, shall be placed distant at least two Inches 
from the outside of every chimney flue, and the 
space between such timbers aud the brick work 
of the cbimuey shall be closed by a proper tire 
stop of Incombustible material. 

Sect. 51. If any chimney, flue, or boating ap- 
paratus ou anv premise., in tbe opinion of the in- 
spector, endrtrgers the premises, he shall at once 
notify in writing the owner or agent of such 
premises. If such owi or or agent fall, to com- 
mence to make such chimney, flue or heating ap- 
paratus safe by twelve o'clock noon of the next 
day following the service of such notice, ami 
diligentlv prosecute the work to completion, lie 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 52. No boiler to be used for steam motive- 
power, and no furnace for melting metal or melting 
glass, shall he placed on any door above the cellar or 
basement, unless the same is set upon masonry built 
up front the ground, or upon iron beams supported 
upon masonry: and all wood-work and timbers shall 
he removed from the floor under the same; provided, 
however, that furnaces for melting such metals only 
as fuse at a temperature not exceeding eight hundred 
degrees Fahrenheit, and that are connected with the 
chimney by a sheet metal pipe exposed to view, may 
be placed upon hollow brick or stone hearths, sup- 
ported by the wooden floor of the first story or base- 
ment, the air spaces in which hearths shall be not less 
than three inches in perpendicular height, and con- 
nected by suitable air passages with the atmosphere of 
the room. 

Sect. 5*. All hot air register boxes hereafter 
placed in the floors or partitions of buildings shall be 
set in soapstone borders not less than two inches in 
width, firmly set in plaster of Paris or gauged mortar, 
or in such other protection as shall iu the judgement 
of tlte inspector be equivalent to soapstone; shall be 
made of tin plate with a flange on the top to fit the 
rabbet in the soapstone, and shall have an open space 
of one inch on all sides extending from the under side 
of tlie ceiling below the register, or the hack side of 
the partition to the soapstone in the floor or p tui- 
tion; the outside of said sjwtce to he covered with a 
casing of ti.i plate, tight on all sides and extending 
from the under side of said ceiling or back side of said 
partition to, and turning under, the said soapstone; 
but register boxes of fifteen by twenty-five incites or 
more in si/e shall have a space as rbove of two 
inches. 

fire r, VARUS. 

Skct $4. The inside of ail furred brick walls of 
every brick building hereafter erected shall have a fire 
belt or stop, composed of some (ire-proof material, at 
least six inches wide and thoroughly set up between 
furrings at the top and ImiUoiii of each floor, and in 
each story in w hich stud walls or partitions are con- 
structed, and rest ou walls or other partitions; said 
stud walls and partitions shall have the spaces between 
the floor joists immediately under such walls or parti- 
tions, aud between studs from the undersides of said 
floor joists to a line six inches above the top of said 
joists, tilled solid and flush with the plastering on both 
sides with mortar, cement, plaster, or oilier in- 
combustible material; and if such studs or partitions 
shall rest upon solid timber or joists for (lie whole 
length thereof, such filling as above described shall be 
placed from the top of such limiter or joists to the 
same height as above sjtei itied; or a strip of tin or 
galvanized iron, at least one inch wider than the width 
of said studding, aud continuing under the footing 
of said walls or partitions, may be substituted for the 
ft! 1 1 • ^ above specified, where ilierc is no partition or 
wall beneath. The exterior aud interior walls of all 
wooden buildings hereafter erected shall have the 
S|ta< e between the studding at the lop and bottom of 
each siory divided or separated by a fire-stop, so as to 
check effectually the draft from one story to another, 
and from the vertical n|iaces iu the walls to the horizon- 
tal passage- between the flooi timbers. The s|iatcv 
between stringers or carriages of all wooden staircases, 
unless said stringers or carriages aie left cximmccI, shall 
he < lost d at interval* not exceeding three feet by suh- 
stantial atops of incombustible material, all ventilating 
ducts shall Ik- of iucombustihle material. 

Sic 1. jy The various forms of construction tend- 
ing to create or form air passages from one story to 
another, such as spaces around pipes, ventilating 
slcafis, or chimneys furred off to form breasts, in every 
building hereafter erected or altered, shall have a 
fire and smoke stop al each floor approved by the in- 
spector, which fire aud smoke stop in all brick build- 
iug.' shall he of iucombustihle material. 

■Sect. 56. No bay-window, balcony or other pro- 
jection shall be built upon the front wall of any build- 
ing, so as to project over the liue of the street. 

SAVOOl AMIjS IH RiMO ttl’Il.DINu Ol'fcKATloK*. 

Skct. 57. Whenever any person is about to erect 
or alter the exterior walls of a buildiug, within five 
feet of the line of a street, ire shall cause the portion oi 
die site of the building bordering upou the street to be 
eucloscd by a proper leuce uot less tliau (our icet high, 


and at least live feet from the line of such building; 
and the fence ahail !>e made as much higher as the in- 
spector of buildings .hall direct, and the same shall be 
maintained until all liability to accident from falling 
material ceases, and he shall maintain proper lights, If 
so required by the inspector, at both ends of inch en- 
closed space from sunset to sumise. In erecting any 
building, no |>erson shall place, deposit, ov suffer to 
remain In any street or highw ay any lumber or other 
building material, rubbish, or remains of any old build- 
ing, for a longer period than may be necessary for the 
prosecution of the work which may he going on; and 
in case such material, rubbish, or remains of an old 
building shall necessarily remain after dark, a sufficient 
light shall lve placod over or near the same, and 
kept from sunset to sunrise. All rubbish from the 
erecting or repairing of any building, or the removal 
of an old building, shall be carried away by 
the person so erecting or repairing or remov- 
ing such building, at such time as the superintendent 
of streets may direct; and in case of neglect or refusal 
so to do, it shall be removed by the superintendent of 
streets, at the expense of such person. Any person 
violating any provision of this section shall be liable to 
a penalty of five dollars. 


SNOW WARDS. 

Sect. 58. Every building erected upon the line or 
within five feet of live line, of any street, and having a 
slated pitch roof sloping toward said street, shall be 
provided with suitable snow barriers or guards upon 
said roof to prevent the snow sliding therefrom, the 
same to be constructed and applied to the satisfaction 
of the inspector of buildings. 

CITY m'lLiviNos. 

Skct. 59. Every building hereafter erected for the 
use of the city of New ton, except wagon sheds and 
buildings for temporary use. shall be built of stone or 
brick, and have slate, metal or composition roof cover- 
ing and metal gutters. 

PLUMBING AND HOl'SR DRAINAGE- 

Sect. 60. Every plumber, before doing any work 
in a building shall, except in the case of the repair of 
leaks, file at the office of the inspector of buildings, 
upon blanks for that purpose, a notice of the work to 
be performed: and no such work shall be done in any 
building without the approval of said inspector. 

Sect, 61. The plumbing of every building shall he 
separately and independently connected with the 
public sewer when such sewer is provided, or with a 
proper and sufficient drain connected thereto outside of 
the building; and if a sewer is not accessible, with a 
proper cesspool. 

Sect. 62. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved by the 
inspector who shall examine the same within two 
working days after notice that they are ready for in- 
spection. 

Sect. 63. Plumbing work shall not he used unless 
the same has first been tested by the plumber, in the 
presence of the inspector, with the water test, or if that 
is not practicable, with the peppermint or other reliable 
test, and approved by the said inspector. 


Shct. 64. Drain and connecting ventilating pipes 
shall be of sufficient size, and made of extra heavy cast 
iron writhin the building, and for a distance of at least 
five feet outside, except that lead pipes may lve used 
for short connections exposed to view. Such pipes 
shall be of uniform thickness throughout, free from all 
defects, and shall have an average weight not less than 
that below specified, viz.: 

2 inch pipe, 5 1-2 pounds per foot. 

3 inch pipe, 9 1-2 pounds per foot. 

4 inch pipe, 13 pounds per foot. 

5 inch pipe, 17 pounds per foot. 

6 inch pipe, 20 pounds per foot. 

it inch pipe, 33 1-2 pounds per foot. 

10 inch pipe, 45 pounds per foot. 

12 inch pipe, 54 pounds per foot. 

No tar coated cast-iron pipe shall he used. Drain- 
pipes shall be properly secured by irons to walls, sus- 
pended to floor timbers by strong iron hangers, or, 
when unavoidable, laid to uniform grade iu brick* 
trenches, of sufficient width to admit of access to all 
joints, and provided w ith movable covers. 

Every drain pipe not connected with a public sewer 
shall be supplied with a running trap of the same size 
as the drain, placed with an accessible clean-out, at or 
near the point where it leaves the building, and shall 
have a fall of of at least one-half inch to a foot. 

If the trap be inside the cellar wall the clean-oit* 
shall he on the house side of the trap. When the 
house-drain is connected witlt the public sewer the 
running- trap may be omitted. 

If the house drain is not connected with a public 
sewer there shall be a fresh air inlet entering the drain, 
between the main trap and all house connections, of 
not less th.111 four inches internal diameter, extending 
into the external air at least three feet above the 
ground and away from all windows and doors, the 
upper end to be protected by a cowl or return bend 
securely fastened. When tlie house-drain is connected 
with a public sewer and the running trap is omitted, 
tlie fresh air inlet shall lve omitted. 

That portion of tlie house-drain which is outside of 
the building, and more than five feet from tlie founda- 
tion w alls, shall be constructed of extra heavy cast irou 
soil pipe or of tlie best quality of vitrified drain pipe. 

No house-draiu or private sewer shall pass under 
another house nor within four feet of the cellar wall of 
another. 

I>rainpi|K-s shall be carried above the roof open and 
unditnislied in size, and to a sufficient height not less 
titan two feet above tlie roof, and not less than five 
feet above the top of any window within fifteen feet. 
Changes in direction shall he made with curved pipes, 
and all connections with Horizontal or vertical pipes 
shall he made w ith one-eighth bends and Y brandies. 
All drain-pipe* shall be ex|K>sed to sight where 
practicable within the building, aud sliall not be ex- 
posed to pressure where they pass through walls. 

No trap sliall he placed at the foot'of a vertical soil- 
pipe. 

Sect. 65. No rain water conductor shall be con- 
nected with the house-drain, sewer or cesspool. No 
rain water conductor shall be used as a soil, waste or 
vent pipe, nor connected therewith, nor sliall any soil, 
waste or vent pipe lie used as a rain water co*iduc- 


Sect. lift. The waste pipe of each and every sink, 
basin, hath tub, water-closet, slop hopper, and each 
set of trays or other fixtures, sliail be furnislied with a 
separate trap, which shall be placed as near as piacti- 
alvle to tlie fixture that it serves. Traps shall be pro- 
tected from syphutiage or air pressure by special cast 
iron air pipes of a size not less tluu the waste pi|>es 
they serve, run front the crown of tlie trap. Lead air 
pipes may be used only when tliey are excised to 
view. Air pi|>cs for water-closet traps sliall he of two 
inch bore if thirty feet feet or less in length, and of 
three inch bore if more than thirty feet in length; 
other air pipes sliall he as large as the waste pipe* 
from the trap. Air pipes shall lie run as direct as 
practicable. Two or more air pipes may he connected 
together or with a drain-pipe ; Imt iu every case of 
connection with a drainpipe such connection sluii be 
above the up|>ei fixture of the buildiug. 

In no case ahail a soil or waste or air pipe from a 
soil or waste pipe lie connected with a chimney. 

No veutilatcon shall be required from a deep drum 
trai> in cases where there is no other plumbing than a 
sink waste and iu which 110 soil matter is admitted. 
Air pipes shall he so constructed as not to allow the 
formation of a trap nor be used as waste pipes. 

Sect. 67. All waste or overflow pijies from safes 
under water-closets aud other fixtures or from tanks 
shall lie rnu separately to Isiscnienl or cellar, and left 
opeu; iu no case sliall tliey be uiuuected with a soil 
pipe or any other waste pipe. 

No waste pipe from a refrigerator or other receptacle 
in which food or provisions are stored shall he connect- 
ed with a drain, soil or other waste pipe, but slull be 
separated therefrom by an open air sink or tray furnish- 
ed with a trap. , 

No steam exhaust, blow off nor drip pipe shall con- 
uect with a sewer, house-drain, rain water conductor, 
soil, waste or vent pipe. Such pipes shall disi barge 
into a suitable tank or coudeiiscr from which a proper 
outlet to tlie house-draiu sliall be provided. 


Sect. 06. Every water-closet, or line of water- 
closets ou the same floor, shall be supplied with water 
from a lank or cisteru, and shall have a Hushiug pipe 
of not less than one inch in diameter; but ibis require- 
ment shall uot apply to water-closets substituted for 
vaults, where tlie same are located outside of the build- 
ing proper; aud such water-closets may be .11 ranged so 


as to receive their supply directly from the main, with 
proper fixture* approved by the inspector, the water 
board and the board of health . 

Sin T. fx). No saddle hubs will be allowed on any 
(dumbing. 

No return bends will be allowed except by specla ] 
permission of the Inspector. 

Seat vents shall be introduced whenever practicable. 

Srct. 70. Every joint in earthern pipe shall be 
made in hydraulic cement, care being taken that the 
inside of the joints and of the pipe is properly cleaned 
out liefore the connection is made with the house. 
Every joint in lead pipe shall be made in solder, and 
wiped joints are to be used where practicable Every 
joint of an iron and a lead pipe shall he made by a brass 
or Iron ferrule of the same sire as lead pipe, set In the 
hub of the branch of the iron pipe, and caulked with 
lead; the lead pipe to he attached to the ferrule by a 
wiped solder joint. Every joint in a cast-iron bell and 
spigot pipe shall he made with packed oakum and 
molten lead well caulked, at least one and one-half in- 
ches deep, and made water and air tight, and no paint 
or putty shall be allowed until it has been tested. 

Sect 71. No person shall connect the plumbing of 
any building with any sewer without a permit from the 
hoard of health. 

Skct. 72. No person shall discharge any contents 
of any privy vault, manure 1 it or carriage wash into a 
public drain or sewer except through an intervening 
catch-bnsi.i, the outlet pipe of which shall be high 
enough above the bottom to prevent any but liquid 
contents from | assing over into the drain or sewer. A 
sufficient trap shall he placed in every drain connect' 
ing such catch-basin with a sewer. 

Skct. 73. A grease trap sliall be constructed under 
the sink of every hotel, eating-house, restaurant, or 
other public cooking establishment so as to be easily 
accessible for inspection and cleaning. 

Sect. 74. Every privy vault shall he of brick and 
cement, of a capacity not less than eighty cubic feet, 
of easy access, convenient to open and clean, and 
make tight. The inside shall be at least two feet 
from the next lot, and from any public or private way. 

Sect. 75. Water pipes in exposed places shall be 
properly protected from frost. 

Sect. 76. All questions as to the intent and mean- 
ing of the provisions of this ordinance shall be decided 
hv the inspector of buildings; provided that any per- 
son dissatisfied or aggrieved by hi* decision may ap- 
peal to the board of alderman whose decision shall be 
final. 

Sect. 77. In this act the following terni9 
shall have the meanings respectively as- 
signed to them ; 

“Alteration” means any change or addi- 
tion. 

“Cellar” means a basement or lower story 
of which one-half or more of tlie height 
front the floor to the ceiling is below the 
level of the land adjoining. 

“Foundation” means that portion of a 
wall below tlie level of tlte street curb, nnd 
where the wall is not on a street, that por- 
tion of the wall below the level of the high- 
est grottud next to the wall; but if under 
party or partition walls, may be construed 
bv the inspector to mean that pprtiou be- 
low the cellar floor. 

“Chlntnej” shall apply to anv permanent 
or fixed flues or passages built Into nny 
building for conveying away the products 
of combustion from furnaces, stoves, boil- 
ers. ranges or fire-places. 

"Inspector” means tho inspector of 
buildings of the city of Newton. 

“Lodging-house” means a building in 
which persons are accommodated with 
sleeping apnrtments, and includes hotels 
and upartment houses where cooking is 
uot done in the several apartments. 

“Party-wall" means every wall used, or 
built in order to be used, as a separation of 
two or more buildings. 

“Partition wall” means nny interior wall 
of masonry in a building. 

“External wall” means every outer wall 
orvertl.nl enclosure of a building other 
titan a party wall. 

“Repairs” means tlie reconstruction or 
renewal of any existing part of a building 
01 of its fixtures or appurtenances, by 
which the strength or fire-risk is not alfeet- 
ed or m O'*. i fled, and not made in tlte opinion 
of the inspector for the purpose of convert- 
ing the building iu whole or in part to a 
new one. 

“■Tenement-house” means a building 
which, or any portion of which, is oc- 
cupied, or intended to he occupied, ns a 
dwelling by more than three families living 
iuriependently of one another and doing 
their conking upon tlie premises; or by 
more thin two in mi lies above tlie second 
floor, so living and cooking. 

“Thickness” of a wall means tlie 
minimum thickness of such wull 

Sect. 78 All buildings hereafter to be 
erected in thi- city of a dtwripMon not 
specified In this ordinance «-hnll be con- 
structed in a manner that sliall be sutisfa> 
lory to tlte board of aldermen. 

8 kct. 71*. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of tliis ordinance shah be liable 
to a pena'tv of not more than one hundred 
dollars unless another penalty is speci- 
fically provided herein. 

Sect. 80 The ordinance relating t > 
plumbing, approved Mareli 14, I 8 i» 2 . and all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent witlt tlie foregoing ordinance are 
iiereby repealed, hut such repeal does not 
deprive any one from any rights obtained 
under previous ordinances, nor revive any 
ordinance theretofore repealed. 

Sect hi. The provisions of tills ordi- 
nance sliall not apply to buildings mid 
structures owned or occupied by the United 
States or by the State of Massachusetts, 
nor to bridges, quays und wharves.

OBMNAKCF. RELATING TO 
BUILDINGS AND THE' IN 
SPECTION OF BUILD 
ING 4. 


Be II ordained hy the City Council qf the City 
Of Xeuion, a* follow*. 

Section. 1. The mayor ard ahlr m:en (hall as 
•oon after tlie passage « f this ordirance as may 
he convenient aj point a superintendent «>f public 
bulldlrg*, who (ball bo " Ex l fficlo” inapt ctor of 
building*. who shall hold his i dice a* provided 
by the city charter of the sa’.d City of Newton, 
and shall receive such cou pensation as the cliy 
council may from time to time determine. He 
shall be an able and experienced architect, build- 
er or civil engineer, and shall.not be ei gagtd In 
any other business or be luU rested in any con- 
tract for furnishing materials. 

Sect. 2. The superit tet dent of public build- 
ings (hall, under the direction of the committee 
on public property supet intend the ccnstructlc n 
of all buildings erected by the city, and all re- 
pairs upon all city buildings, exet pt tie public 
library and buildings in charge of tho wnler 
board, and see that the conditions of contracts 
and tho plans and specifications, If any, ate 
faithfully carried out. 

He shall keep himself acquainted with their 
condition, shall employ suitable im chatties to 
make alu rations and repairs on the same; and, 
in general, shall rerder such sirvires In relation 
to such buildings as properly belong to such 
office. 

Whenever it shall be necissaryto expend five 
hundred dollars or more for the purpose of erect- 
ing, or alterinr, or repairing buildings, as here- 
inbefore specified, ho shall, under tho dlrectiou 
of the committee on public property, advertise 
for proposals for doing such work. The commit- 
tee shall have the power to accept or reject any 
or all such piop> sals at iheir discretion. 

Sect. 3. He (hall keep an accur. te ncord of 
all built lugs which are under his care and be- 
longirg to the city, and lands appurtenant to 
such building", aud on cr before ihe fifteenth 
day of February In each year, si all present to 
the city council a report in relat'oD to the same, 
showing their condition aid the nature and 
amount of expenditures that have been made 
upon them during the yeat next preceding, a 
statement of the nature and extent of the re- 
pairs which in his opinion should be made during 
the next succeeding twelve months, and an esti- 
mate of the prob-ble ccst of the same. 

TUB INSPECTOR OF Ill'ILDl>GS. 

Sect. 4. In his capacity of inspector of build- 
ings. he i hall examine all buildings in the cour.-e 
oferectior, alteration cr repair, to arcerti.in if 
the ordinances of the city are ct niplied with, and 
he may ri quire p'at s and specifications or a de- 
scription Of any proposid erection or alteration 
of any building, end (hall grant permits for such 
erection or alteration when the plan* and sptcifi 
catii ns or dei criptlon i re in conformil y with t lie 
ordinal ces of the i ity and the laws of the Com- 
monwealth; he (hall, when neces(arv, enter upon 
tbepremi&is wherein any lire has occurred, to 
asctr:ain the origin ot the tire, k(< p a oorieci re- 
cord t f the business < f his department including 
all violations < f Ihe ordinauc s relating to build- 
ings, and shall submit to fhe city council on or 
befoie the fifteenth day of Februaiy of each year 
a report of his building inspection foi the preced- 
ing y«ar. 

Sect, 5. Upon being informed that any lulld- 
ing is in a dangerous or unsafe com. ition, from 
damage l>y fire or accidei t, or from any other 
cause, be shall at oi ce proceed to examine the 
same, and if, in his judgmt ur, it is dangerous or 
umafe, he (had lorthwith notify in w riting tho 
owner, ageLt. or any person having an interest 
therein, to n move the same or make it safe aud 
secure, and if the \ ubllo safety requires immedi- 
ate acih n he shall m ttfy the board of aldcrmcu 
of the cone i i ion of such building; and he shall 
generally perform such duties as may be required 
of him by law or ordinal ce. 

Sect. 6. The inspector shall examine all 
churches, halls, or other bull ing* or stiuctures, 
used or Intel ded to be used temporarily or per- 
manently. for any public u»e, and all tchool' 
houses or school-rooms, pub Ic or private, and 
buildings um d. < r intended to be used for rnanu 
fact ur ing pury oses, and If lie fli ds > hat any of 
said bul’dlngs or rooms arc deficient in proper 
facilities of egress, in case .of tire or accident, 
either in uuoiber. width, construction, oi arrange* 
incut ot the entrances, aisles, pa-s'gt; wa. s or 
stairways, or by reason of li.mr doors opening 
inward, or from any other cause whatever, he 
shall atonce notify the state i- spec or of facto, 
rles i udpunlic bui'dlngs. 

Sect. 7. V lien* ver it sp; ears to the Inspector 
that, in any <f the building* or structures, or 
portions tin r«.of, mention) d in the ton going sec 
tion, the recurhy of the pit ho la tempoiarily en 
daugered by the u?e or storage of combns'Ude 
■till or materials; or by belches chairs, stools 
or o lier uLstruc ions temporal ily placed in ihe 
alslea or pasrttgew ays thereof, in such a manner 
as to pre vent free egress in ease ol fire or accl. 
dent duiiig the Hiue when the same may he 
opened to the public; cr by bencln s, chairs or 
seltet s tempor. rily • > arranged its not to afford 
proper egret* in tH»e ot tire or accident; or by 
outer deoi- opening inward 'at d not kept open 
whe n stch buildings or structures are used by 
the public, i lieu, aud lu either of sui 1 cases, the 
inspector ahull no'ify Ihe pe son for the time 
bciug havlt g < tiarge of the pr< title*, and require 
such person at ome to maae the pie-mises safe ; 
and if be ictus, s or neglects so to U<>, the in (lec- 
tor (hair ituve the obstructions aud prosecute 
the offender. 

SE« r. 8. All outer doois of bulb lugs and 
structures mentioned in cectiousixof this ordi- 
nance shall le kept • pen when such buildings or 
structures are us« d by the public, uulets such 
doors open oulwar s, aud exetept tl.ut tly doors 
opening both vaja may be kept clo-ed. All 
inner doors of such built ings and structures shall 
be made so os to < pen outward; and said inspec- 
tor ia hereby authorized to etiier any of suid 
buildings or structures, at all reasonable hours, 
for the purpose of atcerluiuing whether or not 
any oi the provisions of this oidiuauue are bciug 
violated. 

CONSTRUCTION OK Ul'iLDl.NOH. 

Brut. if. Every person before proceeding to 
erect any building or wall or make uny alteration 
iu the external wall of any structure, any part 
of which is to be placed upon or uiibtu thirty 
feet of any street tquare, lane or alley, or to lay 
the fouudu'iou thereof, shall at least lifietu days 
bi foi e the w ork is beguu, apply to Ihe city en- 
gineer for the lines aud grade of Ihe street, lane, 
square or alley upon which bo iutends to build; 
and the city engineer shall fumUh the same, if 
iu bis power to do to, without charge. 

No buitdiug shall hereafter be erected in this 
city, uud no addition to or alteration in any 
building shall be made unless the person Intend- 
ing to erect, or make .alleratioi s iu such build- 
ings shall seveu days at least before he proceeds 
to build or erect the same, or lay tlie foundation 
thereof, or to make the said alterations, or to do 


any act for carrying ln‘o execution his intentions 
to do such things, giro to the inspectorof build- 
ings notice in wi itlng, of his Intention with the 
dimensions « f ihe structure proposed, the ma- 
terials to he nsed, an 1 lumber on ibo street, or 
the preclso location and the name of ihe owner 
or owners of the land, in order that any en- 
croachment or o her Injury or Ir convenience to 
the puh Ic streets, which might otherwise happen, 
may be thereby prevented, and that this ordl 
nance may be romp" led with. 

Sect. 10. The Inapector (ball not give a per 
mlt for the erection < r alterat-on of any bulliMt g 
nniil he bar carefully inspected the pints, speci- 
fications, or descriptions iher« of. and ascertained 
that the building has sufficient strtngth and that 
means of Ingress and egress are sufficient. 

Sect. 11. The Irapcctor of bullrings shall 
designate In every | ermlt for the erection of a 
new building, tho lowest grade at whi h the florr 
rf the basement eh ry of such bnildir gs may be 
laid. 

Sect. 12. The foundation walls of all dwelllr g- 
honses to be herealtcr erected elia'l be con- 
structed of ilie (linn nslon, and in the manner 
follow ing, viz.: 

For wooden houses, not exceeding tlilrly-flve 
feet In In Ight from Ihe foundation to the l* p < f 
the upper floor, said foundation walls, If made ol 
ruhbl ■ sir no, (hall not be Was than aixtern 
Inches thick at the top. and twenty Inches thick

The foundation walls of brirk or stone homes 
having walls exceeding twenty.flve *eet. and not 
exceeding fort} -live feet in height abovo tho 
foundation walls, if built of rubble s)ono, 
shall bo not less than twenty-four inches thick 
at the top, ard thirty Inches thick at the botUuu,

Ilie 
foundation walU of all brick bui'dlngs of tlie 
height and d< serif tion mentioned in this section 
slid! lie four inches thicker than above stated. 

Sect. 14. Tlie four dAtion wall* of all wooden 
bulhllnf*, fiber tiinn ilwelllng-ln uses, hereafter 
erected, with external walls exceodirg thirty-flve 
feet in h* ight above tlie founded* n walls, If 
wade of common (tone, shall be not Jess than 
twenty-four iuclrs th'ck at tho top, ai d thirty- 
four inchi s thick at the both in, tlie dope to be 
upon tlie outside of die wall, ard ilml! be laid In 
mortar the same rs liere'nbefore provided for 
the foundat'on wails of dv elling-liousef ; and, if 
made of b'oek stone laid in horizontal courses, 
they shall be not Ires then twenty-eighty Inches 
thick. ,Tlie foundation whIIh of all brick build- 
ings of tlie height and description u entloned in 
tit's seed' n (hull be four Indu s thicker than 
above stated. All foundauon wal’s shall be laid 
at least f< ur inches below the bottom of die 
cellar. 

Sect. 15. Worden structures not otherwise here 
in described for dwelling* manufrettiring or 
tiu inrss purpose*, not exceeding two stories in 
blight, may tie built on stone or brick founda- 
tions, on piers or pests, each set on a bard bottom, 
hilt to a dr pth of rot less than Tour f< et below the 
sui fa<-e of die ground, or • u piles well driven 
to a hard bottom; su d p'ers, posts and piles to I e 
spaced nr t more than eight feet on centres, or 
on mii'i-silJs, restlrg on cr< *» p ecus of (dark 
three I m lies or more In thickness, not leis iliitii 
four feet long aud ten iuebes wide, placed at 
intervals of not more than three feet on ci litres; 
and wooilen structures for msnu'acturing or 
businea/purp se«, not exceeding three stories in 
licit. In, n.n> be built on foundations before de- 
s»«;rib-«l, upon it special permit be<ng first obtain d 
from die board of aldermen. 

All wooden buildirgs (bull lie built with posts, 
girt* ami platen, properly mortised, tenoned, 
Inured and pinned In • ueli dory, and HU|>pori<d 
by iuIi Ide studding, the muds to be not more 
than ilility-two inches apart, ilie ports and girts 
to be not has than four by eight inch* s; exc« pt 
that the foregoing dimensions for posts and gins 
diu l not apply to buildings not (xctetliig five 
hundred feet in area and slue* n fe t In height to 
eaves. 

Sect. I0. Win never pi'es are required to be 
driven for a foundation, ex opt as provided in 
sfctiou fifteen, they sit ill be of suitable mock 
driven to it firm and solid bearing, aud tlie tops 
rhull be cut off on u level to insure constant im- 
mersion. There aball be not has titan two rows 
under all exiunal and party wall#, aud they (hall 
be spaced um over three feet on centres in tlie 
dlrecth'U of the length of the wall. All piles, 
except us provided iu section Uftet u to be capucd 
with block grat ite levellers, not les* titan sixteen 
Inches thick, each stone to have a firm bearing on 
at least one pile In each row. 

Bect. 17. The foundation of brick buildings, 
and of all pernumem buildings , must rest ou solid 
ground or levelled surfaces of solid rock, or upou 
piles concrete or other solid substructure. Bald 
foundations tuuat be not less four feet below the 
surface exposed to frost. 

EXTERNAL WALLS. 

Heot. IS. External wal's of brick dwelling- 
houses iieteafter to be erected in this city, if not 
more than twelve feet lu height above the founda- 
tion wells, shell be not less then eight inches 
thick fur their entire height; if two stories, end 
not more then twenty-live feet in height, they 
sbuli be not less than twelve laches thick to 
tite top of tlie second floor, end not less then 
eight thick for the remaining height; aud if three 
mories end more then twenty-live feet In beight, 
they shell be not lees than twelve inches thick to 
the top of the third floor, sud not less then eight 


thick for the remaining height. 

8kot. Iff. Tho external we’ls of all hrlck 
building', other titan dwelllr g houses, to he here- 
after erected In tills city, If not more than forty 
feet In height a>'ovc the foundation vails, stall be 
not 1c«s than siiteen Inchc* tliloh tn the top of the 
upper floor, and Hot less titan twelve Inches tit <*k 
for the remaining height ; Btul If more than forty 
feet In height and nm exceeding sixty feet In 
height, thev (hall he not les* than twenty Im lies 
tlilrk to the top of the second floor, and not less 
than sixteen li cites th ck to tlie top of the third 
floor, ai d not le-s ihan twelve Im lies th I k for the 
remaining height. 

Provided, however, that the external wa is of 
hrick buildings, not cxccedli g twenty-five feet In 
height, and Covering an area rot exceeding two 
thousand supctflrial feel, to he used for stable* or 
light mechanical pm poses may be twelve Inches 
thick. 

8k< T. 20. No buddings, excr pt a manufactory, 
railway stat’on, stable, chmcb, school-house, or 
hall for pul Ho assemblies, shall hereafter be 
encted, and no cxlmli g buildit g shall hereat ter 
lie altered or added to, so that they have a frontage 
or more than fifty fret without at lea t one parti- 
tlon wall of brick or some other equally fireproof 
materls), and extending from the bottom of the 
cellar, or from a founded on wall (constructed as 
ptovlded In rection fourteen) twelve Inches (hove 
roof hoarding nnd rovored with stone or iron. If 
snld wall Is built of brick, ft shall bo not less than 
eight im h -s thick for its entire height. No ex- 
isting building, having a frontage of more than 
fifty feet shall be converted to a use not excepted 
by this section, w ithout nt least one partition wall, 
constructed as described In this section, provided, 
however, that any single dwelling-lionsc, intended 
for one farmlv, rr ay be extended more than fifty 
fecct In one direction without such partition wall. 

Sect. 21. All buildings bereaftrr erected 
which are to be used in whole nr in part for 
business or manufacturing purposes, or as placss 
for public meetings, shall be constructed ol brick 
or stone, and have slate, metal or composition 
rrof coveting ard metal gutters unless permis- 
sion is otherwise givin by the board of aider- 
men. 

Sect. 22. All buildirgs hereafter erected, to 
be used a* tenement or lodging houses, in excess 
of iLIrty teet In wld h, shall have brick partition 
walls not less than twelve inches thick, on which 
floor b« nuts shall rest, for their i mire height and 
not less than twelve inches above the roof, and 
covered with s' one or iron. Paid walls shall not 
be more than twenty-five feet apart, unless iron 
columns nnd girders are substituted therefor' 
said girders to be protect'd by a coating of 
piaster one inch thick on wire lath and metal 
furring, or Borne other inci'iubustible material. 

Sect. 2.1. No wooden building to t e used for 
a dwelling-home shall exceed forty-five ftetin 
height, and the external side walls shall not be 
placed at a 'ess distance than two feet from tbe 
line of the lot upon which tho building is to be 
located, except where a brick external wall is 
•ubstituted for a wooden wail, and of a thickness 
prescribed for the erection of exb rnal wa’ls of 
brick buildings. Tho brick walls abovo re- 
quired shall be built twelve inches abovo roof 
board'ng and covered with stone or iron. 

Where a wooden building is already (rected 
for a dwelllnf -house or for mechanical or nt« r- 
cantile purposes upon an adjoining let, there 
shall be between the walls of the building err cted 
and the one to he erected, if of wooc,ao!oar, 
open space of three feet between the said build- 
ings, uulets, if such (pace i* less than time feet, 
there (hall be built a hi ick external wall abutting 
ou said space, of the builditg to be erected, 
which wall (hall be built as provided in this sec- 
tion. 

Bect. 24. Party walls and partition walls of 
brick, In all buildings other than dwelling-houses 
hereafter to be erected in this city with external 
walls rot exceeding forty feet in height, shall he 
not less than sixteen incLes thick to the top of 
Ihe second floor and not less than twelve inches 
thick for tlie remaining height; and, iu buildings 
having external walls exceeding forty feet in 
height, said walls shall be not less than twenty 
inches thick to tbe top of the second fir or, not 
less than sixteen inches thick to the top of rLe 
third floor, and not less than twelve inches thick 
for the remaining height. 

Sect. 25. No opening or doorway sha'l he cut 
through or foru cd in a party or paitiilon wall of 
any building, without a permit front I he inspector 
of buildings, aud every such dcorway shall have 
a top, bottom and Bides of stone, brick or Iron, 
and shall he closed by two doois, or sets of doors, 
of v ood govered with metal, with an air bj ace be- 
iween them of at least four inches, and said 
door* shall be liung in rabbeted iron frames, or 
in wooden I rallies entirely covered with metal, 
or to iron hinges in brick or stone rabbets. 

PIEKS AND COLUMNS. 

Sect. 20. All piers shall he built of the best 
quality of good, well-burnt, hard hrick, laid in 
cement nnd sand moitar and well wet when laid 
iu warm weather. Hrick piers under lintels, 
girders or colun ns of brick buildings .-hull have 
a cap iron at least two inches thick, tho full size 
of the pier. Hrick piers and buttresses slia l I o 
bonded with Ibtough courses, levelled and 
budded, etch course, and, where their founda- 
tions rest u|ton pile*, a sufficient number shall he 
driven to insure a proper support. 

Sect. 17. Every piei , column, pillar, or post 
resting on the eariit shall have a base conrse ot 
stone or cot Crete, and if (uiprriing walls of 
musonry, shall have for a footing codrse a nroad 
love llerof granite or ledge stone, not less than 
twelve inches wider on all side* ban the bottom 
areu i f sa.d piers, columns, pillars or posts, and 
iiot less than twelve inches thiut. 

Sect. 23. Every metal column in a brick 
building (hull rest ou an iron plate of not le*s 
thickness than two liiclie*. Wooden ooliumis 
purporting gilders uud floors in dich buildings 
(im 1 1 rest on one inch ami a half iron plates with 
socket* to receive the foot of the column. Metal 
c< luuiiis placed one on Ihe tf p uf another *iiall 
Ituve a plate at tho top of each coluqin, with pro- 
jections ou both dd' s to fit into citp and base of 
columns, to prevent slipping; ami all columns 
(hull Ituve Ite les bored, where directed by the 
Inspector, into and through ihe (hell at right 
ung'cH to Ihe shall, so as to show the thick mss of 
shell. All hearing pari* of column* tutd platrs 
shall he turned or plain d to true surfaces. 

• SHADE OK CELLARS. 

Sk< T- 20. The cellar of every dwelling-house 
hereafter built where the grt de or nature of the 
ground requires, aud cellars of all buildir gs built 
upon fllleu or made land, shall have a bed of 
concrete, or hydraulic cement ami gravel or tar 
and gravel or asphalt, not les* than two Irchei 
iu thickness, spread over the cellar bottom, or 
shall he paved with hr'ck Isid In cemeut, 
throughout the whole extent of Ihe building; and 
where there is a basement floor ovi r the oellMr 
bottom, with an air (pace between ihe concrete 
uml said floor, the air apace ahull he properly 
ventilated. 

CONDUCTING WATER KKOM BOOKS. 

Sect. 30. All huildlugs, erected within eight 
feet of uny street or travelled way. shall he pro- 
vided with suitable leaders for conducting the 
water from the root to the gronud, and iu no oaae 
shall such water he allowed to flow upon or across 
the surfsce of the sidewalk to the street, gutter or 
sewer. 

HORDING OK WALES. 

8 KOI . 31. lu every hrick wall iu all buildings 
to be hereafter erected, every eighth oour*e of 
hrick shall bo a heading course, except in walls 
built with some b< ml iu which as much as every 
eighth course la a heading course, aud except 
where walls are freed with luce-brick, lu which 
caae every eighth course (hall be bonded with 
flemish header, or by cutting tho course of tbe 
face-brick and putting in diagonal headers lie 
biud tho »ame. or by splitting face-brfck In half 
and backing Ihe same by a continuous row of 
headers. 

The frouf, rear, side, end, and party walls of 


all brlok buildings hereafter erected shall be 
anchored to each other every ten feet In their 
height ht tie Anchors, made of at least one and a 
quarter Inch by three-eights of an Inch wrought 
Iron. 

Each floor shall have Its beams so tied to tho 
w alls and to each other with * rougltt lron strap* 
or anchors at lean three-s luliths of an Inch thick 
by one and one-halt Inches wide as to form con- 
tinue* ties aeress the bulldlt g n< t more than ten 
feet apart. Wall* running p*ra11<-l or nearly 
parallel with floor beams (hall be properly tied 
onee In ten feet to t^e floor beams by Iron strap* 
or anchors of the a xe above sp clfled. 

TIM MERINO or FLOOR*. 

Sect. 32. All floors shall be constructed to 
hear a > afe v eight, \ er s upet (IcIaI foot, exclusive 
of material*, a* follows: for dwelling*, tenements 
or lodging house* seventy t minds; for builditg* 
for light mechanical purposes, and for public 
buildings one hundred nnd fifty pt unds; ‘for 
stnre-honsee, warehouses, matltine shops, 
armories, dtlll rooms and riding scht ole, not less 
than two hundred snd fifty pounds. These re- 
quirements (hall apply to all buildings altered, 
ns well n* to new buildings. 

Sect. 33. Every header more than four feet 
long, used In any bulldlrg except n dwelling, 
shall he hung In stirrup Irons, of tultahlo dimen- 
sions for tho size of tho timbers, and securely 
joint bolted. All tail beams shall be propet ly 
frnmed or hung to headers. 

Sect. ?4. Tho ends or all floor beams and 
rafters of a brhk building (hall enter tho wall 
not less tiinn four inches ard shall be cm on n 
splay of three Inches In their width. 

Sect. 35. No floor timber, header, or trimmer 
of a brick building shall be cut into more than 
two inches In depth for piping, without a permit 
from tho Inspector, and t o cutting shall he made 
in tiny timber nt a greater dls'ance than tlireo 
fret from its support. 

Sect. 36. Roof or flror timbers entering the 
same party wall from opposite sides si all have 
a least four inches solid bitek work between the 
ends of said timbers. 

CHIMNEY AND IIBATINO APPARATUS.' 

Sect. 37. All chimneys hereafter erectnl "hall 
bo built from tho ground, of br ek. stone or other 
fire-proof non-conduct Ir g materials, and shall 
be built plumb, or nearly so, ro ns to be self- 
sustaining; provided, howevt r, that brick flues 
may bo securely built it to the brick work of the 
walls of tbe building o which they are hung, 
when the whIIb aro not loss than twelve incites 
thick; and provided also, that upon s| eclal per 
mission, first i brained from the bonrd of i ldt r- 
men, chimneys may be built upou cast Iron or 
hard pine columns sot upon iron plait b at least 
one and o> e-lialf Indus thick with socki t* and 
capped at their upp r ends with a n etal plate at 
least two Inches thick and not note than two 
inches shorter upon cither sldo than the cor- 
responding sides of the chimney; or upon per- 
mission being obtained a* above, chltnnejs may 
be built upon a flooring of masonry siq ported by 
iron beams, which have secure bea lugs on 
masonry or iron at each end, tbe (ante to be con- 
structed in nil respect to the satisfaction of the 
inspector of buildings; and provided also, that the 
matter of the construction of chimneys instu.-.ll 
wooden bulldlrg*, other thnn cwrlllng-houses, 
not more than one story and a half in height 
shall be left to the decision of the inspector of 
buildings, but must bo constructed iu accordance 
with his Instructions and to his satlstactlon. 

8 EOT. 38. All brick < hlmne* -flues shall be 
smoothly plastered inside with ntortnr from top 
to bottom, during the course of construction, and 
also outside below tlie rooting after hnving been 
examined and approved by the inspector of 
buildings; except that expesed portii ns t f said 
chimneys when tlie walls of tho flues are eight 
inches thick may be left unplastered upou the 
outside, finld chimneys (hall bo topped out 
with brick or stone, laid in content, ami the top- 
ping out shall not h^ve more titan two Inches 
projection, unless the bricks are covered by n cap 
of stone or < titer nou-cumliustiblu material In one 
piece, properly secttreiK and approved by tlie in- 
spectot; a* d fit no cascshnll a nail be driven ir to 
tl.e masonry of any flue. 

Sect. 39. The shill of all flues for boilers, 
furnaces, ovens and ranges su iu brick, sh 11 
heroaftor he of brick work eight Inches thick, or 
its equivalent, tho eutire height above said boil* 
ers, furnaces, ovens r r ranges. Ranges set in 
brick and boilers 'shall have the outside of their 
flues exposed without covering, except by plaster- 
ing directly upon the Uriel' s, up to tho colling of 
• the room, and no wcod-work shall be p'aced on 
trie outside of tbe same. 

Shut. 40. No wood work of any kind, except 
the roof ot verutg, shall be plucrd at a less dis- 
tance thi.it ouo Inch Irotti the outside of the brick 
work of any due. No wood work shall he placed 
at a loss d stance than one inch from at y tin or 
other imtal flue or pipe used or ii tended to be 
used to convey h mod air, hot wuter or ateaiu iu 
any bulldlrg tiulu(8 such flue or pipe he cased 
with a metal sleet o of larger diameter than (aid 
flue <>r pipe so as to pt ruiit a free circulation of 
ulr all around the same. 

Bkot. 41. No soft bricks shall hereafter be 
used iu the construction of any wall, chimney, or 
flue referred to iu this ordinance. 

Bect. 42. No smoke-pipe, iu any building 
with wooden or combustible floors or ceiling* 
shall hereafter enter any flue except at a distance 
not less than twelve inches from said floor or 
celling; and in all erses where smoke-pipes pass 
through stud or wooden partitions of any kind, 
whtthertlte same be plastered or not, they (hall 
be guardi <1 b> u soapstone rii g having a thick- 
ness radial to said pipe of not lesa than two 
inches, and cxtundlrg through said partition, and 
In eases where siuoke-pipe* pass through wood 
work of any kind in such near proximity to the 
brick work of the flue th >t the spaco Between said 
wood wotk and flue is Ittuoct sslhie, said pipe 
shall be guarded by a soapstone ting or thimble, 
or its • qnivalent, ltuvlug u thickness of at lea-t 
two loobe*, and extended iroiu the outer face of 
said wood work to a point ut least two inches 
with u the brick work of the flue iu which it dtsll 
lie flriuly set. 

HK.t r. 43. All hearth* shall bo supported up( n 
It humor arches of hrick nr stone, or upon hats 
or iron supporting a tied of hrick work and shall 
beatleust twelve inches longer than the width 
of tlie fireplace opening* Hitd ut lead elghlef it 
incite* wide in front of the chiutuey bread. 
Wooden ctnterng supporting a trimmer arch 
shall l>e removed before plastering. 

8 koi . 44. Hrlek-work hack of all grate*, fire- 
places at d ranges shall he not less than eight 
Incite* thick, and when it adjoins a wooden or 
stud psrtiHou shall have at least two four-inch 
walls, with at least u two Inch air (pace between 
No wood work shall be secured to the brick 
work of any flue. Open fire places shall have 
fire-proof foundation*. 

Belt. 45. So furnace or range set lu uiusoury 
shall hereafter be placed, or its location changed 
iu any building without a permit from the in- 
spector of building*, who shall preset Ihe such 
regulation for the setting or placing tlieieofu* 
in his Judgment the public safety may require. 

Bect. 46. The top of every heating furnace 
uot act iu brick shall he kept ut least six inultes 
below tho beams or celling, with u shield of tin 
plate, made tight, »u»puudt d not less than two 
inches below the said beams or ceiling, aud ex- 
tending at least one foot beyond (he top of the 
furnace on all side*. If the furnuce Is set iu 
brick aud the celling ia plastered, or the b« utns 
are covered with metal, the top of the brick 
work may ho kept wlthiu uot less than six iuuhes 
of the ceiling or beams without the iutor ventlou 
of the tin plate shield. 

Heot. 47. No steam heating apparatus shall be 
placed lu ait) dwelling house now or hereafter 
built without a permit front the iuspreur of 
buildings, who shall prescribe such reguladr us 
for the setting or pluclmr of the same os iu his 
judpmem the public safety may require.

Tlie CtiiiHo of Wntcntpout*. 

A waterspout is a meteorological phe- 
nomenon of peculiar character, which is 
occasionally observed ou land, but usu- 
ally occurs at sea. It consists of a cone 
shaped pillar of condensed vapor, which 
descends, with tho apex downward, from 
a dense cloud and ut sea attracts a 
somewhat similar cone in a reversed 
position from the surface of the water. 
The two may not inaptly bo compared 
to a gigantic hourglass. Tho cause of 
this phenomenon is supposed to bo tho 
gyratory movement of the air with such 
swiftness us to prorluco a vacuum in tho 
axis of rotation, and tho contact of the 
lower extremity of such an axis with 
water would effect tho elevation of a 
column of the latter to a considerable 
height. The most probable solution of 
the phenomenon is that waterspouts 
originate in adjacent strata of uir of dif- 
ferent temperatures, running in oppo- 
site directions in the upper regions of the 
atmosphere. They condense tho vapor 
and give it a whirling motiou, so that it 
descends tapering to the sea below aud 
causes the surface of the water to ascend 
in u pointed spiral till it joius that from 
above.— Brooklyn Eagle. 


IikIIu For the Iinliuiia. 

A Madras native geutletfian was once 
asked by Lord Roberts whut ho thought 
of “India for the Indians.” He replied: 
“Go to the zoological gardens uml open 
all tho cages. You will then seo what 
would bo tho end of India for the In- 
dians. There would bo a grand fight 
among all the unimals, with the result 
that the tiger would walk over the dead 
bodies of the rest.” On being usked 
whom he meant by the tiger, he replied. 
“Tlie Mohuunnedun from tlie north.”
